Wx are again enabled, in onr Report for the year 1858, to state 
that crime has largely decreased in Ireland. The reduction in 
crime in 1858 has even exceeded that in 1857, and is, on the whole, 
more satis&ctory in its nature than in any of the preceding years 
in which this gratifying result has been noticed, for it has been 
more substantial, more general, and more e<}ually distributed. In 
1857, although the decrease was large, it was almost entirely con- 
fined to females ; but in 1858 it has taken place in both sexes to 
nearly the same amount, not only as regards the number of com- 
mittals bat also in the daily average number confined in prisons. 

In juvenile crime, too, the improvement noticed last year ha^ 
been mlly maintained, the number of ofienders of this class having 
Mien to such an amount as may easily be dealt with in the 
Reformatories which are being established throughout the country. 

Last year misdemeanors and drunkenness formed exceptions to 
the general rule of the diminution of crime; but an examination 
of the following tables will show that in 1858 there has been a 
decrease in every description of the crime, with the sole exception 
of fireaches of the Revenue Laws, in which a very trifling increase 
has occurred, and in military ofiences. We proceed to submit and 
to remark upon the various tables : —

Tables 1 and 2 show that the number in custody on the first daj. 
of each month in 1858, was, in every instance, less than on the cor- 
sespondmg day in 1857. 

Table 4 shows the progressive decrease in the number of com- 
mittals and in the daily average number confined for the last six 
years — ^the committals of 1858 being less than those of 1857 by 
5,667, or 14 per cent., and the daily average by 879, or 11 per 
cent Thus, m both particulars, the decrease in crime has been 
greater in 1858 than in 1857. 
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Tables 3 and 5 show ip what counties and tpwns crime has 
risen or &llen. The chief changes are as follows. 

The greatest decrease, as regards both sexes, has occurred in 
the County and CJity^ of Dublin, in the County and City of Cork, 
in the City of Limerick, and in the County of Wicklow* In both 
Hidings of the County of Tipperary the reduction in male crime 
has been very considerable ; and in the Queen's County and the 
County of Carlow the number of committals of females nas much 
decreased. 

There has been an increase of crime, in both sexes, in Antrim, 
Louth, and Done^ ; as regards males in Fermanagh, Meath, 
Roscommon, and Sligo ; and as to females in Drogheda, the Ejng's 
County, and the City of Kilkenny. 

Table 5 classifies the committals by sexes and crimes. The de- 
crease in the committals of 185S, as compared with those of 1857, 
was, as before stated, 5,667, or 14 per cent, viz. : 3,476, or 15 per 
cent in the male, and 2,191, or 12 per cent, in the female. 

The committals of females were 43 per cent, of the whole against 
42 per cent, in 1857. The decrease m the general daily average 
was 379, or 11 per cent, viz. : 248, or 12 per cent in that of males, 
and 131, or 10 per cent in that of females. 

It therefore appears that the reduction in crime, which, in 1857, 
was entirely confined to females, was, in 1858, distributed equally, 
or very nearly so, between the two sexes. 

Wim respect to the nature of crime, as classified in Table 5, it 
is to be obsierved that there is a decrease under aU the more im- 
portant headings. 

The largest reduction is in the convictions of both sexes under 
the Vacant Act and Larceny Act (Summary). Tliere has also 
been a Wge decrease in the number of males convicted of felony 
by a jury, and a small one in that of females. Drunkenness has 
also apparently diminished very considerably; but the niunber of 
comnuttals of drunkards to gaols cannot be taken as a sure test of 
ihe rise or fidl of this description of ofience, because that must, in 
great measure, depend upon the condition of the people, and their 
ability or inaWlity to pay the fine imposed for inebriety, in default 
of which they are sent to prison. 

The only neadings under which any increase appears, in 1858, 
are **I>angerous Lunatics," "Revenue Laws," "By Courts Mir- 
tial," and ** Deserters," the two latter alone showing any material 
change.

Table 6 gives the foUowing information. In 1857, five males 
were sentenced to "death," but none were executed, their sen- 
tences having being commuted to penal servitude for life. In 1 858, 
four males were sentenced to " death," and all were executed. 

Tlie number of prisoners of both sexes sentenced to penal servi- 
tude, in 1858, was considerably less than in 1857; but " transport- 
ation" having ceased to be a sentence, and the periods of penal 
servitude having been altered, it is not possible to compare the 
numbers sentenced to the various periods m the two last years. 

Tables 8 and 9 show a decrease of 4,752, viz., 3,120, as to males, 
and 1,632, as to females, in the sentences of prisoners to ordinary 
terms of imprisonment in the gaols under our inspection, in 1858, 
as comparea with 1857, — ^the decrease in the sentences is thus in 
very nearly the same proportion as in the committals ; a decrease

We further find that out of the 26,753 sentences shown in Table 
8, only 3,303 males and 1,986 females, m all 5,289, or one-Jifth of 
the whole^ were sentenced to longer terms of imprisonment than 
one month ; whereas 10,943 males and 10,521 females, in all 
21,464, were under sentences ranging /rowi twenty-four hours to one 
months and that the average length of imprisonment for each of 
these 21,464 prisoners was only eleven days and five hours.

Comparing the ages of the prisoners committed in the last two 
years, we find a decrease in both sexes, under all the headings, for 
1858. The decrease applies very equally to males and females, 
and is much greater in juvenile, i.e. those of 17 years and under^ 
than in adults. 

As to the state of education of the prisoners on committal, there 
has been scarcely any change in the last two years ; the improve- 
ment observable in the males in this respect, in 1857, not having 
progressed, and, on the other hand, the females not having retro- 
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jSMdhd^ as was the dstse itl 1857. Oi the inalea committed in ISSS, 
87 per cent, could read and-ivtite well, and 85 per cent werfe 
wholly illiterate. Of the females, only 15 per cent, conld read and 
write weU, whilst no less than 52 per cent, of them were wholly 
illiterate. 

From the above Return it appears that 11*2 ber cent, of the 
prisoners committed in 1858 belonged to the Establiahed Church; 
2*36 per cent, were Presbyterians ; ieuid 86*88 per cent, were 
Roman Catholics. 

Juvenile Offenders. 

The persons treated of ia the subjoined Tables have already been 
taken into account in the foregoing statistical tables, and are now 
considered separately as composing that portion of the criminal 
population about which the greatest solicitude is felt 

Tl;ie following Returns afford very full information as to the 
numbers, ages, offences, state of education, and social condition of 
juvenile prisoners* In every respect improvement has taken ^lace, 
and the numbers have been so reduced, that a larg^ number of 
Reformatories wUl not be required to accommodate all those who 
are fit subjects fbr such institutions. 

It will also be perceived that a fourth of the juvenile offenders 
were orphans ; and that two-fifiths of them had lost either fiither or 
mother, and, consequently, were in great measure left their own mas- 
ters, and the more likely to fall, or to be led into vice. Reformatory 
schools, alone, can provide for this clasis ; for, short detentions in 
gaol cannot have any reformatory effect upon them ; and the biuQd 
of *• Gaol-bird " prevents them from obtaining honest employment 
when again turned loose upon the world at the expiration of their 
sentences.

The committals of adults in 1857, were— males, 19,997 ; females, 
16,125. In 1858— males, 17,407; females, 14,277. 

The decrease in aduli male crime in 1858, therefore, was 2,590, 
or 13 per cent.; and in female, 1,848, or 11 per cent 

The committals of Juveniles in 1857, were — ^males, 2,783 ; females, 
761. In 1858 — ^males, 1,897; females, 418; as shown above. So 
that the decrease in juvenile male crime, in 1858, was 886, or 32 
per cent ; and in female, 343, or 45 per cent. ; and thus, in both 
sexes, much larger than in adult. 

The total of committals of juveniles {i.e. of those whose age did 
not exceed 16 years) of both sexes being, 2,315, and of females, 418, 
the females were 18 per cent, or a litue more than one-sixth of the 
whole ; so that there were nearly five boys for one girl in the gaob 
during 1858. 

In the re-committab there has been a very considerable 
reduction: —

So that the number of re-committals has diminished to an even 
greater extent than the committals. 

The number of individuals represented by the committals vras, 
1,636 males, by 1,897 committals; 326 females, by 418 committals. 
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As regards the nature of juvenile crime, there has been an im- 
provement under every heading in 1858, compared with 1857 ; 
the largest numerical decrease having been in "Misdemeanants 
summarily convicted," and the largest proportional, in Vagrants 
of both sexes.

The decrease in the sentences of juvenile offenders, in 1858, has 
been in the same proportion as in tne committals: 24 males aod 1 
female were sentenced to penal servitude ; 1 male to ordinary im- 
prisonment for two years ; 2 males for eighteen months ; 20 males 
and 2 females for twelve months ; 4 males and 1 female for nine 
months; 63 males and 19 females for six months; and 309 males 
and 68 females for two and three months ; making in all 399 males 
and 90 females, exclusive of those under rule of penal servitude, 
sentenced to longer periods than one month. 1,152 males and 251 
females, in all 1,403, or three-fourths of the 1,892 sentences of 
juveniles to the gaols under our inspection, were sentenced to 
periods of imprisonment varying from twenty-four hours to one 
month; and the average length ot imprisonment, under sentence for 
each of these 1,403 prisoners, was sixteen days and eleven hours.

Class 3, Males and females tmder fifteen years — ^Breakfast — 5 oz. oatmeaL and 
half pint new milk. Dinner — ^Not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint of soup. 
Sup!>er— 4 oz. brown bread. 

Dietary for prisoners whose term of imprisonment sJiall not exceed one Calendar 
Mo ah, — Class 1, Males — ^Breakfast— 8 oz. meal in stirabout, and half pint new 
uiiik. Dinner - 14 oz. bread, and 1 pint oatmeal gruel, or yegetable soup. 

< 'lass 2, Females — Breakfast 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 
Dinner — 12 oz. bread, } pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

('lass 3, Males and Females under fifteen years Breakfast — .5 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner — not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 
pint soup. Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

The prisoners mcluded in Class I, if committed for not less than two months, may, 
in cold weather, and if employed in exhausting labour (should it be certified as 
proper by the medical officer), receive for breakfast 9^ oz. meal, and for dinner, 
1 lb. of bread, or an equivalent portion of potatoes. 

The meal may be Indian meal, or oatmeal, or rye meal. Rice may be used 
instead, but only in conjunction with meal, and then in the proportion of 3 oz. of 
rice to 6 of meal. Instead of new milk, buttermilk may be used, in the propor- 
tion of half a pint of new milk to one pint of buttermilk. 

The bread shall consist of either of the following ^bstances : 

1. Seconds flour. 

2. Half seconds flour and half Indian meal. 

3. Whole wheat meal. 

4. Rye. 

5. Rye and barley meal. 

Provided that if rye or rye and barley bread be used, the equivalents shall be 
Iri oz. of rye or rye and barley bread for 14 oz. of wheaten or Indian meal, and also 
in proportion for the other quantities. 

Potatoes may be substituted for the stirabout or bread, in each meal, in the fol- 
lowing proportions: —

Breakfast, .... 3 lbs. 21 lbs. 2 lbs. 

Dinner, 4 lbs. 3^ lbs. 3 lbs. 

Supper, . • 1 lb. 

It is strongly reconmiended that, as to preserve the health, variety of food ii as 
necessary as a Aill supply, the substitution of potatoes for bread at dinner may be 
mjide whenever practicable, twice or three times in each week. 

Health. 

The gaols have been very healthy and free from epidemic disease, 
and the number of deaths, not only numerically but in proportion 
to the daily average number confined, has decreased in a very re- 
markable manner, in 1858. 

* One pint q/ grud to be substituted for milk, at dinner only, on turo days with intervals in 
each week^ suftject to medical direction in ali cases requiring a relaxation qfthe rule.

Expenditure. 





The expenses of gaols were less in 1858 than in 1857 by £3,222 
U. 5d.; and of bridewells hy £195 5a*. 3|fl?. 

The total cost of each prisoner in 1858 exceeds that in 1857 by 
£1 13*. 2d,; but the great reduction in tlie ag<jregate confined 
natorally increases the average cost of each individual prisoner, 
whose sfcare of the general expenses, including salaries of oflRcers, 
is the larger in proportion as tne numbers in gaols are smaller ; for 
it is evident that, if due discipline and supervision are to be main- 
tamed, the officers cannot be reduced in proportion to the decrease 
in the prisoners, and that, therefore, the establishment charges are 
very little diminished, although the indiWduals amongst whom 
8ucn charges are to be distributed are much fewer.

Present Condition of Gaols and means of Future 
Improvement. 

We abstain from reiterating the opinions, which we have fre- 
quently and earnestly, but fruitlessly, affirmed, with regard to the 
better administration of prisons, because our hopes of amelioration 
appear to be now nearer realization than at any former period ; and 
we confine ourselves, therefore, to the statement that, in the 
course of the year 1858, the alterations have been of so trifling a 
character and amount that a tabular synopsis of the condition of 
gaols would be little more than a reprint of that for the preceding 

J ear, which we, therefore, do not tliink it necessary to re-publish, 
n some few gaols, indeed, but almost entirely among those, which 
already ranked above the average in point of management, there 
are to be found some evidences of progress ; this progress, however, 
is counterbalanced by instances of retrogression elsewhere, such as 
the discontinuance of school-instruction, of industrial employment, 
and the abridgment of classification (imperfect as it is even when 
fully carried out) by an undue reduction of the staff of discipline 
officers. Tet, though the alterations within the walls of the several 
prisons have been but few since the publication of our last Report, 
that short period has been remarkably fertile in extrinsic elements 
of improvement, of which we proceea to ftimish some particulars. 

Firstly. The normal and progressive diminution, during late 
years, of criminals sentenced to transportation and penal servitude, 
and the large and increasing accommodation, now on the eve of 
completion, supplied in convict prisons for their reception, has 
lowered this class of inmates, even at present, to so small an aggre- 
gate, that we may consider it as no longer forming a portion of the 
population of our county and borougn gaols ; nor — ^unless some 
unlooked-for disturbance of the social system should arise, such as 
the &mine, from the effects of which the country has at length 
rallied— does there appear any prospect of a moral reaction of sd£- 
cient magnitude to Med offenders of this description. 

Secondly, Within the same term the Report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the Lunatic Asylums of Ireland has been given to the 
public. A Bill, grounded thereon, was accordinffly introduced 
into Pariiament, and after the second reading (which established 
the principle of it) was referred to a select committee ; but in con- 
sequence of the dissolution, it has unfortunately fisdlen to the ground, 
and thereby the relief of the prisons from the pr^sure of Tonatics 
(which was recommended in the Report and provided for in the 
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BID) win be suspended at least for a considerable period. We thirty- 
cannot, however, but entertain a confident hope that the Legislature ^^^ 
will not fail ultimately to sanction the withdrawal of such unfit — ' 
occupants from our gaols, unprovided as they are with proper 
means, restrictive or curative, and that we shall have no longer to 
complain not only of the infringement of discipline, caused by the 
necessity of finding attendants, but of the destruction of almost all 
chances of recovery on the part of these unfortunate and frequently 
irresponsible beings. 

Thirdly. The Act for establishing Juvenile Reformatories has 
come into operation, and considerable energy has been evinced in 
taking advantage of its provisions, there being in the month in 
which we write (April) no less than five for girls (four for Roman 
Catholics and one for Protestants) and one for boys (Roman 
Catholic), which have been already sanctioned by the Executive 
on the report of the Special Inspector ; while four others— one for 
Protestant boys and tnree for Roman Catholic girls — are nearly 
ready for the requisite inspection. 

Fourthly. In pointing out that the removal of these three classed, 
viz., convicts, lunatics, and juveniles, will, of course, place at the 
disposal of the local authorities a large amount of accommodation, 
Without expense^ we would specially urge that a yet larger benefit 
baa been conferred upon them by the adoption, on the part of the 
Treasury, of the recommendation put forward in the Report of the 
•* Committee on County Rates (Ireland)," to the effect, that hence- 
forward the greater part of the charges of maintaining all prisoners 
convicted by a jury (to speak in general tenns) should be borne by 
the Consolidated Fund, and should be no longer a burden on the local 
levy: an important saving being thus effected in the cost of the crimi- 
nal classes which remain in confinement, after the above deductions. 

Fifthly. We now come to the consideration of the " County 
Prisons Bill," which was introduced into the House of Commons 
at the beginning of the session of this year, and proceeded to the 
stage of being committed, but, like the Lunatic Asylums Bill above 
recited, was withdrawn for the same reason. 

This Bill purposes to consolidate in one Compendium all existing 
Acts relating to prisons, as well as other provisions, which are 
most inconveniently scattered up and down in various statutes not 
exclusively conversant with the subject, and to define, in a form 
accessible and easy of reference, the duties of all authorities and 
oflScers. It contains, moreover, several minor improvements, to 
which we do not advert at present, limiting ourselves to a short 
dacidation of what may be called the principles of the^ Bill. 

Ist. Classification. — Under this head we cannot avoid repeating 
some observations, which we have put forward in former Reports. 

Classification, even when carried out stringently, founded as it 
is exclusively upon the character of the ofences, for which pri- 
soners are actually under committal or sentence, has long been 
felt by those who have devoted their attention to prison adminis- 
j^tion, to be wholly uneqtikl in its operation, aiid inadequate to 
prevent intercomnluniciltion^ despite Ae most active and few^fbl 
iit^^rmon ; indeed, It is a matter of admitted experience that dtl 
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Thirty- gools designed on the principle of association become necessarily 
^^^ more or less schools of corruption, and tend to the propagation 
J— rather than to the diminution of criminality ; gross injustice being 
thus done as well to the prisoner themselves, as to the community 
at large, when they are turned loose, after the expiration of their 
sentences, in a more debased and dangerous condition, than before. 
Such being the case, what, we would ask, must necessarily be the 
state at the present moment of these prisons where even this form 
of discipline, however insufficient, can hardly be said to exist; and 
to what results are we to look forward, if, as public opinion and 
consequent legislation point to the sanctioning a longer detention 
under sentence, prisoners shall hereafter be exposed to the opera- 
tion of these polluting influences and to this noxious moral atmos- 
phere for more protracted periods ? 

On the other hand, the simplicity of the separate system, and its 
certainty in protecting the less depraved from further contamina- 
tion, and in debarring the more guilty from spreading their own 
taint, have never iailed to secure tne advocacy of those who have 
tested its application, even if we do not take into calculation the 
opportunities of self-examination, and of receiving iminterruptedly 
moral and religious instruction, which it alone affords. 

" Separation at least insures the establishment of that primary 
and permanent principle, which we hold it to be the duty of the 
State to enforce, namely, that none shall have a gaol worse mem- 
bers of the community than they enter it; and it thus tends, as a 
necessary consequence, to the reduction of offenders by severing 
all communion between master and pupil, and by checking the 
succession of instructed adepts in the various branches of skilful 
crime pursued by professional law-breakers. This desirable result 
we believe to be fiiUy attainable, without incurring the evils which 
are frequently attributed to " separation," inasmuch as the obsen^- 
ance of it, when fully carried out, is found to be compatible with a 
considerable amount of punitive and industrial labour, and with 
the maintenance of health both bodily and mental — ^nor is this 
opinion speculative ; for we fearlessly appeal to the experience of 
the working of this system at Belfest gaol, where alone in this 
kingdom it has been in operation sufficiently long to afford a just 
estimate of its efficiency, and where the moral advantages have 
been obtained without infringement of the rule of seclusion, of 
hard work, and of low diet ; the sanitary condition of the prisoners 
who are universally subjected to this form of discipline bemg such 
as to render any material relaxation unnecessary. 

As, however, the public mind does not appear to be yet ripe for 
the compulsory establishment of this invaluable form of disapliney 
it becomes necessary to deal with a system of classification, and, 
consequently, to remove some obvious defects by the separation of 
juveniles from adults, and by adding three other categories, viz., 
those ** arrested ana those convicted on a first charge,^ and ^^ hardened 
off< uders^' who are construed by the interpretation clause to meau 
*" prisoners known to have been imprisoned three or more times 
for a period, in each case, of three months, or any longer period T 
The policy of these supplements is too evident to need discussion. 
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Further, in order to carry out stringeutly the classification thus Thirty- 
laid down, the Inspectors-General are declared, clearly in accord- ^^ 
ance with the old Jrrisons Act, 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, to nave power — 
to determine the establishment, i.e., the staff of officers indispen- 
sable for this object. 

Of the necessity for the existence of such a power no stronger 

Eroof can be adduced than the fact, that a similar one, also given 
y the same clause of the above Act, of peremptorily ordering 
prison dresses, beds, and bedding, " when the same shall be found 
deficient," is not unfrequently called into action ; indeed, in one 
gaol, for the two last years^ the Inspectors-General have been com- 
]>elled to exercise it, as otherwise the prisoners would have been 
left wholly without these primary requisites — such are the neglect 
and recusancy which are to be found among the authorities in some 
localities. 

liiidly. Accommodation. — As a corolhiry to classification, a fixed 
minimum of accommodation is necessary, and has accordingly been 
sj)eciHed in the Bill. Here, also, the intervention of the Execu- 
tive is imperatively demanded, for during a long series of years the 
law has been ignored ; those, whose duty it is to see it enforced 
iia ve been stultified, and a far greater evil has arisen — that of gross 
injustice to the criminal and to society, by fulfilling sentences in 
prisons wholly defective in the statutory requirements for separ- 
ating the different classes of oflfenders; but it is to be borne in 
mind that this power /*• one of the last resort^ and is applicable 
soleli/ to cases, in which there has been a deliberate violation not 
only of the law but of that paramount moral principle recorded 
above, that the State is bound to take care that ** none shall leave 
a prison worse members of the community than they enter it." 
Surely, then, it is far more unconstitutional to detain a prisoner 
for two or three years in jl gaol, where, in defiance alike of law 
and justice, he is exposed to constant contamination, and is too 
frequently abandoned to a state of idleness equally corrupting, 
without any provision for educational and industrial teaching. 

With regard to the latter elements of discipline and reformation 
we may remark, parenthetically, that it is rendered mandatory 
upon the Boards to appoint, in each gaol, a schoolmaster and a 
schoolmistress, and an adequate number of trades' instructors. 

The machinery proposed in the Bill is as follows: — The Lord 
Lieutenant in Council is empowered to order, that gaols " which 
shall be deficient in the necessary accommodations for carrying out" 
certain prescriptions, shall, after a day to be specified in the order, 
** cease to be legal places of confinement.'' He is, however, further 
invested with a supplemental power to make an order, requiring 
the Grand Jury (or other fiscal body) to remedy such deficiencies, 
to- which order the Grand Jury are enabled to object, and to 
appear, by counsel, in support of the objection bufure the Lord 
Lieutenant in Council. If this order be affirmed, after due time 
and the fullest opportunities of discussion^ the Grand Jury are re- 
quired to present forthwith a sufficient sum for the purpose stated ; 
but if they make default, the Lord Lieutenant may appoint Com- 
missioners to propose plans, &c. «fec., and execute the works there- 
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thirty- under, and may advance moneys to the Treasurer of the County, to 
^^ be repaid peremptorily, as if such advance had been made on the 
— ' feith of a presentment. 

Having thus disposed of gaols ^ we take up the subject of bride- 
wells ; with reference to which we have thought it expedient, as a 
means of fixing attention, to republish some details derived from 
our former Reports, being evidences of so debased a condition, both 
material and moral, as to call loudly for compulsory improvement, 
and we proceed to enumerate the provisions of the Bill affecting 
these minor prisons. 

First, the state of the law has hitherto been somewhat anomalous. 
On the one hand. Grand Juries are required to build bridewells in 
all towns, where Quarter Sessions are ordered by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to be held, though in many no necessity for them exists; 
on the other hand, the Lord Lieutenant has the direct power to 
appoint District Bridewells — ^but District Bridewells only — while 
he is enabled absolutely to discontinue all bridewells of whatever 
description. It has, therefore, been thought advisable to harmonize 
and concentrate these functions, which are clearly of an executive 
character, and to vest in the Lord Lieutenant a general power of 
directing that bridewells shall be built ** wherever the same shall 
be necessarv for the purposes of justice," reserving the power to 
appoint ancl discontinue, as stated above, and adding a new power 
to dis-rate District Bridewells, when no longer required, to the 
status of ordinary bridewells. 

Further, the requirements indispensable in every bridewell are 
more fully defined ; but these will be found to be merely such as are 
essential to the safe custody, and to the health of those confined, and 
to the due separation of the sexes, in support of which object 
matrons are directed to be appointed for the supervision of female 
prisoners. 

Should, however, the local authorities fail to fulfil those very 
moderate conditions, which have been carefully placed on the 
lowest footing consistent with the primary principles of prison 
management, any bridewell which, at the expiration of ei^teen 
months, shall be deficient in such "required accommodations," shall 
thereupon absolutely " cease to be a legal place of confinement fi^r 
any description of prisoner." 

It only remains tor us to add, that the Bill reduces the period of 
imprisonment under sentence^ in District Bridewells, from four 
months to one^ it being obviously inexpedient that prisoners should 
be detained for the longer term in places of confinement, where so 
Httle provision is made for their employment ; that it legalizes the 
fulfilment of sentences, not exceeding three days, in Constabulary 
lock-ups, as well as in ordinary bridewells, in which latter, when 
uncertified, all imprisonment, except for the purposes of farther 
examination, has, since the passing of the Petty Sessions Act, 14 & 
15 Vic, cap. 93, sec. 32, clause 7, been whollv contrary to law; 
that, extencling the principle already establisned with regard to 
gaols, it enables co-terminous counties to avail themselves of ant 
bridewell situated within three mil^ of their common botmd- 
£r^; the counQr from which any prisoner may haye been trani- 
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mitted, under this proyision, paying a proportional share of the 
expenses incmred in his behalf ; and, finally, that it fixes the 
salaries of the keepers and matrons at a scale calculated to secure 
and retain the services of competent and trustworthy oflScers. 

Srdly. The whole policy of the Bill is to strengthen the hands 
of the Board*of Superintendence, which is elected, in counties, by 
the Grand Jury, (or by a corresponding authority in certain cities 
and towns,) and is almost invariably composed, in a great measur6» 
of those, who ordinarily serve on the latter. It is consequently pro- 
vided that the Board should be appointed at each Spring Assizes, 
i.e. once a-year^ as has always been the case in the county and the 
city of Dublin, instead of at each Assizes ; and power is given to 
themselves to fill up any vacancies accruing from time to time 
during the year. The Board, which may be thus considered as the 
administrative and financial committee of the Grand Jury, for 
prison purposes, is further invested with the power of fixing the 
salaries of officers of gaols, a power which undoubtedly will tend 
largely to the advantage of discipline, instead of leaving the measure 
of the services of officers to a tribunal of such an ephemeral consti- 
tution as a Grand Jury, assembled for a few days only, and com- 
pelled in that brief space to hurry through the wnole fiscal business 
of the county. 

For the same reason, and indeed, a fortiori^ as the Board thus 
consists of members serving together for at least a year, and gene- 
rally comprises several persons, who have had considerable expe- 
rience in prison administration, provision is made in the Bill to give 
to them, exclusively, the power of directing that any sum not 
exceeding £500 shall be expended in rebuilding, altering, and 
enlarging, &c., any prison or bridewell under their superintendence, 
which sum the Grand Jury is required (subject only to the control 
of the Judge,) to present, as well as the amount of a certified esti- 
mate of the expenses for the ensuing year, to be laid before them 
by the Board, at each Spring Assizes; and, further, of such neces- 
sary expenses incurred in the preceding year as had not been 
included in the certified estimate. 

It is to be observed, however, that the Bill makes no change in 
the primary or initiatory mode of presenting for improvements, 
alterations, or rebuilding of gaols, the cost of which witl exceed Jive 
hundred pounds^ but it abolishes the necessity of sending back 
the presentment, after ajyproval by the Grand Jury^ to the Pre- 
sentment Sessions. This change is proposed in consequence of the 
great inconvenience, and even stultification to the authorities, which 
arises under the e^kisting system; for it has not unfrequendy 
happened that, after the presentment (duly passed by the Present- 
ment Sessions) has been ratified by the Grand Jury, and plans 
based upon fidth of such presentment have been prepared by the 
Grand Jury, and have been approved bv the Lord Lieutenant upon 
the report of the Inspectors-Greneral and Board of Works ; the pre- 
MDtment and plans have been thrown out by the Presentment 
Sessbns upon being submitted a second time, and thus not only 
pDudi time and labour have been lost, but tiie county has been put 
to a bairrM ancl usekn expense, by having prepar^ ftt a consideir- 
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TUrtff' able cost, plans and specifications, which they have not been per- 

Rep^^ mitted to carry out. 

— We have now fairly put forward the leading features of the Bill, 

omitting various other matters of minor importance, and of admi- 
nistrative detail ; and, in conclusion, we anxiously and hopefully 
commit the whole subject to the legislature. We ar? convinced — 
and every candid person who reads our separate Reports upon the 
gaols, especially those of the cities of Kilkenny and Waterford, 
and the town of Galway, not to speak of the section of this Report 
which describes the condition of the bridewells, and is applicable to 
by far the greater number of them, must share our conviction — 
that, without legislative prescription, the majority of our county 
and borough gaols, but pre-eminently the latter, will never be 
relieved from the anomalous and illegal position which they occupy 
at present; for, an unjust inequality exists in their mode of adini- 
nistration, whether we regard the forms of discipline in their various 
modifications, as retributive treatment for past offences, or a means 
of reforming and preparing those who are subjected to cuiitinement 
in them, so that they shall become, on their discharge, safe, or at 
least less dangerous members of the communitv. 

Had legislative interference, indeed, taken place before, it cannot 
but be admitted that little necessity would have existed for the 
establishment of Reformatories and Convict Prisons, on their pre- 
sent scale and footing. 

With regard to t\iQ former^ they would have been required only 
for peculiar and exceptional cases, inasmuch as, if it had been man- 
datory that juveniles should be kept strictly apart from adults, and 
from each other, under a system of stem discipline, calculated to 
repress vicious tendencies in the novitiate, the evil would have been 
checked, and the stigma, which is now inevitably aflSxed to the 
inmates of gaols, conducted on the ^'^ associated'' principle, could 
never have attached to them ; while, on the other hand, witli 
reference to the latter, the State would have been spared the ex- 
pense of providing accommodation for the large number of those 
who have been educated, or who have graduated in crime, by con- 
tact with the more experienced or hardened oflFenders, u-tthin the 
walls of such County or Borough Prisons as we have described. 

Bridewells. 

Public attention has, for several years past, been awakened and 
directed to the amelioration of institutions assigned to ofifendei's of 
difierent ages and gradations of criminality, such as juvenile refor- 
matories, common gaols, and houses of correction, and lastly, 
convict depots; but, with singular inconsistency, despite the un« 
ceasing and urgent representations of the Inspectors-General, tJuit 
class of places of detention, to which all prisoners in this country 
are almost necessarih/ consigned in the prim an/ stage of proceeding, 
has been utterly neglected, as unworthy of consideration. We say 
almost necessarily^ for, except in cities and larger towns, where 
alleged offences can be dealt \vith immediately, all those who are 
charged with breaches of the law must inevitably be detained, 
under committals for further examination, in ordinary bridewells, 
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to await there the cognizance of the magistrates of petty sessions, Thtrfy- 
which, in few localities, are held oftener than fortnigntly, while, in ^^ 
more thinly peopled districts, the regular interval extends to a — 
month — not to speak of postponements, caused by feilure of attend- 
ance; of remands, in order to afford opportunity for obtaining ad- 
ditional evidence ; and of retention (even after fall committal to 
the gaol), incident to inability on the part of the Constabulary to 
furnish the requisite escorts. We have stated in former Reports 
(and l/uit for the year 1858 fully sustains the statement), that 
foil r-ifift lis of the sentences to imprisonment in the gaols under 
our ins|)ection range below the term of twelve daya^ so that, in a 
considerable majority of cases, the preUminary confinement exceeds 
in duration the period ultimately awarded as the 'punishments 

From the constitution of our magistracy, and from the existing 
machinery of our petty sessions' courts, such delays are probably 
unavoidable; but, if this state of things involves an apparent 
anomaly and injustice even to those who, upon judicial inquiry, 
are found guilty or reserved for a higher tribunal, it falls with far 
greater severity upon those who are acquitted and discharged. 

Setting aside, however, for a moment, this view of the question, 
and assuming that no alteration is required in the mode of bringing 
delinquents before the bench, let us examine the circumstances and 
condition of the bridewells, in which are placed, indiscriminately^ 
all persons, under accusstions of whatever degree, from the 
hungry boy who has stolen a turnip to the hardened and irre- 
claimable veterans in crime, the burglar and the miu'derer; and 
from the young and pure female apprentice, who, in a moment of 
impatience, has fled from her service, to the unsexed and brutalized 
wretch, in whom thief, drunkard, and prostitute are united. 

These observations refer to the ordinary bridewells, amounting 
in number to no less than 113, and exhibiting, for the most part, 
defects of the gravest character, both material and moral, whicn we 
shall proceed to animadvert upon seriatim, recapitulating and reiter- 
ating our former statements and supplying additional matter. 

Infiiifficient Accommodation. — ^The cells in most of them are 
small, damp, ill- ventilated, or bitterly cold, and so few in number 
as frequently to render it necessary to confine three inmates^ at 
lea fit, in each. In many there does not exist a due separation 
between the males and females, nor means for preventing oral 
communication. The sleeping apartments of the latter in some 
adjoin, and are accessible only by passing through those assigned 
to the former, and vice verm; and there is but one airing yard, 
and one privy common to both sexes. There is further a general 
want of cells exclusively allocated to drunkards, so that on fair or 
market days, and other periods of public congregation and excite- 
ment, when the use of ardent liquors prevails, prisoners in a beastly 
state of intoxication are thrust in to wallow among the sober. 

Want of Water and Imperfect Sewerage — These two sanitary 
elenients are almost universally neglected. Pro\'ision is rarely 
made for clearing the sewers and cesspools from the outside, and 
it consequently becomes indispensable, from time to time, to re- 
move the soil through the building — a disgusting and pestilential 
operation. Again, no water is procurable on the premises oi fifty 
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nM^ ^ve bridewellsy sixteen of the eighteen situated in the county o^ 

jT^ Cork alone being without this first requisite of health and cleaiili- 

^2^ ness; nor, genenilly, is there any allowance made for fetching it, 

the keeper being thus obliged to quit his charge for this purpose, 

or to pay for the carriage out of his salary. 

It IS right here to remark, that in the existing Prisons Act 
(7 Geo. I V . cap. 74) due provision was made for adequate accom- 
modation in every respect; for, in section 6, it is enacted, that 
every bridewell *' shall consist, at the least, of two separate parts, 
one for male and one for female prisoners, with a complete division 
between them, so as to prevent any intercourse between the said 
male and female prisoners ; and that to each of the said parts there 
shall be annexed and belong a yard^ of sufficient dimensions to 
enable the said prisoners to have the benefit of fresAi air and exer- 
cise therein ; ana that in every such yard there shall be a necessary 
house or privy y to which such prisoners respectively shall have firw 
access at all times, so far as the same can oe consistently with the 
safe keeping of such prisoners ; and that there shall be in every sucli 
yard a supply oigood waterr 

We have shown above how lamentably this stringent and salu- 
tary enactment has, in too many instances, been hitherto disre- 
garded ; and we have no hesitation in declaring, that buUdings, 
in which such defects prevail ought to be deemed illegal places of 
confinement. 

Bjr the 20th section of the Prisons Act, the local. authorities were 
forbidden " to begin to build or rebuild, or to alter or enlarge any 
such Gaol, Bridewell, House of Correction, or other County 
Prison, until the plan and site thereof, and also the Contract or 
Contracts upon which the same is proposed by the Commissioners 
to be executed, or Copies or Fac Similes thereof, s^iall, after 
having been previously approved of by the Grand Jury, be trans- 
mitted to the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Gover- 
nors of Ireland for the time being, together with the Rejport of the 
Inspectors-General of Prisons, or one of them, nor untu the same 
shall be agreed to and approved of by the Lord Lieutenantor other 
Cnief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time beinc;" and 
the 8tli section of the Amended Prisons Act, which repesded the 
above, re-enacted the whole subject matter of it, except as to con- 
tracts. We have, therefore, to express our surprise and reffret 
that even a passive acquiescence in the legality of bridewells tnu^ 
circumstanced should nave been tolerated at the period of their 
establishment; and we cannot avoid urging the inconsistency an4 
anomaly that, if it were proposed to erect in any county a ne\a 
b^dewel], similarly wanting m the requirements above specified, 
the Bosprd of "VV^orks, to whom all plans are referred by the Execu- 
tive, would inevitably withhold their sanction, and, we need 
scarcely add, the Inspectors-General would indignantly refuse their 
certificates. 

Want of Security. — The boundary walls are commonly too low 
for safety, while the roughness of the masonrv, the projection of 
water-shoots, of door-frames, and of window-sills, fmd the position 
of the privies, all afford s^ch i^dditional fiu^ilities for escape, t^t t}ie 
keeper is unal>le ifi alloii^ t}xe prisoners acces9 to the yard, except 
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for a short period, under supervision ; and even despite this pre- ^^*r4^ 
caution several cases of prison-breach have taken place within the ^Jj^. 
past year, during which we have reported no less than sixty — * 
bridewells as being defective in the means of security. Nor is this 
insecurity the result of material deficiencies alone, but it is too 
often produced by the negligence, or by the culpable complicity 
of the keepers, who hitherto have been nominated generally 
without any regard for their fitness. Numberless instances might 
be adducea of such derelictions, some of them almost surpassmg 
belief, but we feel it our duty to cite one remarkable example. 

In a bridewell, certainly better circumstanced than the majority, 
and situated, not in a remote locality, but in a large and populous 
town, "were confined, on one occasion, a considerable number"^ oi 
prisoners, under various charges. One of the body, a male, having 
discovered a crevice between the door of his cell and the frame, 
was enabled during the night to force back the outer bolt, which 
the keeper had fitfled to secure with a padlock, and finding that 
the other doors were similarly unfastened, he proceeded to liberate 
some of his fellow-prisoners of both sexes, ouch, however, waa 
their confidence in the supineness of the keeper, that they decide4 
not to make their final escape, but to leave the bridewell for a few 
hom*s, and to return again before morning, spending the interval 
in the commission of robberies ; no suspicion of which could attach 
to them during their j)re8umed confinement. 

These expeditions were repeated without detection, in one of which 
having killing a ram, they brought back the carcase, burying % 
portion of it in the bridewell garden (where it was afterwards 
lound, as indicated by the confession of one of the party), ana 
supping upon the remainder, which was cooked by the females in 
one of the day-rooms. 

Even this proceeding foiled to awaken ^he torpor of the keeper, 
but the matter having i)een revealed, as stated above, and some of 
the gang ha^ang, in spite of this information, contrived to effect 
their escape, owing to darkness and severe weaiher, though the 
building was surrounded by the constabulary, we called upon 
the High Sheriff, in whom the power of appointment and removal 
was vested at that period, to dismiss an officer convicted of such 
gross and disgraceful incapacity. He was accordingly displaced 
forthwith ; but, on the resignation of his successor, shortly after- 
wards, he was re-appointed ! and continued to fill the office, until, 
having been arrested for debt, and having abandoned the bride- 
well to the sole charge of a female servant, with whom he had for 
some time carried on an improper intercourse, circumstance^ 
accidentally discovered by one of the Inspectors-General, who 
found the prisoners clamouring for food, none of which had been 
issued on the day of his visit, the delinquent was at length 
qected. 

Inadequacy of Staff. — ^The custody of bridewells is, with two or 
^ee exceptions, intrusted solely to one officer, the keeper, who, 
by the second rule annexed to the 109 th section of the Prisons Act, 
is forbidden ** to be concerned in any occupation or trade what- 
soever;^ and, even if this statutable proscription did not exist, 
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ThiHy- policy would dictate the establishment of some such regulation, 
*R<mort, where the exclusive services and the undivided attention of qualified 
— persons are imperatively demanded for the charge of prisoners, 
nerded together as they are without classification, industrial em- 
ployment, or educational instruction, and among whom, further, 
are not unfrequently to be found criminals of notorious and des- 
perate characters, and lunatics, who require by day and m'ght un- 
remitting vigilance and restraint. The functions of such an 
ofticer, involving constant supervision, and amounting in fact to 
very little less than perpetual imprisonment, deserve to be highly 
remunerated; and yet we find that, with a false and short-sighted 
economy, in no less than twenty-three bridewells the salaries range 
from £15 per annum, at the highest, to £9 4a-. 8^/., or a fraction 
above Qd^ per diem, at the loicest — ascale of payment which inevitably 
leads to a dereliction of duty, and forces the keepers to eke out 
their scanty means by some other unacknowledged source of liveli- 
hood; such as holding farms, keeping shops, and even taking out 
game certificates; and occasionally by trenching upon the pri- 
soner's allowance, or by the falsification of the Dietary accounts, 
to which an omission on the part of the constabulary, in some 
instances, to enter in their own handwriting the exact time of 
lodging or removing prisoner, lends tempting fecilities. These 
fecilities are further mcreased by the want of the proper forms of 
Returns, as prescribed by the Court of Queerfs Bench, which, if 
accurately filled, furnish a very satisfactory check upon the exact 
issue of meals ; and by the practice, which prevails in too many 
localities, of lodging prisoners without written committah. 

Again we wouM point out a twofold mischief, resulting from 
the employment of a solitary officer — ^first, with regard to male 
prisoners under charge for the higher offences, who are tempted to 
violence by the knowledge that their guardian is unsupported ; 
and secondly, (and this is a matter of still graver objection), in 
refejtence to the females. 

Although the third and fourth rules annexed to the section last 
recited, prescribe, '* that a matron shall be appointed in every 
prison in which female prisoners shall be confined, who shall reside 
in the prison ;" and that ** when tlie keeper, or any other officer, 
shall visit the female prisoners, }u* shall be accompanied by the 
matron y or in case of her unavoidable absence, by some other female 
officer ;" these regulations have been held to apply to gaols only, 
and not to bridewells ; for the appointment of matrons to which, and 
for their payment, there is no statutable warrant, and even if such 
existed, tnere is no sufficient accommodation for their reception. 

It may be suggested, that, where keepers are married, their 
wives might be rendered available for this object; but the latter 
are wholly engrossed by their family and household affairs, and are 
scarcely ever qualified for duties, which require antecedent training. 
Many of the keepers are, however, single men, and in such cases it 
is impossible to overstate the moral evD, which is thus created, and 
almost invited, when we consider, that in remote districts, where 
the detention takes place for longer periods, and where the super- 
vision is necessarily infrequent) women of the most profligate cha- 
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iftcter are brought into constant and unchecked contact^ during 31llf# 
perhaps a month, with an^oflScer in the prime of life, or what i^ JJIJ^. 
worse, young and comparativelv innocent girls are exposed to the -^;^ * 
insult and to the danger of his solicitations, which are too often 
successful. 

Again, under the heading of this defect, we cannot avoid point-" 
log out another disadvantage, arising &om the combined in-" 
simSciency of the sta^, as well as that of the means of classification 
and separation, namely, that, when prisoners charged with the gi^ver 
crimes, are detained for further examination, it Irequentl j happens 
that their firiends outside, of the same sex, being desirous to nold 
communication with them, for the purpose of defeating justice; 
commit trifling violations of the law, (such as drunkenness, &o*,) 
in order to obtain the opportunity of unrestrained intercourse. 

Deficiency of Bedding and Prison Furniture. — These evils 
were observable in a more prominent degree before the passing 
of the Amended Prisons Act, bv which the Local Inspector of 
the county gaol was constituted the official visitor of all tne bride* 
wells, the latter duty having been, under the old Prisons Act; 
placed in the hands of the Protestant clerg^an of the parish ; 
put, as the office was merely voluntary and without remuneration; 
it followed, as a matter of course, that frequently it was not under^ 
taken at all. 

Further, it having been noticed that, as a consequence of the 
want of proper supervision, a great discrepancy appeared in the 
general expenditure, and in the cost of diet in bridewells, situate 
vxx the same or adjoining counties, varying in some instances more 
than fifty per cent, in localities, where no material difference ex- 
isted in the price of provisions. A clause was introduced into the 
Amended Act, appomting Local Boards, consisting of the bench 
of magistrates attending pettv sessions, whose duty it should be to 
inspect the brideweUs, to en£>rce due repairs, and a proper supply 
of necessaries, to measure the cost of dietary by the neighbouring 
markets, and to report upon all requirements affecting the health 
and discipline of the prisoners to the Central Board of Superintend- 
ence, so that an uniform and equal system of outlay and manage- 
ment would be thus insured. 

But, despite those precautionary enactments, we have to report 
so general an indisposition, on the part of the local authorities, to 
incur any outlay with regard to bridewells, that a lamentable want 
is still found to exist of sufficient bedding, sheeting, furniture, and 
other necessaries indispensable for the maintenance of order and 
cleanliness. 

Illegal Committals. — ^We have further to remark that magistrates 
have, to a conuderable extent, &llen into the error of committing 
prisoners to^ and sanctioning their detention under sentence in^ 
ordinary bridewells, for illeg^ periods, urging the expense of trans- 
mission to the county gaol as the apology for such neglect and 
evasion of the law ; and in order to prevent a persistence in this 
normal violation of it, and to hold out an inducement for the im^- 
p^ovement of these minor gaols, the subjoined clause was added 
to the Amended Act:— 
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2^^ '*It shall be lawful to commit and detain in any bridewell 
lUp<>rt. " (other than a district bridewell), whieh shall be distant more 
~T-. ** than ttoenty miles from the county gaol or from a district Inide- 
**well, any prisoner committed or sentenced for any period not 
** exceeding one week : Provided always, that this enactment shall 
**not appfy to any bridewell unless and until the Inspectors- 
'* General of Prisdhs, or one of them, shall have certified in writing 
** under their or his hand, to the Chief or Under-Secretary of the 
*' Lord Ideutenant, that such bridewell is fully sufficient for the 
*' safe custody of the prisoners and the separation of the sexes, and 
" is duly provided with water and sewerage, and that the day*room 
*^ and cells thereof are of such a size, aiKl are lighted, ventilated, 
** and fitted up in such a manner as the said Inspectors or Inspector 
« deem sufficient for the preservation of the h^th of the prisoners 
** to be confined therein ; and unless and until notice that such 
** bridewell has been so certified shall have been transmitted firom 
'' such Chief or Under-Secretary to the mi^trates of each petty 
*< sessions of the county in which such bridewell is situate: Pro- 
** vided also, that as re^ds brideweUs not so certified, and not 
" being district brideweUs, prisoners shall not be detained therein 
** otherwise than is provided by so much of the 94th section of the 
*« Prisons Act as is not hereby repealed." 

This inducement, however, has proved to be nu^atorv, except 
in a very few instances ; and reviewing, therefore the wnote cir* 
cumstances of this important branch of prison administration, we 
have come to the conclusion, for the following reasons, that the 
simplest remedy for obviating these crying evils is the total ex« 
tinction of ordinary bridewells. 

Firstly — No buildings of the same character were ever established 
in either England or Scotland, where prisoners are detained in 
mere lock-ups, under the charge of the local constables. 

Secondly — ^This form of prison was originally adopted in Ireland 
at a period when no sufficient police existed, a defect, which has 
been ions remedied by the institution of that admirable force, the 
Constabmary. 

Thirdly — ^The adoption of bridewells, even in Ireland, is not 
universal, several counties being unprovided with them — yiz.^ 
Dublin, Longford, Carlow, and Kildare. At present, indeed, in 
the latter countv there is a second gaol, situated at Athy ; but it is 
about to be abolished, a consolidated prison being in the course of 
erection at Naas, in which town solely the assizes wiU be held 
henceforward. 

Now, in the above-named counties no inconvenience has been 
experienced, while in those in which bridewells exist, their position 
Mrith regard to the central prison is oflen so little determmed by 
relative distance, that large districts are lef); wholly without any 
places of strength, except the constabulary barracks, but this abo 
has been unproductive of any injurious results. 

Fourthly — ^Other anomalies are further noticeable. By the 9l8t 
section of the Prisons Act ^the 7th GkK>. IV., chap. 74), Grand 
Juries are bound to present tor bridewells only in towns, in which 
Quarter Sessions are held, the obvious intention of the statute 
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haTing regard to the trial of offenders^ inasmuch as the sittm^ of J*^ 
Assistant-Barristers in their nVtV jurisdiction do not necessitate B^nrt, 
the establishment of places of detention ; but in order to obviate — -* 
anj possible doubt, the 9th section of the Amended Prisons Act« 
(the 19th and 20th Vict, cap. 68), defined such sessions to be 
those at which criminal business alone is transacted. In some 
few counties, however, such bridewells are not erected in towns 
sdected for the trial of prisoners, while in many more they are 
maintamed in localities where this requirement does notapplj; 
and on the other hand, several instances are to be found of Quiurter 
Sessions bein^ appointed to be held, where bridewells exist, but 
where the vicmitv does not furnish a supply of proper jurors, it 
dtiis becoming indispensable to evade the Act, and to dumge the 
venae to the county town. 

Fifthly — ^An examination of the records, as ffiven above, will 
show how large a proportion of those confined (viz., 45*80 per 
cent) have been committed for drunkenness — an offiBuce, by-tne- 
by, now not legally cognizable at all in uncertified bridewells, as 
stated before, but one which is deemed to be adequately punished 
by a veiy brief sentence. 

Such being the paramount objections to the system of ordinary 
bridewells, we venture to submit that they should be forthwith 
abolished, and that the charge of prisoners, for the purpose of 
direct transmission to the county gad, except in the cases hereafter 
to be discussed, should be committed exclusively to the Constabu- 
lary, inasmuch as thereby the evils which we have enumerated above 
would be obviated, namely, want of security, of due provision for 
preventing intercourse with a view to defeating the ends of justice, 
and of proper moral superintendence. 

Lock-ups, sufficient n>r very brief detention, are already attached 
to many of the constabulary barracks, and could easily be added 
to such, as are without tnese necessary adjuncts, in which the 
sentences of drunkards, and other minor oronders, during short 
periods of confinement (viz., three days at die utmost) might be 
advantageously carried out, as soon as the sanction of tiie legisla- 
ture should be obtained. 

It may be urged that the expense of transmitting prisoners 
would, as an immediate consequence, be considerably increased b^ 
the adoption of this si^estion, but such excess of expense, modi- 
fied as It would be, in ^ greater part of the kingdom, by railway 
communication, cannot for a moment bear comparison with that of 
almost re-bnilding a large majority of the existing buildings, and 
with die fiirther cost ot proper salaries for an adequate staff of 
oflkers, nor even with that now incurred for the maintenance of 
the wretched establishments, which we have described. 

We find, for instance, that in the metropolitan county of Dublin^ 
where die dense population, and the temptations afforded by the 
greater wealth of the community necessarily lead to a number of 
cases of offianders to be adjudicated upon, quite disproportionate to 
its area, the presentment for the transmisaon of prisoners during 
the past year has faUen far short of the cost of any of^ of the 
mauer bridewells; and we dier^re infisr, that in comities of cora« 
jpmtivelj limited extent an important yearly laying wonUi be 
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effected by the relief from all the honsehold and staff charges^ and 
by the lesser outlay for diet, which cto be always provided more 
Cneaply in the county gaols, from the facility of obtaining advan- 
tageous contracts, and from the better appliances for cooking, 
baiing, &c., which exist in the latter. 

In tiie larger counties, however, as well as in those above 
the average extent, where the position of the gaol is not central, 
undue expenditure would be produced by the marching of pri- 
soners from distances, in some instances amounting to nearly one 
Hundred statute miles, and hardship and injustice would be un- 
avoidably engendered, particularly in trivial cases, where the 
accused might be unfitted by infirmity, extreme youth, or old age, 
fer the exposure and fatigue of a long journey. 

As this condition of things would throw discredit on criminal 
process, and impede justice oj creating a natural disinclination to 
prefer complaints in such offences as involve, by the time consumed 
m transmittals, a longer period of punishment before arrival at the 
^0(7/ than would be awarded if they were dealt with on the spot, 
we would suggest as the most advisable course, that district 
bridewells for the carrying out of short sentences should be foundedt 
in localities carefully selected in relation to the parent prison. 

\ We must not be understood to measure the term " District 
Bridewell " by the example of those already in existence, viz., at 
Baltinglass and Farsonstown, which differ but little from all, a^d 
indeed, are inferior to some of the ordinary bridewells ; but we 
anxiously desire the establishment of minor gaols, fitted for "separa- 
tion," and fully provided with all the means indispensable to the 
punitive and reformatory principles of effective discipline, in lieu of 
ttie normal schools and nurseries of corruption, in which the %&&d^ 
of wickedness are so deeply implanted as often to baffle our utmost 
efforts to eradicate them tnroughout a long and expensive course 
of treatment in the several institutions designed for the repression 
and cure of social evil. 

' For attaining this paramount object no very considerable outlay 
would be demanded, as many of the existing buildings would be 
partially available, and might, by a comparatively sumuI alteration 
and extension, be placed upon a satis&ctory basis ; and lastly, this 
proposition could be carried into immediate effect, as the Executive 
is already armed, by the 90th section of the Prisons Act, with 
powers to discontinue ordinary bridewells, and by the 92nd, to 
appoint district bridewells. 

These powers, however, are wholly inadequate to deal with the 
evils of ordinary bridewells, if it should be thought expedient to 
retain them; in which case, we repeat, that it would be necessary 
to obtain from the Legislature the means of compelling a fulfilment 
of all the statutory requirements, as experience has shown that it 
is futile to rely upon the voluntary action of the authorities, in many 
localities, for carrying out even the primary prescriptions of our 
prison laws.

The conmiittals of nudes in 1857 considerably exceeded those in 1856, whilst 
in those of females there was no change. In tne daily average the exact con- 
trary was the case, that of males having decreased, and of females, increased. 

The number of males in custody on the SOth November was less than on tke 
corresponding days in 1857 and 1856, but that of females was greater. The 
daily average of both sexes in 1858 was higher than in 1857, 3ie rise being 
much greater in males than females, whilst judgmg from the returns up to the SOw 
November, there will be little or no change in the committals of males in 1858, 
as compared with 1857, but a considerable increase in those of females. On the 
whole, however, taking into consideration the numerous commitments in 1857 
and 1858, arising from party conflicts in the town of Belfast, an examination of 
the gaol returns affords no reason for apprehending an increase in crime, but on 
the contrary, it may fiurly be anticipated that the diBturl»iig causet above alluded 
to having ^it may be hoped) ceased, the decrease in crime whidi had progres- 
sively contmued up to the end of 1856, will be again observed in 1859. 

The number of debtors in 1857 was much less than in 1856, but in 1858 the 
conmiittals for debt have been nearly as numerous as in 1857.

This spacious building was throughout in excellent repair, dry, scrupulously North 
dean and secure. Although no alteration has been made in the ventilation, the Di*™cT' 
cells seemed to me to be less close than formerly, and this improvement had also q^^^^ ^f 
been noticed by some of the local officers, who attributed it to the walls of the Antrim 
gaol having become thoroughly dry and settled. The fittings of the cells were Gaol. 
all in good order, with the exception of some of the watercocks which were very 
difficult to turn, and in a few instances would not turn at all. The sewerage is 
effective and supply of water abundant. The cots were all furnished with suffi- 
cient blankets and sheets, and I was glad to find that the bedding is taken out 
of the cots every morning and well shaken before being replaced — a practice abso- 
lutely necessary to secure cleanliness. Adequate prison dresses are regularly 
issued, and some new clothing for males, of an unproved material, had lately been 
provided.

As has been stated in previous reports, the cellular accommodation of this fine 
gaol far exceeds existing and even probable requirements. The prison is excel- 
lently provided with laundry (lately enlarged), kitchen, worksheds, and baths, in 
which all are washed on admission ; and in fact, it may be confidently stated, that 
no public institution can boast of better arrangements, or of greater attention 
having been paid to its construction in every department. A contract has been 
entere<l into for the erection of a steam engine by which the water is to be raised 
and distributed throughout the building. The crank pumps at present in use 
for this purpose will, however, be retained, to he employed whenever it may 
become necessar)' or desirable to work them. 

All the criminal classes of both sexes are subjected to the separate system, 
which is strictly but humanely and considerately maintained by the very efficient 
Grovemor, who is well aware that the success of the system is mainly dependent 
upon the discretion of the person by whom it is immediately administered. The 
principle of separation is observed at work as well as in the cells — separate 
.stonebreaking and washing-she«ls being pi-ovided, and the prisoners being re- 
quired to wear manks and veils, so as to prevent them, as far as possible, from 
even recognising one another. The chapel is also fitted with separate stalls for 
each prisoner, and there are also separate exercising yards. It is highly satis- 
factory to find that, stringently as separation is enforced, no cases of indisposi- 
tion, either mental or boddy, which can in any way be traced to the effects of 
this system have occurred ; and an examination of the returns under the head of 
hospitals, will show that it is a popular delusion to believe that separation pro- 
perly administered producers either insanity or bodily ailments, even in those who 
nave been subjected to it for very protracted periods, whilst it is clear that such 
discipline must prevent moral contamination, ai^d is more likely than any other 
to promote reformation. 

The Governor superintends the lock-up, and there is a nightly patrol of turn- 
keys, whose vigilance is tested by a tell-tale clock, lately procured.

The above return may be considered to represent the ordinan' daily occupa- 
tions of the prisoners. Very creditable activity is displayed in tliis department, 
and many prisoners are instructed in weaving, matmaking, tailoring, and other 
handicrafts, calculated to enable them to gain their livelihood by honest industn' 
upon discharge from prison. Little or no dL^tinction appears to be made between 
those sentenced to hard labour and other prisoners. 1 think some change should 
be made in this respect, as it is clear the law contemplates a distinction. It 
also seems to be desirable that the length of time for which prisoners are kept at 
work in the stonebreaking sheds shomd be reduced in very cold weather, as on 
the first day I visited (a frosty day), the prisoners thus employed, especially the 
boys, appeared benumbed with cold. 

The laundry affords active emplojinent for a large proportion of the women ; 
and from the washing done for the public a large profit is derived.

The prisoners of both sexes (a matron being present whilst the females are 
being taught), are instructed in reading, writing, arithmetic, &c., by a competent 
schoolmaster. The school is held in the chapel, and appeared to be weft con- 
ducted. A satisfactory Registry of Progress is kept, and the Chaplains frequently 
examine the pupils, and note their comments upon the progress made and other 
matters connected with the school in books specially provided for the purpose.

The Governor's journal is a highly satisfactory record, and the journals of the 
Chaplains are duly submitted to the Board at each meeting. 

The Surgeon's books are also ver}' satisfactory. I left with the Local Inspec- 
tor a copy of " Approved Fonns," but all the more important books included in 
them had been already procured.

Five vacancies have occurred during the year in the sub-wardens, four of 
which have been filled up by the appointment of Robert Blair, William Camp- 
bell, John Ryding, and James Lewars. One of the vacancies, viz., John John- 
ston's, has not as yet been filled up. The situation of schoolmaster became 
vacant by the death of John Cunningham ; it was filled up by the appointment 
of John H. Howell. One of the laundresses, Mary J. Kemohan, was super- 
annuated on pension, and Maria Stewart appointed m her place. 

The extern officers and the Governor receive their salaries half-yearly. The 
subordinate officers monthly. The warders are supplied with uniforms and 
arms. None receive rations except the female servant. Four of the warders 
are capable of instructing in handicrafts.

The Board meets every month with great regularity. At each meeting all 
accounts are paid by cheques to each creditor, signed by three members. I beg 
to suggest to the Board, that at each meeting some of the members should be de- 
puted to go round the gaol. 

Bridewells, Bridewells. 

Ballymoney Ballymoney, — One male and one female in custody, sixty-two prisoners in the 
last quarter, of whom twenty-four were drunkards. The bridewell clean and 
orderly throughout, and in good repair. The yards quite insecure, owing to the 
lowness of the walls. The sewers are too small and frequently choke. Water is 
supplied by a pump on the premises. Bedding and sheets sufficient, but some 
new blankets required, some of those in use being thin and ragged. Petty ses- 
sions fortnightly, transmittals regular. Registry and committals correct, but the 
keeper complained of being re<iuired occasionaJly to take in prisoners without 
committals. The keeper not only cannot be required, but is not justified in tak- 
ing any prisoner into his custody unless directea to do so by a conunittal signed 
by a magistrate. The Local Inspector visits regularly. Dietary, two mems of 
bread and milk, authorized quantities. Cost per head per day, 5<f. Salary of 
keeper, £20. 

Baliymena. Ballijmena. — ^Two males in custody, 117 prisoners in the last quarter, of whom 
forty-five were drunkards. The bridewell clean and orderly, but the chimney 
of the male day-room smoking badly, and the female day-room damp, apparently 
from a leak in the roof. The yards are still quite unsafe, and can, in my opinion, 
only be rendered secure, by erecting a parapet on the edge of the roofs of the 
day -rooms, as described in my report in 1856. Independently of the question of 
security, the accommodation of this building is too limited to justify the Inspec- 
tors-General in certifying it under sec. 26 of 19 and 20 Vic, cap. 68. 

The sewerage is effective, and water is supphed by pumps in each yard. 
Bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient. Petty sessions fortnightly, transmittals 
regular. Registry and committals correct, but the practice of lod^ng prisoners 
without committals had prevailed to such an extent, that I called the particular 
attention of the Board of Superintendence to the circumstance, and I have been 
since informed that that body has most properly issued peremptory' orders to the 
keepers, to refuse to take any prisoner into their custody without a committal 
duly signed by a magistrate. The Local Inspector visits regularly. Dietary and 
cost as at Ballymoney. Salary of keeper, £20. 

Antrim. Antrim. — Certified under sec. 26 of 19 and 20 Vic, cap. 68. One male prisoner, 

106 in the last quarter, of whom twenty-two were drunkards. The building 
throughout in good repair, secure, very clean, and orderly, and sufficiently sup- 
phed with bedding, blankets, and sheets. The sewerage effective, and water 
suppUed bv a pump in each yard. Petty sessions are hdd at intervals of three 
weeks. Iransmittals regular. Registry and committals very correct. The Local 
Inspector visits regularly. Dietary and cost as at Ballymoney, except that stir- 
about is substituted for bread at breakfast. Salary of keeper, £20. This salaiy 
is very small for the keeper of a certified bridewell, upon whom increased respon- 
sibiUty devolves, sentences of seven days being carried out here.

Under all the above headings, with the single exception of the re-oommittals 
in 1857, a very satisfactory decrease in female crime is exhibited; but in male, 
on the contrary, there has been an increase. The number of males in custody 
on the 14th of April, 1858, was double that on the same day in 1857, and the 
daily average of niales for the first three months and a-half of 1 858, considerably 
exceeds that in 1 8o7- This increase is attributable to the prevalence of bur- 
glaries, a description of crime hitherto almost unknown in Ireland, which are said 
to have been organized by some returned convicts ; and it is, therefore, to be 
hoped that this unfavourable symptom is exceptional and temporary, and that 
before the termination of the year, male crime may at least have returned to the 
position in which it stood in 1857.

The building was throughout in good repair, secure, dry, well ventilated, and 
abundantly supplied with water. The sewerage is effective. Prison clothine, 
bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient ; but it is wery desirable that the bed- 
clothes should be taken out of the cots every morning and thoroughly shaken. 
The prison was scrupulousW clean, with the exception of the debtors apartments 
which were untidy and offensive, and in which the bedding was very bad and 
dirty. I moreover found that a master and pauper debtor occupied the same 
room, although there is abundance of spare accommodation. I have, since mv 
visit, been informed that these defects nave been remedied. Some of the bells 
in the female prison were out of order. 

A new steam-cooking ajiparatus was about to be erected in the kitchen, which 
was also being improved in other respects, so as to render it worthy of the rest 
of the building. The accommodation is anij)le, and the only improvement now 
required is, that the laundry should be fitted with partitions so as to remove any 
interruption to the maintenance of the separate system, which is strictly enforced 
in all other respects with all the crioainal classes of both sexes. 

The lock-up is attended by the Deputy Governor, and one turnkey is on 
patrol at night, but there is no tell-tale clock to test his vigilance.

Very creditable activity is displayed in the indus- 
trial employment of males, many of whom are instructed in useful trades and 
handicrafts; but for females there is but little useful or instructive employment 
The tread- wheel being no longer in use, punitive labour can hardly be said to 
exist here, as stone-breaking has never been restricted to hard labour prisoners.

Schools. 

Instruction in reading, writing, and arithmetic, is given to the males and fe- 
males (a matron being present) by a competent schoolmaster for two hours daily. 
This school is well conducted, a satisfactory registry of progress is kept, and the 
Chaplains frequently visit during school hours, and examine the pupus with the 
view of testing the accuracy of the entries in the registry ; but when the Inspec- 
tors-General recommended that the females shoiud be taught by the school- 
master, in the presence of a matron, they never intended that the male prisoners 
should be instructed at the same time. I submitted to the Board that each sex 
should be taught separately for at least one hour and a-half daily, and I under- 
stand my suggestion has been acted upon. 

Notwithstanding the introduction of desks, it is extremely difficult for a 
teacher to cany on a school efficiently in a partitioned chapel, where he can 
barely see the heads of his pupils, and I, therefore, strongly recommend that a 
spare room situated near the chapel should be fitted up as a schoolroom.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are very regularly inspected 
by the Chaplains, who record their inspections in their jonnials. I left with the 
I/)cal Inspector a form for a Provision Book, with a column for each article of 
food, in which it is requested that the Chaplains will henceforward record thdr 
opinions of the quality of the proviaioiis inflected, instead of in their joumala 
Books and Accounts. 

The various re^tries, books, and accounts, are kept with praiseworthy accu- 
racy. The work accounts are particularly satisfactory, as are also the journals of 
the Chaplains and Governor.

Two piunps on the 
premises afibrd an abundant supply of water; the sewerage is eflective, and the 
accommodation is sufficient; but the male drunkard^s cell opens into the female 
day-room, which is highly objectionable.

jBallybot^^One male prisoner. Thirty-nine in the last quarter, of whom nine BalJybot. 
were drunkards. The building was in tolerable repair, but very damp through- 
out, especially in the sleeping-rooms, which are very badly ventilated, and re- 
quire new flagging. 

The accommodation is utterly insufficient, there being no cells, and only one 
aleepin^-room for each sex, and the keeper's apartments are very confined. The 
walls of the yards are too low for security ; there is no water on the premises, the 
water from the pump being undrinkable ; and no allowance is made to the keeper 
for fetching water m>m a considerable distance. There are no sewers frx>m the 
^vies, but a door has been broken out through which the soil can be removed. 
The house, clean and orderly, and bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient. Petty 
Sessions are held weekly, transmittals regular. The Local Ltspector visits regu- 
larly. Registry and committals correctly kept; but illegal sentences to seven 
and even fourteen daprs* imprisonment in the bridewell occasionally occur, which 
in such a miserable prison are especially to be reprehended.

NewtownhamUton, — One male prisoner. Thirty-five in the last ouarter, of Newtown- 
whom thirteen were drunkards. I can only repeat the opinion, which nas before hamilton. 
been expressed by my colleague and myself, that this building is utterly unfit to 
be used as a prison. The accommodation is miserably inadequate, the cells or 
rooms are dark, damp, and badly ventilated; the so-called yards are scarcely large 
enough to turn in ; uiere is no sewerage, and the pump was dry, and is generaUy 
out of order ; and the bridewell is qmte insecure, being overlooked on all sides 
from contiguous houses, and most unhealthily and inconveniently situated. The 
house was tolerably clean and orderly. Bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient, 
but one bedstead was broken. 

Petty Sessions fortnightly ; transmittab regular. The Local Inspector visits 
regularly. Registry and committals correct, except, that in the latter, two lodg- - 
ments had not been signed by the Constabulary, notwithstanding the express 
order of the Inspector-General of Constabulary.

There was a considerable decrease under all the headings in 1857, as compared 
with 1856; but the returns for the first six months of 1858 show a very large 
increase in crime in both sexes — the committals from 1st of January to 2.1rd of 
June^ 1858, having been, males 217, females 1 1 2, against 1 38 and 66, respectively, 
for the same pericS of 1857. 

The daily average also for this period has largely exceeded that in 1857. 

The increase in male crime appears to have been occasioned by the prevalence 
of assaults, resulting in committals for misdemeanors, and in female by an 
unusuaUy large number of petty larcenies. Workhouse offences have also in- 
creased. 

There were no sentences to solitary confinement or whipping in 1857.

No change or improvement has been made in the accommodation since the 
last report, nor is any in contemplation. 

The accommodation for males is ample, and might ea.sily be adapted to the 
separate sjstem; that for the females is sadly limited, and thereby the applica- 
tion of improved prison discipline is prevented. There is a spacious inarshal.^ea, 
a good caq)enter 8 sho]» and forge, and convenient kitchen; but the hiun:!r}' is 
small and inconvenient, and there is no drjinjr room — a serious want. The so- 
called hospital is sadly deficient in every requirement for the proj)or treat uicnt 
of the sick. There are no lavatones; but tubs and towels are furni.^hcd fur 
every yard. There is a shower-bath, but none other except a slipper bath in the 
hospital; and only thost* who es|>ei-ially require it are wash(Hl on admission. 

Ine males are duly classified accortling to the directions of the Prisons Act ; 
in addition to such classiticati(m, it is very desirable that the juveniles shouM l>e 
kept entirely apart from the adults, as the association of youn<< ofienders with 
old and hardened criminals can scarcely fail deeply to comipt the former. All 
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NoETB the males sleep and take their meals in separation, but are necessarily associated 
Di aiaiC T, n^ ^g tread- wheel and at stone-breaking. Partitions ought to be affixed to 
Cfg^nf^ of the whed, and to the walls of the stone-breaking yard, so as to prevent communi- 
Ckwan cation during the hours of labour. 

<JW, The females are divided into three classes according to character. Attempts 

are made to carrj' out approximative separation at night, and at meals; but the 
want of accommodation, and the faulty construction of this prison, render such 
attempts quite abortive; and in fact the females are in constant association 
and communication by night and by day. It is scarcely necessary to remark, 
that under such circumstances, not only is reformation next to impossible, but 
moral contamination must almost inevitably ensue. The Governor and his deputy 
attend the lock-up, and a turnkey is on duty all night; but there is no tell- 
tale clock to test his vigilance.

There were some complaints of the quality of the bread, which appeared to me, 
after tasting the breaa, to be quite groundless. The Chaplains inspect the 
provisions very re^gularl^r by alternate weeks, and record their opinions of the 
different articles oi food inspected, in a book provided for the purpose. 

Books and AccowUs. 
The registries, books ordered by Queen's Bench, and accounts, are kept with 
praiseworthy care and accuracy, llie majority of the books included in the 
'* Approved Forms" had either been, or were about to be, procured; but I found 
that neither the Governor's nor Deputy- Governor's absences had been entered 
in the " Intern Officers' Gate-book" — an omission which must in future be supplied. 
The Chaplains, Surgeon, and Grovemor, keep journals, and it b desirable that the 
Local Inspector should be provided with a similar record. 
. There is no book showing the daily employment of eadi prisoner by name.

I have heard since my inspection, with great regret, of the death of Dr. Roe. 
During the past year Margaret Sturdy has been promoted to be matron, 
vice E. Armstrong, superannuated; and has been succeeded as assistant-matron 
by E. J. Wylie. The salaries of all the officers are paid at the assizes. The 
practice of paying the subordinate officers monthly has been very generally 
adopted* ana with obvious advantage, inasmuch as it enables diem to pay read^ 
money for the necessaries of life, instead of running up biUs, of course at cr^t 
prices, with the shopkeepers of the town. None receive rations except the 
assistant-matron and hospital nurse. The turnkeys are not supplied vnih uniforms^ 
and several of them wore dirty ^ ragged clothes^ and presented a most marked con- 
trast to the neat and respectable appearance of the officers of the great majority 
of gaols, who are dothed in suitable but inexpensive uniforms.

Hospitals, — This gaol is destitute of proper accommodation for the sick. The 
so-called hospital is merely the top story of the old gaol, and is obviously utterly 
unfit for the purpose to which it is assigned, not having even a sufficient division 
between the male and female patients ; indeed the defects of this most important 
department of the prison are so felt by the officials, that there is great disincli- 
nation on their part to send the sick into hospital. No county gaol in the 
country b so deficient in this respect as that of Cavan ; and it surely is incum- 
bent upon the local authorities to take steps to provide a proper hospital for 
both sexes.

Bridewells. 

BaUycomiell.^^0 prisoners in custody ; 27 in the last quarter, of whom 5 
were drunkards. The accommodation of Uiis bridewell is very limited — especially 
for females — ^there being only one cell containing only one bed, and a small 
day-room for this sex. 

The building was throughout clean and orderly, but there was a leak in the 
wall of one of the male c^ ; and the chimneys smoke intolerably. The yards 
are utterly insecure owin^ to the lowness of the walls, and the position of the 
privies and windows. There is no sewerage. The pump, situated in the out- 
side yard, was being repaired. 

Biding, blankets, and sheets, sufficient for summer use; but a few more 
blankets required for the winter. Petty sessions fortnightly ; transmittals re- 
gular. Remstnr and committals correct. The Local In^)ector visits regularly. 
Dietary — mixed as at county gaol. Cost per head per day — males, 5^d.\ 
females, 5\d. Keeper's salary, £20. 

CooteMM. — ^Two male prisoners; 36 in the last quarter, of whom 7 were 
drunkards. The day-rooms of this bridewell are very small, and there is only 
one cell for females. The male yard is also very small, and quite insecure owing 
to the lowness of the walls and position of the privy. The building throughout 
very dean, and in good repair, except that the doors required paint. Water is 
supplied fh>m a pump on the premises ; but there b no sewerage. Bedding, 
blankets, and sheets, sufficient. Petty sessions fortnightly : transmittals regular. 
Registry and committals correct. The Local Lispector visits regularly. Dietary 
as at county gaol. Cost per head per day, Sd. Keeper's ^ary, including 
allowance for takins care of the court-house, £30. 

Bailieborough,.-^Une male and one female in custody ; 23 prisoners in the last 
quarter, of whom 1 1 were drunkards. The building throughout clean and orderly, 
and in good repair, except that the kitchen grate was out of order, and the 
chimney smoked badly. The position of the privpr and the lowness of the walls 
render the female yard (^uite insecure. Water is supplied by a pump on the 
premises. The sewerage is effective, and eave-shoots have been put up. A few 
more blankets will be wanted for winter use ; in other respects the bedding, 
blankets, and sheets were sufficient Petty sessions weekly; transmittals re- 
gular. Registry and committals correct. The Local Lispector visits regularly. 
Dietary as at county gaol. Cost per head per day. Aid. Salary of keeper, 
including allowance for taking care of the court-house, £30.

The committals and daily average in 1857 were considerably less than in 1856, 
but under both headings the decrease in males was much greater than in females. 
Li the re-committals there was not much change. The number of males in cus- 
tody on the day of inspection was double the number on the corresponding day 
in 1657, and of females exactly half and the committals and daily averages of 
both sexes (in the latter, espeoaUy as regards females) for the first eidit months 
of 1858 exceeded those for the corresponding period of 1857. The mcrease in 
the amount of male crime on the 30th of August, 1858, as compared with 1857, 
occurs under the heads of summanr convictions (probably for assaults), revenue 
laws, dangerous lunatics, and debtors; and the rise in the daily average of 
females was occasioned by several dangerous lunatics of that sex having been 
detained in the gaol for lengthened periods.

The gaol was throughout in good repair, dry, well ventilated, secure, and very 
clean. 

The supply of water had been very limited for some time previous to my visit, 
the springs navin^ failed to such an extent that only one pump was civing water. 
The sewerage is mefiective, but movable soil-boxes attaohea to all the privies 
supply this defect to a certain extent

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The only dumge which has been made in the accommodation since the last Nobth 
inspection is, that the ten cells in the old prison, referred to in former r^>ort8, D mtric T' 
have been added to the female prison, which now contains twenty cells ; and these ciwji^w of 
might easily be heated and fitted with bells, and made of sufficient size for carry- Vo^fol 
inff out separation by bevelling ofi* the deep window-sills. It is also very desir- Gaol. 
able that the laundry should he partitioned. 

The cells of the male prison are, unfortunately, not large enough for carrying 
out the separate system in its integrity, but the prisoners might, with ease and 
great advantage, be subjected to a nearer approximation to it than is here at- 
tained by being required to take their meals singly in their cells. 

At present the only restriction upon association imposed upon males during 
the day, except when employed in the partitioned sheds at stonebreakin^, is the 
very imperfect classification directed by the Prisons Act, and upon femiues that 
of presumed character. All of both sexes, however, sleep in separate cells. 

There is ample acconunodation for debtors, and there are reception rooms for 
each sex, with baths attached. There are no covered lavatories, but troughs, 
with soap and towels, are furnished in each yard for the daily personal ablution 
of the prisoners. The Governor always attends the lock-up. One turnkey is on 
patrol at night, but his vigilance is not tested by a tell-tale clock.

There is no tread-wheel, and shot-drill has not been introduced in this prison, 
but the distinction between those sentenced to hard labour and other prisoners 
is observed by requiring the former class to break an extra quantity of stones 
each day. 

The above return represents pretty fairly the ordinary daily occupations of 
the prisoners ; and, considering tnat only one of the turnkeys is competent to in- 
struct in any handicraft, the amount of industrial labour executed for the supply 
of the gaol with clothing and other necessaries is very creditable.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regularly inspected by 
the Established Church and Presbyterian Chaplains, but not by the Koman 
Catholic Chaplain, although this duty is imposed upon the chaplains collectively 
by the 69th section of 7 &0' rV., cap.

Donegal. — Six males (drunkards) in custody; 39 prisoners in the last quarter, Donrgal. 
of whom 22 were drunkards. I fo\ind this wretched bridewell as clean and or- 
derly as is compatible with utterly inadequate accommodation, defective venti- 
lation, and thorough damp. The day-rooms and cells are small, damp, and dark, 
and the window of the day-room opens into a small area, which alone divides it 
from the public street, whence easy conununication can be had with the prisoners; 
the yards are scarcely large enough to turn in, being little dark holes, and are 
wholly insecure; and the pumps, as usual, were dry. In fact, this building is 
wholly imfit to be used as a pnson. The privies are clearable from the outside. 
Beddmg, blankets, and sheets sufficient. Petty sessions are held at intervals of 
three weeks, and transmittals ri»gular. The registry and committals very cor- 
rect The local inspector visits regularly. Dietary — stirabout and milk for 
breakfast ; potatoes and milk for dinner. Cost per head per day, 4d. Salary of 
keeper, who is sujpplied with uniform, £30. 

Letterkenny. — One male prisoner; 39 in the last quarter, of whom 9 were Letter- 
drunkards. This bridewell was clean and orderly throughout, and sufficiently kenny. 
supplied with bedding, blankets, and sheets. Water is procured from a pump 
on the premises, and effective sewers have been constructed. The grass had been 
removed from the yards and gravel laid down, and the necessary r^airs were 
being executed to the male day-room, chimney, &c Petty sessions fortnightly, 
transmittals regular. The registry and committals correct. The local inspector 
visits regularly. Dietary and costs as at Donegal, except that bread is given 
instead of potatoes at dinner. Salary of keeper, who is supplied with uni- 
form, £30. 

Buncrana. — No prisoners; 6 prisoners only in the last quarter, of whom 2 were Bonciana. 
drunkards. The building very clean and orderly throuj^hout ; but as no im-

To the committals in 1857 are to be added sixteen male and eight female 
lunatics — making a total pf 444 males and 251 females in 1857 against 432 
males and 241 females in 1856. The conmiittals for the first three months of 
1858 considerably exceed those for the same period in 1857, the re-committals 
in 1857 were more numerous than in 1856, and the daily average in 1858 
exceeds that in 1857, which also was larger than in 1856 — so that crime has of 
late decidedly increased in amount. In the nature of crime, too, there has not 
been any favourable change, some serious cases of homicide and rape having 
lal^ occurred.

The prison was throughout in good repair, well ventilated, dean, secure, and 
abundantly supplied with water. The sewerage is effective. The bed-ticks, 
blankets, and sneets were sufficient ; but the bedsteads required paint, and the 
rags or coverlets were very ragged and dirty. Adequate prison dresses are 
re^olarly issued. 

The new female prison, containing forty-seven cells, has been occupied since 
the last inspection. It is in every respect adapted to the separate system, which 
m mmm ataEWthr maintainfid with all the criminal classes of lemales ; but I found 
vrith regret that, at three, p.m., the prisoners had not bwa taken out into the 
yard for exercise, although the day was fine, and they had been confined totftenr 
cells for the three prece&ig days by bad weather. Moreover, I had reason to 
believe that had it not been for my visit, they would have remained for a fourth 
entire day in their cells. I need scarcely observe, that prisoners in separate 
confinement especially require exercise in the open air.

The new laundry and drying-room, with baths attached, had not been 
commenced at the time of my visit, owing to the difficulty of finding a contractor 
for the work ; but it is to be hoped no further delay may occur, for the present 
laundry and dr^dng-room are small and inconvenient ; the former is not par- 
titioned, and there are no baths for females. I beg to congratulate the autho- 
rities upon the very excellent prison upon the separate system which they have 
constructed, at a comparatively trifling expense, out of one of the ranges or blocks 
of the old prison, and upon their intention of similarly altering the corresponding 
range in the male prison, so as to put the whole of their gaol upon an uniform 
system, and one which cannot fail to produce the same good effects— deterrent, 
preventing moral corruption, and reformatory — as it has accomplished wherever 
it has been introduced. 

In the meantime the males are in seven classes, and sleep and take their meals 
in single cells, and are also as much as possible kept apart at work; so as to 
avoid, as fiur as the present construction of the prison will permit, the evils of 
association. There are, moreover, five cells for juvenile males fitted in every 
respect for separation, which were in good order i but the bedding ought to be 
taken out of the cots and well shaken every momine. 

The Grovemor, or his deputy, always attends the Tock-up, and three turnkeys 
are on duty at night, to test whose vigilance the Board was about to procure a 
tell-tale dock.

There were several complaints of the milk, which also the Chaplains had fre- 
ciucntly condemned. The Protestant and Presbyterian Chaplains are regular in 
tneir inspection of the provisions ; but the Roman Catholic Chaplain does not 
perform this duty so often as the law requires. Hitherto the inspections of 
provisions have been recorded in the journals; in future, however, a special 
Provision Book, of the approved form, will be supplied for this purpose. 
Books and Accounts. 

The registries, books, and accounts are kept with jrrcat neatness and accuracy. 
The Extern and Intern Officers' (iate Books, the Daily Employment of Prisoners' 
Book, Record of Orders for Extra Diet, and Work Ledger, are very satisfactory. 
The Local Inspector, Chaplains, Surgeon, and Governor keep joumab; but it is 
important that the Governor should always make entries of his visits to the 
female prison as well as to the other portions of the gaol.

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North Under all the above heading, and with regard to both sexes, there was a 
DiBTRicT. considerable decrease in crime in 1837, as compared with 1856. 
Countvof Th^re were more males and fewer females in custody on the day of inspection 
Fennati^h than on the corresponding day in 1857, and the committals of males for the first 
Gaol, eight months and a half of 1858, considerably outnumber those for the corres- 
ponding period of 1 857, whilst in those of females, also, there was a slight increase.

Some leaks had lately apj)eared in the roofs of some of the female cells ; but 
in till other respects the budding was in sound repair, and was secure, dry, well 
ventilated, and abundantly supplied with water.

The contemplated improvement has been eflected in the hospital since the last 
inspection. No other cnange has been made in the accommodation, which is 
more than sufficient for existing requirements. 

Thfe apparatus for heating the male prison, which had been out of order for 
some time, was about to be repaired ; but there is no provision for heating the 
female prison, which contains only one lavatory. In the male prison, also, the 
lavatones, or rather small basins at ends of building, are quite insufficient. 
Those who require it are washed in tubs in the entrance-lodge. 

The cells of the male prison reqiui-e only to be furnished with bells to be fit 
for carrying out the separate system in its mtegrity ; but the local authorities do 
not seem iuclinetl to make this verj' desirable addition, or to improve the female 
])ri.<on by heating it with hot air or water, partitioning the laundry, and com- 
))lcting the drying-room, which continues in an unfurnished and useless state. 
Strange to say there is no chapel in this gaol. 

No alteration had been made in the small exorcising yards, which, it has been 
piwiously stated, might advantageously be thrown into one large yard, thereby 
aflbrding sufficient space for air and exercise, which the present narrow compart- 
ments scarcely allow. The stone-breaking also continues to be carried on close 
to the hospital, the inmates of which might in serious cases be injuriously afli3cte<l 
by the noise of the hammers. It would be far preferable to allocate the sheds 
at present used for bone-breaking to the stone-breakers, and to remove elsewhere 
or entirely to exclude from the prison the first-named species of employment, 
from which the smell is often very offi^nsive. 
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The males are strictly classified according to the* Prisons Act ; but, indeed, North 
their treatment approximates very closely to entire separation ; they sleep, take Disteict.

at divine service are in association. The females, also, are similarly subjected fi^^i 
to approximative separation, and are seldom associated except at the laundry. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and also goes round the entire prison at 
9 P.M. One turnkey, by rotation of all, is on duty at night ; but then* is no 
tell-tale clock to test his vigilance.

Punitive labour can scarcely be said to exist here, for there is no tread- wheel, 
and shot-drill has not been introduced in this prison. The crank-pump is sup- 
posed to aflbrd punitive labour ; but, as by it all the water for the use of the 
Erifton is raised, it can scarcely be restricted to prisoners under sentence of hard 
ibour. The males are chiefly emploved in stone-breaking and bone-crushing. 
Mat-making, weaving, tailoring, and s^oe-making are also occasionally in opera- 
tion. The employment of the females consists of carding, spinning, making 
prison dresses, washing for prison, &c.

The Governor keeps a very satisfactory journal, and it is desirable that the 
Local Inspector should be provided with a similar record. Notwithstanding that 
their attention was called to the omission last year by my colleague, the chaplains 
still disregard the positive directions contained in sec. 69 of 7 Geo. IV. cap. 74, 
and sec. 11 of 19 and 20 Vic. cap. 68, and do not keep journals. I beg once more 
to call the attention of the BoMtl to this circumstance, and to remind them that 
it is their duty to require the chaplains* journals to be submitted to them at each 
meeting. " The daily employment of prisoners book*' isa veay satisfactory record.

None of the officers receive rations or uniforms, and consequently the turnkeys, 
whose salaries are very low, wore dirty, raffged dothes, and presented a most 
marked contrast to the neat and respectable appearance of tne officers of the 
great majority of gaols, who are clothed in suitaUe but inexpensive uniforms.

Hospitals. 

There is ample and distinct acconmiodation for the sick of both sexes. The 
Hospitals were clean and airy, and contained baths and water-closets. The 
staircase, alluded to in former reports, has been erected, and access given to the 
topstory without, as before was necessary, going outside the building. 

The gaol had been free from epidemic ; but there were seven patients, a larger 
proportion of sick than is to be found in any other gaol, although rather less than

The Board meets regularly every month for th^ transaction of general business, 
and payment of the salaries of mtem officers and small incidental expenses ; 
but tne contracts and larger accounts are discharged at each assizes by cheques 
to each creditor, signed by three members of the Board. 

Bridewell BridetceU. 

Newtownbutler — ^No prisoners in custody *; twenty-four in the last quarter, of Newtown- 
whom nine were drunkards. This bridewell was clean and orderly, and contains butler, 
sufficient accommodation for prisoners, but very little for the keeper, for whose 
use another apartment is much wanted. Water is supplied by a pump in the 
male yard ; but there is no sewerage. The grass ought to be removed from the 
yards and gravel laid down. The party- wall of the yards required repair, having 
been injur^ by the ivy growing upon the circuit-walL Bedding, blankets, and 
sheets sufficient. Some buckets, stirabout tins, plates, and spoons were much 
wanted. 

Petty sessions fortnightly, and transmittals regular. The registry correctly 
kept, and all the committals forthcoming ; but some of them dated the day subse- 
quent to that of lodgement in the bridevoelL The keeper is not justified in taking 
any prisoner into his custody unless directed to do so by a committal signed by 
a magistrate ; but in order to accommodate the constabulary he may, in ex- 
ceptional cases, permit the constables to use cells to confine prisoners whom they 
may have arrested, the constables renudnu^ in charge. 

The Local Inspector visits regularly. 

Dietary.~-The keeper, who Imd been lately appointed, imadned that he was 
merely permitted to give the prisoners as much food as he could procure for 4d, 
a-day. The author^ed dietary table, with whidi he ought to be at once sup- 
plied, shows the quantity of food to be issued to each prisoner at each meal. 
The keeper if bound to comply with those directions, and the Board of Superin- 
tendence, after examination of his accounts, to pay him for the quantities so 
issued* Salary of the keeper, £20.

The committals of both sexes in 1857 were more numerous than in 1856; 
but whilst the daily average of males remaine<l unchanged, that of females 
decreased on^-Aa(^ so that the committals of prisoners of this sex must have 
been for short terms and trifling offences. 

The return of committals for the first six months of the current year as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1857, exhibits a considerable decrease in 
the committals of males, and a very slight increase in those of females ; but, on 
the other hand, the daily average of males in 1858 has largely exceeded that in 
1857t whilst in that of females there has been no change. In the re-committals 
there appears to have been no noteworthy change. 

The return of the number in custody on the 22nd of June for the last four 
years, shows a great excess of males in 1 858 over any of the former years given ; 
but I am inclined to believe that this unfavourable feature is owing to temporarj- 
and exceptional causes, and that the returns for the entire year of 1858 will 
not show any great rise in male crime. 

There were no sentences to solitary confinement or whipping in 1857.

The building was throughout in sound repair (with the exception of some 
cracks in the cdHn^s of the corridors), dry, well ventilated, very clean, and 
secure, the locks having been lately put in order. 

An abundant supply of water is raised by the tread-wheel, and distributed by 
pipes to every vara ; and good drinking water is procured from a hand-pump. 
The sewerage has lately been much improved and is now effective. 

The bed-ticks and sheets were sufficient, but some of the blankets were very 
tliin for winter use. Prison dresses are regularly issued, but some of the male 
clothing was very ragged.

The accommodation for males is ample ; and as all the cdls are of sufficient aizo 

p "'T' . for separation, it is to be hoped that the authorities will determine to adapt this 

j^^^ prison to that system, or at least to an approximation to it, which has been 

OaoU lound so effectual both as a deterrent and as preventing moral contamination, 

and which might here be established at a comparatively smaU expense. The 

stone-breaking jrard is fitted with sheds for separating the prisoners whilst thus 

employed ; and it is very desirable that the tread-whed should be furnished with 

partitions for the same purpose. The other industrial labour and the schooling 

are carried on in the day rooms and in a workroom where a scutching machine 

is phiced. 

The marshalsea is commodious, and the kitchen excellent. Tubs and towels 
are supjjlied to every yard ; and there are good baths, in which all are washed 
on admission. The female prison contains a sufficient number of cells, but 
unfortunately those on the ground-floor are dark and inconvenient, and there- 
fore are not used ; consequently the females are generally in unrestricted associa- 
tion, an arrangement which must necessarily produce much moral corruption, 
by subjecting the less hardened and comparatively innocent to the evil influence 
and example of the most depraved and abandoned criminals. 

The laundry is not partitioned, and there is no drying-room. There is a 
good reception ward, for both sexes, at the entrance to the gaol. The males 
are classified according to the directions of the Prisons Act. The females are 
divided into two or three classes according to character, the prostitutes bdng 
kept apart from the rest. All of both sexes usually take their meals and sleep 
in separate cells ; but occasionally there are more females than can be accom- 
modated separately, the lower cells in the female prison not being fit for use at 
night. 

The Governor always attends the lock-up, and one turnkey is on patrol at 
ni^t, but there is no teU-tale clock to test his vigilance. 

Discipline appeared to be strictly maintained, and the general appearance of 
the prisoners was satisfactory.

All the nudes are taoght for an hour daily in their respective classes by the ___ 
turnkeys, under the general supervision of the clerk. This system appears to County <^ 
nje objectionable, for it can hardly be supposed that all the turnkeys are com- LeUrim 
petent to instruct even in the mere rudiments of education, and the attention of ^^' 
the schoolmaster is too much divided for his supervision to be of much avail. 
A proof of the inefficiency of the existing system was affisrded me by the fact, 
that a boy, who had been attending school for a year, could not read. I there- 
fore strongly repommcnd to the Board the following alterations in this depart- 
ment : — Firstly, that partitions and desks should be erected in one of the day- 
rooms, to be made a schoolroom ; secondly, that all the male pupils should be 
assembled in the schoolroom, thus fitted with separate compartments, to be 
taught by the schoolmaster ; and that in order to reduce the number of pupils, 
none above twenty-five or thirty years of age should be admitted, inasmuch as 
it is a mere waste of time to endeavour to teach old men ; thirdly, that in select- 
ing a successor to the turnkey about to be superannuated, care shotdd be taken 
to choose a person qualified to teach, who might assist the schoolmaster ; and 
fourthly, that the females, who are at present very imperfectly instructed by the 
matron, shoidd also be taught by the schoolmaster, a matron of course being 
present. 

A registry of progress is kept, but it is veiy desirable that the Chaphun should, 
from time to time, visit the school and test the accuracy of the entries in the 
Registry.

There were no complaints of the provisions, but the milk appeared to me thin 
and watery, and it had been frequently reported by the Chaplain.

I regret to have to state that there is still no Roman Catholic Chaplain in 
this gaol, so that for two years the great majority of the prisoners have been 
without the assistance of any spiritual adviser, and have not even attendee! 
Divine Service on Sunday. The Protestant Chaplain receives a temporary- 
addition to his salary of £ 1 5, in consequence of the entire duty of the inspection 
of provisions having devolved upon him. 

The 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, fixes £50 as the maximum, and £30 as the minimum 
salary to be allowed to Chaplains. The minimum salary has been adopted in verj- 
few gaols except such as have three Chaplains, and I would eamestlv recommend 
the local authorities to consider, whether by increasing the salary they could not 
procure the service** of a Roman Catholic Chaplain, and thus avoid the stigma 
of leaving nine-tenths of the prisoners without any religious instruction or mmis- 
tration. 

The salaries of all the officers are paid monthly. The interns are supplied 
with coals, but none receive rations except the nurse-tender. The turnkeys are 
furnished with uniforms.

The committals of males in 1857 were more numerous than in 1856 by ninety- 
eight, whilst those of females were less by ninelr-nine. The daily average of 
males was less by three — the figures being respectively forty-nine and forty-six ; 
and of females by seventeen — ^e figures being thirty-seven and twenty, so that 
the decrease in female crime in 1857 was very great ; and, although male crime 
increased in actual amount, yet the offences must have been of a trifling nature, 
inasmuch as the daily average decreased, whilst the number of committals in- 
creased. The return of committals for the first nine months of 1858 does not 
indicate much change in either sex ; but there has been a large rise in the daily 
average of males (owing to numerous convictions arising out of ill^al proces- 
sions), and a small diminution in that of females. 

On the other hand, the number of males in custody on the day of inspection 
was less, whilst that of females was greater, than on the corresponding day in 
1857 ; but it will be observed that the number of females in gaol on uiat day 
was the highest reached so far in 1858, and must be taken as exceptional, and 
not likely to continue.

Since the last inspection, thirty new working sheds have been erected, so that 
it is no longer necessary to place more than one prisoner in each shecL It is 
also in contemplation to throw down the party- walls of the area attached to the 
female prison, and to make one large yard sufficient for air and exercise, and 
also to erect a partitioned laundry with drying-room overhead. 

I beg to congratulate the Board upon having determined to effect these very 
valuabte improvements, which will enable them to carry out separation in its 
integrity in the female prison. 

I am happy to be able to state that the alterations effected in the female 
prison, witn the view of adapting it to the separate system, have been found to 
be quite successful. 

Tne heating apparatus works well, the ventilation is now satisfactory, the 
bells were all m order, and the arrangements with regard to lavatories and 
water-closets are all that can be wished. A bath is much wanted in this prison, 
in which prisoners on admission may be washed ; and the substitution of cots 
for the stationary bedsteads would be a great improvement. 

The nude prison contains more than double the amount of accommodation 
necessary for existing requirements, but none of the cells are fitted for separation. 

Tubs and towels are supplied in aU the yards for the daily personal ablution 
of prisoners ; and all who require it are washed on admission ; but I found that 
the bath situated near the entrance had latterly not been used for this purpose, 
although specially designed for it. 

The males are classified according to the Prisons Act, but approximative 
separation is maintained by emplo^-ing them at stone-breaking in separate sheds, 
and by requiring them to take their meals and sleep singly in cells. 

All the criminal classes of females are supposed to be kept in strict separation, 
but I found thirteen females, including one girl of eleven years of age, congre- 
gated in the laundry and adjoining yanl The attention of the Board having 
been called to this matter, a similar breach of discipline is not likely to recur. 

The Governor always attends the lock-up. A watchman is on duty every 
night, and the (rovemor occasionally goes round the gaol at night to ascertain 
if the patrol is on the alert ; but a tell- tale clock, which can be procured at a 
trifling expense, would be found to be a much more efficient test of the vigilance 
of the watchmen. 

Tvx> only of the turnkeys officiate as watchmen, consequently these two men 
are up every alternate night, besides being reauired to attend for half of the 
following day. This is very severe duty (much harder than is exacted even of 
soldiers, who are ordinarily allowed three nights in bed for one on guard), and 
appears to have seriously impaired the health of one turnkey who has been sub- 
jected to it ioT fourteen years ; and I would strongly recommend that some better 
anrangements should be made, and the night duty more equally distributed 
amongst the turnkeys. Whenever the opportunity occurs, the offices of deputy- 
governor and clerk might with advantage be consolidated, and, in the place of 
9ie latter officer, an awlitional turnkey appointed, who might take his 8luu*e of 
the night duty.

The above return represents pretty accurately the daily employment of the 
prisoners. 

Stonebreaking constitutes the main employment for males ; and the distinc- 
tion between haxd-labour prisoners and others is very trifling. 

It is very desirable that the inspection holes in the doors of the stonebreaking 
sheds should be made much larger, so as to eimble the turnkeys on duty in the 
vards to ascertain if the prisoners are really working, and breaking the stones, 
instead of idling, which I have reason to believe not unfrequently occurs. 

The amount of industrial employment, i.c., in trades and handicrafts, likely to 
enable the prisoner to earn his livelihood on discharge, is very small. The 
cooking for the entire gaol is done by the females, and this arrangement has 
been found to work very satisfactorily.

The prisoners of both sexes are instructed in reading, writing, and arithmetic 
by a competent schoolmaster, a matron of course being present whilst the females 
are being taught. I highly approve of a suggestion put forward by the recently 
appoint(5l Local Lispector, that during the winter months the schools should be 
carried on in the evenings, so as to leave all tlic hours of daylight available for 
industrial occui)ationH. The schools are well conducte<i, and are visited from 
time to time by the Chaplains, who record their comments u\khx the management 
of the schools. A satisfactory Registry of Progress is kept. 

Dietary and Contracts.

There were some complaints of the stirabout and buttermilk, which appeared 
to me to be well founded; the former having admittedly been thin of late, and the 
latter having been frequently objected to by the Chaplains. The Drovisions are 
regularly inspected by the Chaplains, who very properly record their opinions 
of the quality of each article of food examined. 

Books and Accounts, 

The registries, books, and accounts are kept with very laudable care and 
accuracy, and were most minutely checked bv the late lamented Local In- 
spector, who had caused all the old books to be ruled so as to resemble those 
enumerated in the " Approved Forms of Gaol Books." A " Daily Employment 
of Prisoners* Book," and an ** Extra Diet Book," were required.

I regret to have to report Uiat Dr. Skipton, the Local Lispector, died a few 'lays 
after my second visit; and I beg to take this opportunity of expressing the very 
high opinion which my colleague and I entertained of the zeal and efficiencnr of 
this officer, who was always ready to give effect to any suggestions we mijght 
offer, and spared no pains to improve the condition of the g^L Since the last 
inspection, Marcus Aiooney has been appointed clerk, vice James Hannan, dis- 
missed ; and the Governor, Mr. Kitchen, after many years' service, has retired 
upon superannuation. 

On the 3rd of November, Mr. Chambers was appointed Local Inspector, and 
Lieutenant Boyd, Governor, subject to the prescribed probation of three months, 
in succession to the late Dr. Skipton, and to Mr. Kitchen. The extern officers 
and the Governor are paid at Assizes, the subordinate officers monthly. All the 
intern officers receive rations, coals, and candles. The turnkeys are supplied 
with uniforms and arms. With reference to some irregularities I have noticed, 
it is but fair to state that at the time of my visit, the Governor and matron were 
both absent by permission of the Board, and the Local Inspector had for a 
month previously been confined to his house by the illness which proved fatal to 
him. 1 bee to submit to the Board that leave of absence should never be 
grants to the Goyemor and matron at the same time.

Coleraine. Colercdne. — One male in custody. Thirty-seven prisoners in the last quarter, 
of whom ten were drunkards. The house clean and orderly throughout Tumps 
in order ; sewerage effective. Bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient. Petty 
sessions fortnightly, transmittals regular. Registry and committals correct.

The new bridewell, which was about to be occupied, is decidedly inferior to 
the old one. It will be difficult to take a refractory prisoner up to the third 
story ; there is no sewerage from the privies ; the yards arc insecure, owing to the 
position of the windows dose to the point where the circuit wall joins the build- 
mg ; and the lower cells and day-rooms arc very dark.

The committals and daily average of both sexes were less in 1 858 than in 1 857, 
and in the re-committals there was scarcely any change. 

It will be observed that the reduction in the committals is chiefly caused by 
the decrease in the number of drunkards of both sexes ; but, on the other hand, 
there has been a slight increase in vagrancy, which is singular, as elsewhere this 
class of offenders has nearly ceased to exist. It is gratifying to find that there 
have of late been no very serious crimes in this county, and that the sentences to 
penal servitude have been very few ; and also that juvenile offenders have become 
veiT rare. 

There were no sentences to solitary confinement or whipping in the past year, 
and no escapes from the prison.

The building was in good repair, clean, and secure, but the female cells are 
rather damp. An abundant supply of good water is raised by the tread-wheel, 
but the sewerage continues to be very defective as noticed in previous reports. 
The work-sheds, to the dilapidated condition of which my colleague called 
attention last year, have not been repaired. The bedding, blankets, and sheets, 
were suflicient. Prison dresses regularly issued, but some of the male clothing 
was very indifferent.

No change has been made in the accommodation since the last inspection. 
There is no accommodation provided for female debtors, and but one marshalsea 
for male master and pauper debtors. In this building, and under the same roof, 
are also placed the reception ward and the itch ward, there being only one yard 
in common to all. It would be highly desirable to remove the itch ward to the 
hospital, and to cut off a portion of the yard, so as to form an enclosure for 
prisoners while awaiting the surgeon's inspection in the reception ward. 

The laundrj^ is an inconvenient apartment, and is not partitioned ; and the 
drying-room is quite ineffective, as the small amount of ncated air, which is 
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generated by a pipe leading from the boUer, escapes in consequence of there being North 
no close ceifing. District. 

There are baths, in which those who require it are washed on admission, but (^oiw^o/ 
no lavatories ; tubs and towels are. however, provided in all the yards for the Lon^ord 
daily personal ablution of the prisoners. Gaoi, 

The males arc now in five classes, chiefly in accordance with the directions of 
the Prisons Act, and sleep in separate cells, but take their meals in the day-rooms. 
It is very desirable that the meals should be taken in the cells, the rule to be 
relaxed in very cold weather, so long as the cells are not artificially heated. 

At my second visit, I foimd that the females had, subsequently to my first 
inspection, been subjected to entire separation. 

They had been kept in their cells day and night, except such as were from 
time to time employed in the laundry, had been deprived of their daily exercise 
in the open air, and had been only allowed access to the fire in the day-room, 
singly, for one hour each day. 

The evils resulting from the unrestricted association heretofore prevailing in the 
female side of this prison had been frequently pointed out by the Inspectors- 
General and the local oflBcers, and the Boaitl had been urged to remedy this glaring 
defect ; but it was never intended that females should be subjected to separation 
in cells which are neither heated nor fitted with bells, and which are moreover 
damp. The 3 & 4 Victoria, cap. 44, directs that no cell shall be used for sepa- 
ration, unless furnished with certain requirements strictly laid down ; also, parti- 
cularly requires prisoners so confined to be allowed the benefit of air and exercise. 

Moreover, the 109 sec. of 7 Geo. TV. cap 74, rule 7, gives to every prisoner 
the benefit of a fire for the six winter months. 

Under these circumstances, I was compelled to direct that the treatment of 
these prisoners should be changed, and that they should be allowed sufficient 
exercise and access to the fire. 

I woulil, however, once more urge the authorities to fit the cells of this prison 
with the indispensable requirements detailed in the 3 & 4 Vic, cap. 44, so that 
separation may be legally established, inasmuch as that system has been proved 
to be the only one which efiectually protects the comparatively innocent from 
contamination, and makes the hardened and abandoned female really to feel and 
to dread imprisonment. 

Whilst upon the subject of the female prison, I cannot refrain from noticing 
the conduct of the female officers. The matron is careless and does not strictly 
follow the directions given to her by her superiors, and the assistant-matron is 
slovenly in the extreme. Having at the time of my visit called the attention of 
the Board to this subject, I trust no similar cause of complaint may again arise. 

The lock-up is attended by the Grovemor or his deputy. One turnkey is on 
patrol at night. A tell-tale clock has been purchased to test the vigilance of 
the patrol, but prior to my second visit had got out of onler under very suspi- 
cious circumstances.

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NoBTH The crank-mill u worked by all poor prisonen not physically disqnaUfiedf 
District, a^^j jg ^ged only for grinding grain for consumption in the prison ; but, even under 
rjiZZ^ f these drcumstances, I doubt very much whether the Governor 10 empowered to 
l^SHaS^ employ untried prisoners, or prisoners not sentenced to hard labour, in this 
^^Krf. manner, having regard to the 104 section of 7 Geo. IV. cap 74. 

On the 8th day of December, I found that six out of the eight prisoners em- 
ployed upon the tread-wheel were not under sentences of hard labour, although 
there were seven prisoners so sentenced available for this work, one of whom 
was in the kitchen and the other six at school. As the gaol is entirely supplied 
with water by the tread- wheel, a question mav arise as to tiie power 01 the 
Governor to employ poor prisoners not s^itencea to hard labour for this mnpose, 
vaihen there is not a sufficient number of hard labour prisoners to worh the wheels 

Xn the plea that it is an indispensable prison duty; but under the drcumstanoea 
ve detailed there could be no excuse for such a proceeding, and the hixity of 
discipline and faulty arrangements which could permit of such an irregularity 
takmg place, apparently upon the flole authority of a subordinate turnkey, are 
most reprehensible. 

The number of fbnales has latteriy been barely suiBcient to perform the ordi- 
nary prison duties, such as washing, mending, and cleaning.

There was no school at my first visit, the master having lately resigned, but 
a new schoolmaster was subsequently appointed who i^peared competent and 
efficient. As the Ohi^plains are most attentive to this department, I have no 
doubt that the school will be well conducted. 

I stronsly recommend, however, that the restriction o£ age, character, and 
sentence, uiould be removed, and that all who are likely to profit by instruction 
should be admitted to the school. It is also very desirable that the school should 
be carried on in the evening, during the winter months, so as to leave the pri- 
soners available for industrial employment during the hours of daylight, and that 
the females, as well as the males, should be taught by the schoolmaster, a matron 
of course being present 

Dietary and Contracts.

The extern officers and the Governor are paid half-yearly, the interns monthly. 

None receive rations. The turnkeys are supplied with uniforms and arms. 

My colleague, last year, was constrained to ammadvert strongly upon the care- 
lessness and meffidency of the Governor ; and I regret that I nave been unable 
to discover any material improvement in his performance of duty. 

Unseemly contentions between the Governor and Deputy-Governor have 
occurred during the last year, to the great prejudice of the discipline of the 
prison; and although the latter officer cannot be entirely exonerated, inasmuch 
as he has exhibited, chiefly however on his son's behalf, a Htigious and conten- 
tious spirit, yet my colleague and I entirely concur in the severe reprimand 
which the Board administ^ed to the Governor, whose salary, moreover, was 
reduced £50 by the Grand Jury at the Spring Assizes, 1858. The Officers' 
Grate-book shows that the absences of Mr. Morrow from the prison exceed all 
proper bounds, in frequency, duration, and lateness; and I must express my 
conviction, that unless he changes his mode of life, and devotes himsdif to the 
discharge of his duty, it is impossible to expect any improvement in the condi- 
tion of this gaol, for an entire want of system seems to prevail, each officer doing 
as he likes, and removing prisoners from one class to another without any refer- 
ence to the Governor or nis deputy.

Li 1857 as compared with 1856, there was no change in the committals of 
males, bnt a large decrease in those of females ; an increase in the re-committals 
of males, and a decrease in those of females ; and a considerable decrease in the 
daily average of both sexes. The returns for the first three months and a-half 
of 1858, show a reduction in crime under all the headings, except the daily 
average of females. There has been no noteworthy change in the nature of 
crime, with the exception of an increase in larcenies from the person, chiefly 
committed by professional pickpockets, strangers to the locality.

The building was throughout in good repair, secure, very clean, and adequately 
supplied with water from the new well ; the sewerage is eflfective. The ventila- 
tion continues to be very defective, the windows not having yet been made to 
open, and the consequent want of fresh air rendering the cells close and offensive. 
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North The watercocks generally were leaking and making the cells damp and untidy, 
Di sTBiCT . and some of the bells were out of order. The beds, bidding, blankets, and sheets 
Countu of ^^^"^ sufficient, but all the bedding ought to be taken out of the cots every 
LamlhOtMti. raonnng and well shaken. The prison clothing is now adequate and is regularly 
issued. Since the last inspection there has been no change made in the accom- 
modation, which is ample m every respect, and has been fully described in former 
reports. 

The females have been removed from the upper floor of the right wing to the 
lower floor of the left wing, which contains a sufficient number of cells for 
existing requirements. This change is an improvement, because it more effectually 
secludes the females from the males by avoiding the use of the common stairs, 
and brings them close to the door which leads to the laundry and exercising 
yards ; but it is nevertheless very desmible that the recommendations made in 
former reports should be carried out, viz. : — that a partition should be made in 
the south wing, commencing at cells 16 and *21, and carried to the top of the 
building ; and that a staircase should be constructed at the end of the south 
wing, so as to separate the female prison entirely from the male^ and to give a 
second means of access to the upper storj', which in case of mutiny or fire woiJd 
be extremely useful I would also beg to observe that the use of narrow 
radiating yu*ds has been almost universally discontinued, as not being conducive 
to the active and healthful movement which is indispensable to thoee, who, for so 
large a portion of the twenty-four hours, are subjected to strict separation. The 
debtors exercising ground is still unenclosed, and it would consequently be 
highly desirable that a wall should be erected in order to exclude them from 
other portions of the prison. 

The separate system is strictly carried out with all the criminal classes of both 
sexes. 

The Grovemor, who was absent on leave in consequence of recent domestic 
affliction, alwa^'s attends the lock-up, and there is a night patrol, but no tell- 
tale clock to test the vigilance of the turnkeys on night duty. 

The state of discipline and general appearance of the prisoners were very 
satisfactory.

The surgeon treats all the sick in the cells. This practice may be unobjection- 
able in cases of triffing indisposition, but the cells are too small, even if they were 
well ventilated, for occupation during the entire twenty-four hours by pnson^^ 
confined to their beds ; and, as in the event of any fever or epidemic occurring 
in the gaol it would be absolutely necessary to move the persons affected to 
the hospital, it is of paramount importance that that building should not be 
neglected.

It is happily unnecessary that I should again refer to the de£9Ctive oonfltractioQ 
and accommodation of this prison, inasmuch as the plans for altering and 
enlarging the gaol have been revised and approved by the Grand Juiy and the 
Lord Lieutenant, and the works will be immediately commenced. 

I would, however, call attention to the scanty supply of water (the pumps 
were all dry at the time of my visit,) and the ineffective sewerage, and suggest 
that these material defects should be promptly remedied. 

The building was throughout clean and orderly, but the yards and open space 
between the walls were weedy and untidy. Many of the locks are worn out. 
Bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison clothing sufficient and regulariy issued. 
Under existing circumstances the classification b necessarily very imperfect, 
the females bemg in two divisions only, and sleeping in association. The female 
debtor, however, was accommodated with a room in the Grovemor's house, in 
order to preserve her fi*om association with criminals, drunkards, or prostitutes. 

Every male prisoner sleeps in a single cell. The Governor attends the lock- 
up, but there is no night patrol.

In the committals and daily average for 1857j as compared with 1856, there 
was a considerable decrease ; but the reduction in females was much larger than 
in males, having amounted to one-third in the committals and one-fourth in the 
daUv average number confined. 

The number in custody on the 1 1th of August, 1858, of both sexes, was much 
less than on the corresponding day in any of the three preceding years ; })ut the 
committals of females for the first eight months of 1858 had ^ghtly exceeded 
those tor the corresponding period of 1857, whilst those of males had dimi- 
nished. 

The daily average, however, of both sexes, for 1858, had been much less than 
in 1857 ; and the reduction, taken in proportion to the numbers, was greater 
amonsst females than males. Ou the whole, there is a decided improvement 
both m the nature and amount of crime in this county, and juvenile offenders 
have much diminished. 

There were five dangerous lunatics in custody, four of whom were females, 
whose presence in the ^aol not only interferes with the maintenance of discip- 
line and order, but prejudices their own chances of recovery — a prison not being 
provided either with officers or appliances suitable ibr their treatment.

The building was throughout in good r^h*, secure, dry, wdl- ventilated, and 
sufficiently supplied with water, pipes havmg been lat^ conducted from the 
roof to cisterns, which will largely increase the supply of soft water. 

The sewers have not sufficient slope, and can only be kept clear by constant 
flushing, which consumes a large quantity of water. 

Many of the bedticks and some of the blankets were ragged and dirty — 
sheets adequate. 

Sufficient prison dresses are furnished, but there appeared to hare been some 
irregularity about the issue of shoes, and some of the prisoners had been allowed 
to keep their own shirts as well as the prison shirts, a practice which it would be 
advisaole to discontinue, as calculated in many ways to cause quarrels and irre- 
gularity.

No alteration or improvement has been oflected in the accommodation since 
the last inspection, nor is any in contemplation. The acconmiodation for both 
sexes is amply sufficient for existing requirements, but, unfortunately, iMHie of 
the celb are large enough for carrying out the 8}'8tem of separate confinement^ 
which is being so generally adopted throughout the gaols of Ireland, and has 
been found to be both deterrent and reformatory. It is tx) be hoped, however, 
that the local authorities will ere long recognise the expediency of adapting the 
gaol, or at least a portion of it, to separation ; for until such a bar to associa- 
tion and communication be established, no great improvement in either prison 
discipline or the conduct of offisnders can be expected ; and with the view of 
taking the first step towards this desirable object, I strongly recommend thAt 
the laundiT and tread- wheel should be partitioned, so » to prevent communi- 
cation dunng the hours of labour. 

There is a reception ward, and a shower bath in which males are wa^ed on 
admission, if necessary. There are no lavatories, but tubs, towels, and soap are 
furnished to every yard. The kitchen and stores are good. The laundrr is 
small and inconvenient, and there is no diring-room — a serious want ; but there 
is ample space within the gaol walls for the erection of a suitable partitioaed 
laundry and a drying-room. 

The 'males are m seven classes, chiefly according to the directions of the Pri- 
sons Act ; and care is taken to separate juv^ules from hardened offenders likely 
to corrupt them. 

The females are in three classes, partly according to theur offences, and murtl^ 
according to presumed character. All of both sexes, except lunatics ana their 
attendants, now take their meals, as well as sleep, singly in thdr cells. 

Tho Grovemor attends the lock-up. One tumkev, by rotation of all, j^akrola 
at night, and his vigilance is tested by a tell-tale dock.

During the twdvemonths endinc; on the day of inspection, no fewer than eight 
feoudet had committed offences of so graye a nature as to require punishment 
by a magistrate. So large a proportion of serious ofiexM)es does not occur in any 
other gaol. I cannot but beheve that there must be a want of temper and ^rm- 
iMss in the management of the female prison to produce audi a resnh. The 
fuuie punishment cells are not within the ftoale pnson, which is objeolioiuible ; 
but females under punishment are always removed to cells in their own pri^n 
at night, and taken back to the solitaries in the morning.

The amount ot industrial labour executed by males is not large, and by females 
still less ; and with the view of providing more occupation for prisoners of the 
latter sex, the want of which, probably, m some measure^ causes the insubordi- 
nation above noticed, I strongly advise that the washing fw the whole gaol 
^ould be done by the females who at present only wash for their own prison.

The younger males are instructed in reading, writing, and arithmetic, by the 
schoolmaster turnkey, who is a very efficient teacher. This school is under the 
Board of National Education, whose Inspector reports very favourably ot it, and 
is very well conducted. I examined several of the pupils, and was well satisfied 
with the progress they had made. The schoolmaster placed in my hands a 
memorial pi^oying for an increase of salary, of which he appears to me fuUy 
deserving. The females arc supposed to be taught bj the assistant matron, but 
there was only one pupil at the time of my visit, and it was clear that this school 
existed more m name than in deed* I strongly recommend that the females 
also should be taught by the schoolmaster, a matron, of course, being present. 
Satisfactory Registries of Progress are kept. I regret to state that we Chap- 
lains never visit the schools.

The Board meets monthly, with sufficient regularity. The smaller bills are 
paid every month, the contracts and larger accounts at each assizes. I was 
mformed that after the next assizes all the bills are to be paid monthly.

The yards required 
gravel No water on the premises or close at hand^ and the sewerage very imper- 
fect. Bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient. Petty sessions weekly, trans- 
mittab regular. R^stiy and committab very correct. The Local Inspector 
visits frequently. Dietary — Oatmeal stirabout and milk, bread and gruel. 
Cost per head per day, 4d. Salary of keeper, £15. 

Swineford. — One male and three females in custody. Thirty-five prisoners in the Swineford. 
last quarter, of whom one was a drunkard. The accommodation for prisoners 
tolerable, but that for the keeper so inadequate (consbting of only one very small 
room) that he does not reside in the briaewell. He, however, assured mo that 
he slept there whenever there were any prisoners. Repairs were required to 
the roof. The building clean and orderly. No water on the premises or near at 
hand. Privies clearable from outside, bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient. 
Petty sessions supposed to be held fortnightly, but intervals of three weeks and 
a month frequently occur between petty sessions, and, consequently, improper 
detentions in the bridewell for lengthened periods are not unusuaL For instance : 
On the day of my visit, August 11th, there were two females in custody — one 
committed on the 8th, the other on the 21st of July — one advanced in preg- 
nancy, the other subject to severe epileptic fits, and both remaining in a small 
miserable bridewell much longer than ought to have been permitted in conse- 
quence of magistrates failing to attend the petty sessions. Registry and com- 
mittids correct.

There was no change worthy of notice in the eommittab of dther sex in 1857 
as compared with 1856 : but whilst Uie daily average of males increased from 
sixteen to twenty-one, that of females decreased from twenty-two to ten. It b, 
therefore, clear, that the sentences of males must have been to longer terms of 
imprisonment, and inferentialiy fcnr grayer offiances ; and of females exactly the 
contrary. 

The committals of males for the first ten months of 1858 wa>e fewer than for 
the corresponding period of 1857, but those of females were more numerous ; 
and in the daily average of both sexes there was a slight increase ; but when we 
consider that the highest number in custody at anv one time in 1857 was thirty 
males and twenty finales, and that on the 23rd o^ March, 1852, there were no 
less than one hundred and eisfat males and forty-eight females in this gaol, the 
decrease in crime in the last five years ai^>ear8 truly gratifying. 

There were no sentences to sohtary confinement or whipping in 1857.

The building was thron^^orut in good repair, dry, well yentilated, very dean, 
and abundantly supplied with water, which is raued by the tread-wheel v&d 
hand-poju), and distributed by pipes to every yard. Hie sewerage ii effiMtive, 
and is flushed from time to lame. 

The bedding and sheets were sufficient, but some of the blankets were very 
thin. Adequate prison dresses are regularly issued.

Since the last inspection, the female prison has been enlarged, by taking in 
the block of building heretofore allotted to male lunatics. This has added tw^e 
cells to the accommodation for females ; and the day-room has been conv^ted 
into a laundry, furnished with a boiler and with troughs, arranged so as to 
obviate some of the evils pointed out by my colleague last year; but the troughs 
have not been fitted with partitions, which are indispensable to prevent unre- 
strained communication between the women employea at washing. It is also in 
contemplation to convert a neighbouring apartment into a drrine-room. ^ 

Both the male and female prisons now oontain a numb^ of cdls sufficient for 
existing requirements, but none of the cdls, except the punishment celU which 
are in a detached block, are heated, or in any way adapted to separation. 

There are no ooyered lavatories : but tubs, soap, and toweli are provided in 
erery yard fbr the daily penooal ablation of tl^ pnionens. There eienobathi. 
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except in the hospital, so that those who require cleansing on admission are 
washed in large tubs in the yard attached to the reception ward. 

The interval between the lodges has not been bricked up, and consequentlj, 
as mentioned in a previous report, escape over the entrance-^te is easy. 

The males are classified according to the direction of the Prisons Act. The 
females are in two classes, according to character. All of both sexes take their 
meals and sleep singly in cells, but are associated at labour and at schooL 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a patrol is maintained at night by 
two watchmen, but there is no tell-tale dock to test their vigilance. 

The general appearance of the prisoners was satisfactory, and strict discipline 
appeared to be maintained, which is especially creditable to the Governor, con- 
sidering the very small number of pumshments inflicted, as shown below : —

Many prisoners complained that the stirabout had latterly been served out to 
them thin and cold. At this season of the year new meal is apt to make thin 
stirabout, but there can be no excuse for the stirabout having been issued cold, 
as the turnkeys admitted had been the case. I feel assured that the Governor, 
who had returned from a month*s leave of absence on the day preceding my 
visit, will take care that there shall be no cause for complaint on this score in 
future. 

The Chaplains inspect the provisions regularly ; but it is necessary that an 
" Inspection of Provision Book " should be provided, in which these officers are 
to record their opinions of every article of food inspected* 

Books and Accounts, 

The Registries, four books, and accounts are kept with very praiseworthy care 
and accuracy. The Chaplains keep journals, which are submitted to the Board 
at each meeting, and it is desirable that the Local Inspector should be prodded 
with a similar record. The Governor's journal was satisfactory. " Extern and 
Intern Officers* Gatebooks," "Daily Employment of Prisoners' Book," " Extra 
Diet Book," &c., according to the " approved forms," have been procured, and 
are carefully kept. N.B.—The exact time at which all officers enter and leave 
the gaol is to be recorded in the gatebooks.

Juvenile offenders have also 
become very rare. There were five lunatics in custody, whose presence in a 
gaol is Tery objectionable.

No alterations or improvements had been effected since the last inspection. 
The gaol was throughout in good repair, secure, clean, orderly, well ventilated, 
and aoundantly supplied with good water, which b raised by the tread-wheel, and 
distributed by pipes to evaj yard ; the sewerage is indifferent, the sewers not 
having sufficient slope. The bedding, blankets, and sheets wcto adequate^ 
exc^t in the hospital 

The acconunodlation for males is ample ; that for females is limited, there 
being only eighteen cells for that sex. 

The ceus are all of sufficient size for separation, and it is much to be regretted 
that no intention is manifested of adapting them to that system, which has been 
found so efficient, both as a deterrent and as a bar to moral contamination. 

There are two good marshalseas, containing much more accommodation than 
is ever likely to be required fcnr that class of prisoners. It appeared to me that 
the female prison mi^t be extended by adding to it a portion of the male prison 
immediately adjoining, and that if the accommodation for males were found to 
be too much contracted by such an alteration, one of the marshalseas might verj- 
easily be allocated to criminals, since the other would contain ample space for 
the reception of all debtors. There is a good school-room and convement kitchen : 
the store-room is rather small, as is also the laundry ; it is desirable that the 
laundry and tread-wheel should be fitted with partitions so as to prevent com- 
munication between the prisoners during these hours of labour, thus extending 
the approximate separation established with reepect to the stone breaking and 
genem discipline of the gaoL There is no £ying-room, a want which is 
severely felt; wooden tubs, towels (the latter, however, very small and ragged), 
and soap, are furnished to each yanl, and there are two good baths for mj^s, in 
which all are washed on admission ; but there is no bath for the females, an evil 
which calls for immediate remedy. 

Classification of the males is strictly and carefully carried out according to 
the directions of the Prisons Act ; and m addition, juveniles are as much as pos- 
sible kept apart from adults — a very proper arrangement, as preventing much 
moral corruption. 

The females are in three classes according to character ; aU the males, and the 
females as far as the accommodation ynW. permit, sleep and take thdr meals in 
separate cells. 

The prisoners generally presented a satisfactory appearance, and sufficient 
prison dresses are regularly issued ; strict, and yet temperate discipline, is main- 
tained amongst all cmsses. 

The Governor always attends the lock-up, and a turnkey is on patrol every 
night. The Grovemor occasionally ascertains, at uncertain hours of the night, 
if the patrol is vigilant ; but there is no tell-tale dock, by which to test effec- 
tually the regularity of the watchman.

The committals and daily average of males in 1857 considerably exceeded 
those in the preceding year, but the daily average of females was much leis, 
whilst in the number of committals of this sex there was no change. On the 
21st of June, 1858, there were fewer males and more females in custody than on 
the same day in 1 857 ; and the daily average of males for the first six months of 
1858 has largely exceeded that for 1857.

The male prison and the old portion of the female prison were in good repair, 
dry, secure, and well ventilated. The ventilation and heating of the new 
female prison, containing sixteen cells adapted to separation, have not been 
improved, and therefore continue to be most imperfect, as shown in previous 
reports ; and all the bells of the eight lower cells were out of order. Water is 
raised by the tread-wheel, and supplied by pipes to every yard. There are lava- 
tories in the new female prison, but in the old portions of the building smidl tubs 
merely, in the open air, are supplied for the personal ablution of prisoners ; and 
as the baths in the male hospital are not used, from a desire to economize fuel 
and water (the latter being scarce in autumn), prisoners are not washed on 
admission. The laundry is small and inconvenient, and there is no drying- 
room. Adequate bedding, blankets, and sheets are supplied to every bed, and 
the prison dresses were sufficient, and regularly issued, with the exception that 
the females were not supplied with shoes, although the Prisons Act expressly 
includes shoes in the dress to be allowed to that sex. 

It is very desirable that a curtain should be hung in the chapd between the 
sexes. The males were in six classes, exclusive of debtors, and are classified 
according to the directions of the Prisons Act. The tread- wheel is partitioned, 
but at other descriptions of labour the prisoners are associated. The sixteen 
cells in the new female prison are allocated to the re-committed and most serious 
offenders, who are subjected to the separate system in its entirety, and the

remainder of the females are divided into two or three classes, according to North 
character and conduct All of both sexes sleq) and take their meals in single P^ stri ct. 

The Grovemor or his deputy always attends the lock-up ; and one turnkey, Roaeommon 
by rotation of all, is on duty at night, and his vigilance is tested by a tell-taie Uuol, 
clock.

The above return may be considered as representing the ordinary daily employ- 
ment of the prisoners. Hard-labour prisoners are usually worked for two hours 
on the tread-wheel and two hours at shot-drill each day. 

The amount of industrial labour executed by females is very limited. The 
sheets for the prison were numufactured by prisoners, and the prison clothing is 
usually made up in the gaol.

The clerk, who is also schoolmaster, instructs each class of males for an hour 
daily in reading, writing,, and arithmetic. I examined several of the pupils, and 
was satisfied witli the progress made by those who. had been in the gaol for any 
considerable time ; but it is very desirable that copy-books should to furnished 
for those who are able to write tolerably. 

The registry of progress of the approved form had been provided, but the 
schoolmaster had not understood how to keep it properly. 

The Chaplains are said to visit the school, but make no entry of such visits in 
their journals. 

I regret to have to repeat the statement that there is no educational instruction 
whatever for females, although the separate system, to which the niajority of them 
are subjected, peculiarly requires this important adjunct, and by its action renders 
the prisoners both more apt as well as more anxious to Icam.

There were some complaints of the quality of the bread and stbrabout, but on 
the day of my inspection both these articleB of food, as well as the milk, were 
\(acy good ; and the provisions are regularly inspected by the Chaplains, who 
had not found fault with any of them, except the milk, ror some tune. I left 
with the Local Inspector a copy of a form for an ** Inspection of Proviaioiis 
Book," in which the comments of the Chaplains upon the provisions will be more 
clearly entered than in their journals. 

Books cmd AccotmU, 

The registries, books, and accounts are kept with care and accuracy, and the 
majority of the books included in the " approved forms" have been procured. 
There is an "Extern Officers' Gate Book," showing the duration of the vnits, and 
the Chaplains and Governor keep jowiuds, those of the former officers being 
submitted to the Board at each meeting. It is desirable t^at the Local Inspector 
should be furnished with a similar record. 

No orders for extra diet by the surgeon ought to be ooiuidered valid after the 
expiration of seven days fTX)m the date of the order.

None of the officers 
receive rations, but the turnkeys are supplied with imiforms and arms. 

An assistant matron is much required, it being utterly impossible that one 
matron can efficiently manage a female prison, of which a large portion u under 
the separate system, and of which the aaily average number of inm^y^ for the 
last two years has been twenty-one.

Strohestown. — No prisoners in custody; 76 in the last quarter, of whom 12 Strokes- 
were drunkards. This miserable bridewell contains only one s[eq)ing-room) town, 
and one drunkards* cdl for males, and one cell for females^ which opens into the 
male dormitory. There is one yard (quite insecure, owing .to the lowness of the 
walls), one privy, and one day-room, common to both sexes. It is scarcely 
necessary to repeat the statement, that such a building is unfit to be used as a 
prison. The building was clean and orderly throughout ; bedding, blankets, and 
sheets sufficient. Wat.er is procured from a draw-well on the premises, and a 
sewer from the privy was about to be constructed. Some tins for stirabout were 
wanted. Petty Ses^ons are held fortnightly; transmittals regular. Registry 
and committals very correct 

The Local Inspector visits regularly. Dietary — Breakfast^stirabout and 
mDk. Dinner — ^potatoes and milk. Cost per head per day, 4d. The keeper's 
salary has been raised from £10 to £15. 

Castlerea No prisoners ; 23 in the last quarter, of whom 1 2 were drunkards. Castlerea. 

Tlie construction and accommodation of this bridewell are exactly similar to that 
at Strokestown, and, consequently, equally objectionable. Moreover, there is no 
sewerage, and no water on the premises, or near at hand. The grass ought to 
be removed from the yard, and gravel laid down. The cells were untidy, and 
the building altogether not thoroughly clean. The blankets on the female beds 
were dLsgracefully bad ; in other respects the bedding, blankets, and sheets were 
sufficient. Petty Sessions weekly; transmittals regular. Registry and com- 
mittals correctly kept, but tme illegal sentence to seven days'* imprisonment in the 
bridewell by a Resident Magistrate. 

The Local Inspector visits regularly. Dietary as at the county gaol. Cost 
per head per day, 4jrf. Keeper^s salary has bewi raised to £15, as at Strokes- 
town. 

Boyle. — Four male prisoners; 43 in the last quarter, of whom 10 were Boyle, 
drunkards. This bridewell contains adequate accommodation, and was clean 
and orderly throughout, except that the yards required weeding and gravelling. 
The sewerage is effective, and good water b supplied by a pump on the premises. 
Bedding, blankets, and sheets sufficient. Petty Sessions wec^y ; transmittals 
regular. Registry and committals correct. The Local Inspector visits regularly. 
Dietary as at county gaoL Cost per head per day, 4rf. 

I learnt, with regret, Uiat the keeper's sahoy had been reduced from £20 to £15.

In 1857, ts compared with 1856, there was a considerable tncr^j^ in the com- 
mittals of males, but a corresponding decrease in those o£ females ; and a small 
reduction in the daily average of males, whilst in that of females there was a 
decrease from 22 to 8, or of 36 per cent 

The returns for the period of 1858 preceding my inspection, compared with 
those for the corresponding period in 1857, show a large mcrease in the commit- 
tals of males, and a trifline rise in those of females ; wnilst the daily average of 
males, so far in 1858, has been higher than in 1 857, and there has been no change 
in that of females. 

Of late years juvenile offenders have much diminished, and vagrancy has become 
very rare. The number in custody on the day of inspection was the lowest 
reached in 1858 up to that day.

The buildinff was throughout in excellent repair, secure, dry, well ventilated, 
scrupulously dean, and abundantly supplied with water, which is conveyed by 
pipes from a spring- well on the hill, and distributed to each yard. Excellent 
drinking water is obtained from a pump on the premises. The sewerage is 
effective, and is flushed from time to time. Sufficient bedding, blankets, and 
sheets are furnished to every bed, and adequate prison dresses are regularly issued.

There has been no change in the accommodation since my ^isit in 1856. The 
accommodation for males considerably exceeds existing requirements. It 
comprises 74 cells, all of sufficient size to justify the Inspectors-General in cer- 
tifying their fitness for carrying out separate confinement. The female prison at 
present only contains 17 such cells, but judging from the returns for the last two 
years, that number of cells wiU in future si^ce for this sex, and in case c^ an 
mcrease in the number, the female criminal prison might easily be enlarged by 
taking in a portion of the adjoining Marshalsea ; and regard bemg had to the 
airy site, and generally good construction of this prison, as well as to the atten- 
tion, energy, and efficiency of the able officers by ivhom it is administered, I 
would most earnestly urge upon the authorities the expediency of adapting the 
gaol to that separate system which has been productive of such good results, 
deterrent and reformatory ; especially as I believe, from the formation of the 
building, this improvement might be effected at comparatively small expense. 

There are spacious Marshalseas for each sex, an excellent kitchen fitted with 
potato boilers, and convenient laundry, which, however, as weU as the tread- wheel, 
ought to be fUmished with partitions, so as to prevent communication between 
the prisoners during the hours of labour. The drying room is of sufficiait sise, 
and is heated and fitted with frames ; work is carried on in the day-rooms, and 
in separate sheds erected in the yards for stone and bone breaking. There are 
no lavatories, but tubs, towels, and soap are supplied in every yard. Hie one 
great defect in the accommodation of the prison is the want of a reception ward, 
which is obviously needed on sanitary grounds, as well as to enable the sui^eon 
to comely with the re(j[uisitions of the Prisons Act At present all on admission, 
until alter inspection by the doctor, are lodged in the hospital The only two 
available baths in the prison are on the fenme side of the hospital, thus beucig 
most inconveniently placed. 

The males are ckssified according to the Prisons Act, and there is a class for 
juveniles, who are not allowed to mix with adults. The females are merely in 
two classes, according to character. Although this classification, as far as it 
goes, is carefully attended to, it is obviously ineffectual to prevent the younger 
and less depraved from receiving much moral contamination and corruption from 
intercourse with the hardened and abandoned ; but unless the female prison be 
adapted to separation, no material improvement in this respect can be attempted. 
All of both sexes, sleep and take their meals in single cells. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a turnkey patrols at night ; but there 
is no tell-tale clock to test his vigilance. 

The state of discipline and general appearance of the prisoners were satisfac- 
tory.

Petty Sessions 
are appointed to be held fortnightly, but are not very regular ; transmittals on 
the day following.

Li the committals of 1857, as compared with those of 1856, there was a small 
increase of males and a correspondinc; decrease of fonales; font the daily average 
of males largely decreased, whust in that of fanales there was no change WQirthT of 
notice. The number of males in custody on the day of inspection was greater toan 
on the corresponding day in 1857 and 1856, and was cnij one less than in 1655; 
that of females was the same as in 1857, two less than in 1856, and ei^t more 
than 1855 ; but of the 26 in custody, 13 were committed for vagranov, an exc^ 
tionable oooonenoe, and attributable to accidental causes not l&eiy to recor. 
The number of oommittab ef both aexei, in the first eight months df 1858, was 
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very nearly the same as in the corresponding period of 1857, but the daily aver- 
age of males was much larger, whilst that of females was much less in 1 858 than 
in 1857. "Assaults** resulting in committals for misdemeanors, have consider- 
ably increased here as elsewhere, but serious felonies have diminished.

The building was throughout clean and orderly, and sufficiently supplied with 
water, which is raised by the tread-wheel and pump, and distributed by pipes 
throughout the prison. The sewerage is tol^i^bly effective. ^ arch in the 
debtor's prison had given way, and the building was at the time or my visit sup- 
ported by props, but the necessary repairs were about to be executed. The bed- 
ding, blimkets, and sheets were sufficient, and adequate prison dresses are regu- 
larly issued.

No change had taken place in the arrangement of the accommodation of the 
male j)rison, which contams double the number of cells ordinarily required, but 
is not in any respect adapted to separation ; dthough it is to be hoped that the 
local authorities will, ere long, extend to males the advantages which they have 
conferred upon females, by fitting their prison for the cairying out of the separate 
system. There are no lavatories or batns in the male prison, but tubs and towds 
arc furnished to each yard, and there are trouehs in the open air in which those 
who particularly require it are washed on adnussion. The lighting and ventila- 
tion of the lower tier of ceUs in the female prison have be^i much improved by 
doubline the size of the windows, and admitting more firesh air. 

All the cells of this prison were dry, clean, and well ventilated, the bells in 
good order, and tiie heating apparatus working satis&ctorily. The lavatories 
are dark and inconvenient, and tnere are only four waterclosets, too small a num- 
ber for so many cells. 

The arrangement of the chapel is very fiEtulty — Ihe seats are all on a levd, and 
the partitions so high, that the prisoners can neillier see the chaplain nor be seen 
by him or the turnkeys on duty, and consequentiv the prisoners are not only 
inattentive, but frequentiy irreverent and insubormnate during the performance 
of Divine Service. The floor ought to be raised twelve or fift^ feet at tiie back 
wall, and gradually sloped till it reaches the present level in front of the chap- 
lain*s pulpit, and tne partitions lowered so as to allow all the prisoners to see and 
be seal. A temporary kitchen has been erected in one of the male ^ards. the 
new kitchen havmg been rendered usdess by the defective construction or the 



I beg to can the attention of the Board to the necessity of making this spa- 
cious apartment available, more especially as it is beinff rapidly ii\jurea by damp. 
The laundry is not fitted with partitions, which are indispensable to the mainte- 
nance of separation during the employment of the women at washing, and if 
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much incommoded by the Bteadn from the dr^ong-room, which, strange to say, is 
placed underneath it. 

The males are classified according to the directions of the Prisons Act. They 
always sleep, and in summer take their meals, singly in the cells, but in winter 
the meals are taken in the day-rooms, the cells not beinff heated. Stonebreaking 
and handicrafts are also carried on in separate sheds and workshops ; but I fonnd^ 
with regret, that the partitions had been removed from the tread-wheel, under 
the impression that they were inoonyenient, and only left room for .10 instead of 
14 men on the wheel £lsewhere partitions made of iron-sheeting have been 
adopted without producing inconvenience or taking up too much room. All the 
criminal classes of females are subjected to strict separation, except in the 
laundry. 

^ The Deputy-Governor attends the lock-up, and one of the turnkeys, by rota- 
tion of all, patrols at night. A tell-tale clock has been procured to test the vigi- 
lance of the watchman, but it has not yet been put in ord^, although its defec- 
tive state was noticed in the last report.

In the Gatc-porter*8 Book of the committals and discharges of prisoners were 
many errors and omissions, and it had clearlv been kept very carelessly. This is 
one of the most important books, for by it the "Daily Consumption Book" can 
be most ^ectually checked. The other three books ordered by the Court of 
Queen's Bench were accurately kept. 

Journals had been provided for the chaplains, but I found, with regret, that 
these ofHcers had made no entries in them. The Grovemor keeps a journal, and 
it is desirable that the local inspector should be provided with a similar record. 
There is an Intern Officers' Gate Book showing^ the dates of egress and ingress, 
but the Governor's name had not been entered in it, an omission which must be 
in future supplied. 

An "Extern Officers' Gate Book," "Extra Diet Book,'' "Daily Employment 
of Frisoners' Book,'* &c., accordingto the copy of "Approved Forms," left with 
the local inspector, are required. The accounts appeaj*ed dear and satisfactory, 
knd th^ pass-books are required to agree with tne abstract at foot of the D.

The committab for the entire ^ear 1858, amounted to — males 480, females 171 ; 
so that in 1858, as compared with 1857^ there was in this respect a slight increase 
in male crime, and a large decrease in female. The returns of the dajly ayerages 
for the two years show the same result, and the reduction in the re-committals of 
females for the last year is very considerable. 

The Grovemor, whose experience qualifies him to form a correct opinion upon this 
subject, IxJieves that this gratifying improvement in the state of female crime is 
chiefly attributable to the operation of separation upon that sex; the recurrent 
and habitual offenders being deteired by a system which prevents them &om 
conversing with their associates in mendicancy, pilfering, and theft; and the testi- 
mony of all prison officers, wherever separation has be^ introduced, is uniformly 
to the same effect The local authorities recognising the advantages accruing 
from the partial introduction of this s^'stem, have during the past year largely 
increased the accommodation of the female prison, by adding to it an adjacent 
portion of the male side, which they have adapted to separation ; and I am 
mduced to hope, that at no distant period, they will furnish the remainder of the 
male prison with the requirements for separation, and thus bring the same influ- 
ences to bear upon this sex as have operated so successfully upon the other. 

Juvenile offenders had latterly increased, owing to the numerous committals 
from the workhouse, where much insubordination and irregularity had pre- 
vailed. It will be observed, that committals for drunkenness have diminished in 
both sexes ; but that male vagrants have increased, whilst female have largely 
decreased.

The suggestions made by my colleague and myself in our last two reports 
have been adopted by the Board, and a portion of the male prison has been 
added to the female side and adapted to separation. This addition contains 
fourteen well ventilated cells, fitt^i with bells, and heated with hot water, and 
is furnished with a sufficient number of water-closets and lavatories, the arrange- 
ment of some of which, however, is faulty in the respect I pointed out to the 
Governor, which might be easily corrected. This prison was ready for occupation 
with the exception of some defect in the working of the heating apparatus ; but 
so soon as that shall have been rectified, the Inspectors-Grenend will have much 
pleasure in giving the certificate required by 3 & 4 Vic, cap. 44. 

This improvement, in addition to the eleven cells previously fitted for separa- 
tion, which were in perfect order, has provided an amply sufficient number of 
cells for the existing and probable requirements of the female prison; but in 
order to make it complete for carrying out the separate system, it is indis- 
pensable that the laundry should be partitioned ; for at present unrestricted 
association exists there, and thus much of the advantage g^ed by keeping the 
women in separate cells is lost. 

The male prison still contains ample acconunodation, and I trust will ere long 
be altered as above recommended. There are good baths for both sexes, in 
which all who require it are washed on admission, and where lavatories are not 
provided, tubs and towels are fnmished for the daily personal ablution of the 
prisoners. 

Considerable attention is paid to the classification of the males, who were in 
seven divisions, the juveniles being kept apart, as far as possible, from the adults, 
and all sleeping and taking their meals in single cells. 

Until the new wing be ready for occupation, only eleven females can be sub- 
jected to strict separation^he remainder being divided into two classes. The 
Governor alwa^ attends the lock-up; and two turnkeys, by rotation of all, are on 
the patrol at mghU A tell-tale clock has been orden^d for the purpose of testing 
their vigilance.

The females, a matron being present, as well as the males, are now tancht by 
the schoolmaster, who is very competent and efficient. This school is under the 
National Board (whose Inspector reports favourably of it) and appears to be very 
well conducted. The progress made by many of the sdiolars, esfjecially by the 
females since they have been taught by the master, was veiy satisfactory, and 
a Registry of Progress of the approved form is carefiilly kept. The Presbyterian 
Chapudn occasionidly visits the school ; but I regret to state that the other two

68, clearly intended 
thkt the Chaplams should report in their joumals the impressions, which 
their visits to prisoners of their respective persuasions made upon them and any 
other observations with reference to the conduct and management of the gaol, 
which cannot fail to occur to officers who are required by law to visit the gaol 
at least three times a week.

And if we examine the average of the present year, for the first six months, in 
comparison with that of 1857, we find the amount to be twenty-five to thirty- 
four. Again, in this small aggregate of mne are included two under rule of 
penal servitude, and, therefore, immediately removable to convict prisons; one 
transferred from Naas gaol, in consequence of the alterations in progress there ; 
and (me debtor; — so that the current crime of the county is represented by only 
ffteen individuals. There were no lunatics, no vagrants, and no workhouse 
offenders^the two latter classes, which heretofore contributed a large proportion 
to the population of gaols, having yielded to the increasing prospenty of the 
country. The juveniles, also, have experienced a considerable decrease.

The building was throughout in excellent order — secure, clean, well lighted and 
ventilated, and abundantly supplied with water, which is conducted to the baths, 
to the lavatories, and to most of the privies, and is applied to flushing the sewers. 
The prisoners of both sexes are washed, but not bathed, on admission, and soap 
and towels are furnished for daily personal ablution. 

The laundry is partitioned; and the dning- room, kitchen, and store-rooms are 
adequate ; but there is no reception ward, nor does it api)ear that any examina- 
tion by the Surgeon takes place on committal. 

The stock of bedding, blankets, and sheets was ample ; and there was a suffi- 
ciency of gaol clothing. 

The female ceUs fitted for separation exceed in number the ordinary occupants, 
and thus secure to all prisoners of this sex, the advantages of this admirable 
system in its integrity. The males are classified according to the Prisons Act, 
sleep, and take their meals in single cells, and are separated when engaged in 
pmutive labour or the tread-wheel ; but, while employed at trades, are sometimes 
in association — an objection, which might easily be obviated by placing them 
apart during the contmuance of the present paucity of inmates. In fact, a very 
trifling outlay would enable the Board to extend to every part of the prison that 
form of discipline, to the deterrent and reformatory effects of which, their own 
experience can bear testimony, grounded on a comparison of the male and 
female re-committals. 

The lock-up is attended nightly by the Governor or his deputy ; but there is 
no patrol, nor inspection of the prison after ten o'clock, p.m. From the 1 st of 
January up to the day of inspection — a period of nearly six months — not one 
punishment had been inflicted, so normal are the good order and vigilance, which 
prevail here.

The foregoing schedule f\imishe8 an epitome of the manner, in which all tht 
piisoneri in embody on the day of inspection were employed. The ^«ad-wheal, 
which is divided by partitions, and is furnished with steals for the intervals of 
ntt, is applied to the raising of water. Materials for intcon consumption were 
haretofore manu^ictured in the gaol; but the great reduction in the number of 
hands has necessarily limited this branch of production. Some profit is derived 
from extern sale, chiefly of mats and brushes, and, in the past year, it amounted 
to £S\ Is. 5d.

Schools. 
Under this heading I have to repeat my regret that no educational instruction 
whatever is afforded to either sex. Admitting that numy of the prisoners Iiave 
passed the age, at which an aptitude for learning exists, and thougn the majority 
of them are confined for such short periods as to afford little scope for improve- 
ment, I cannot refrain from urging the cases of the young, who are capable of 
deriving substantial advantage from schooling of a few weeks^ duration, and of 
those, who are under longer rules, and who, therefore, have the opportunity, at 
least, of making a considerable progress. Strict discipline and hard work are, 
doubtless, efficient deterrents ; but the reformatory pnndple, which affords the 
means of future benefit, ought not to be wholly ignored.

There was only one complaint of the diet, which appeared to me to be mi- 
founded; for, having tasted the bread and tiie milk, Ifound both to be of good 
quality. 

The milk supplied by the former contractor having been frequently ezcepted 
to, he was aUowed to resign. His successor, however, hat continaed to jgive 
satisfiu^on. The Chaplains are regular in their inspection of the proviaoni, 
reccnrdinff their comment upon each article of consmn^on in their jonnuUa* but 
not in a Dook set apart for this special purpose. 
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Books and AccouaU. 

All the books are kept and balanced with very laudable accuracy. The Local 
Inspector, the Chaplains, the Medical Officer, and the Governor are provided 
with journals. 

I would submit to the Board the prcmriety of at once adopting all the tabular 
forms recommended by the Inspectors-General, which insure uniiormity through- 
out the records of the kingdom, and &cilitate a comparison as to the administra- 
tion of the several gaols, one with another. 

The total cost of the gaol, including dietary and salaries — 1857, £1,049 8«. 3d.; 
1856, £1,162 58. 4d.; 1855, £1,144 6$, Sd. 

Officers and Salaries. 

No alteration has taken place in the staff since the last inspection. The Sur- 
geon is paid in one preeentpdent for his attendance at the prison, and the county 
mfirmary. 

The extern officers receive their salaries at each assizes, and the intern monthly, 
togjether with fuel and rations. The turnkeys, three of whom are ca{)4ble of 
giving instruction in weaving, mat, and brush-makine, are furnished m(k fire- 
arms and uniforms. It is, I understand, in contemplation to raise the pay of t)|^ 
twojuniors, which hitherto has amounted only to £18 per annum. 

The Local Inspector and the Governor, themselves zealous and highly effident 
officers, reported very fiivourably of the conduct of their subordinates.

And if we compare the daily averages for the years 1855 — 116, 1856 — 88, 
1867 — 62, with that of the expired portion of the current year — 39, we arrive 
at the same gratif^g conclusion. Indeed, it is scarcely credible that, only 
seven years a^, (viz., on 2drd of June, 1851,) the aggregate of inmates con- 
fined here readied the appalling total of 550. 

There were no prisoners under rule of penal servitude, but there were four 
dangerous lunatics — ^two of each sex — ^whose removal would be highly desirable, 
as, m the j^resent paucity of available hands, the necessitr of attending these 
unhappy beings interferes with discipline, and with the discharge of indi^)en- 
sable duties.

The building was throughout in good repair, clean, airy, and orderiy. The 
supply of water is abund^t, which is distributed to every part of the prison, 
and is applied to flushing the sewerage. There are stone troughs fi>r the daily 
ablution of males, and baths, in which all prisoners are washed upon their recep- 
tion. The stock of bedding, sheets, and clothing was ample. One section, 
allocated to females, contains nineteen cells, provided with atl requirements for 
the maintenance of separation, except beUs ; and as the number of cells for 
prisoners of the other sex far exceeds the present or probable total of inmates, 
it is much to be r^retted that this invaluable form of discipline is not estab- 
lished universally, instead of the imperfect makeshift, which now exists. A very 
trifling expenditure would complete the integrity of the system in the case of the 
females, and extend the advantages of it to the males, who, in consequence of the 
inadequate number of turnkeys, are, in violation of the Prisons Act, placed in 
only two divisions, rather than classes. They, however, sleep and take their 
meals in single cells, and work, when engaged in stone-breaking, at intervening 
spaces, but at other times are associated, a defect which could be obviated by 
partitioning the work-sheds and the tread- wheel. It would be desirable, also, 
to divide the laundry with stalls annexed to the troughs. 

No alteration has taken place in the buDding since the last inspection. The 
heating of the drying-room remains imperfect, and a straw-shed, which was 
burnt last year, has not been repaired. A large wooden building, which was 
erected at the period of the famine to meet the overwhelming pressure of numbers, 
and is falling into decay, ought to be removed, while the materials are in a con- 
dition to be turned to some account. 

The Governor, or the head turnkey, attends the lock-up, and there is a nightly 
patrol, but without the controlling check of a tell-tale clock. The punishments, 
from the 1st of January to the day of inspection, amounted onlv to five, all of 
which were inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor. A male prisoner 
(subsequently retaken) had, shortly before my visit, made his escape over the 
wall, in consequence of a want of ^^ due caution-** (as reported by the Board) on 
the part of the turnkey in charge.

The remarkable reduction in the number of prisoners here has rendered the 
industrial department a nullity; and, when we deduct from the small aggrep^t^ 
recorded aboTe as being in custody, the debtors, the sick, the lunatics, sina those 
necessarily in attendance upon them, there scarcely remains a sufficiency for the 
discharge of ordinary ^1 duties. It is fortiuiate, therefore, that there exists a 
stock of bedding, clothing, &c., as it would be ahmost impossible to supply any 
deficiency by means of intern labour, particularly in the absence of adequate 
instructors among the turnkeys. 

The total of net profit produced by articles disposed of outside gaol was — in 
1856, £9 IBs. 9d ; and in 1857, £5 ld#. 5d. 

Schools. 

Educational instruction is given for two hours daily to the males by a master, 
and for one hour to the females b^ a matron. At the period of my visit the 
former schoolmaster had^ lately resided, and his successor was just entering 
upon his probationary trial. It woiSd be preferable, if he should prove to hS 
competent, that lie should teach the females also, who are generally found here 
to be in a very illiterate condition.

Since the last inspection, one turnkey was dismissed for misconduct, anotilier 
was superannuated, and the schoolmaster resigned. The tumk^s are provided 
with arms and uniforms ; and they, as well as aU the intern officers, are paid 
monthly, and are supplied with candles and fuel, but not with rations. 

The staff has now been reduced to five turnkeys, the two senior of whom — ^the 
head turnkey and the gate-porter — are advanced in years, and the remainder 
were represented to me as quite unequal to succeed to their offices, in the event 
of a vacancy occurring ; and one of the body is so inefficient that the Local 
Inspector and Governor have very properly refused to certify his fitness, so that 
his appointment remains incomplete.

An analysis of the foregoing returns, and a comparison of the numbers in 
custody on the day of inspection, and on the corresponding day of the three 
precedmg years, Will lead us to the gratifying conclusion, that the dedine of 
crime in this county has been steadify progressiTe, and that a continuance of 
such diminution may be reasomtbly expected. 



Again, the daily averages exhibit the same graduated decrease, viz. :— 1855^ 
302 ; 1856, 252 ; 1857, 220 ; 1858 (for the first five months) 178. 

In the record of the denomination of crime on the above day, it is to be ob- 
served also that there were no less than nine prisoners (four males and five 
females) under rule of penal servitude, and, therefore, immediately removable 
to convict dep6ts. 

An improvement in the proportion of re-committals is further noticeable ; 
juvenile delinquencies have fallen in amount, and vagrancy and worldiouse 
offenders are reiduced to a comparative nullity. 



I found the whole building, as on former occasions, in excelloit Teptk and 
order ; secure, deaa, free from damp, well ventilated, and abundantly supplied 
with water, which is conducted to lavatories and baths, in which all prisoners 
(except under the prohibition of the medical ofiicer) are washed weekly in 
iummer, and fortnightly in winter. The sewers are efiective, and dearea by 
flushing. The stock of oedding, blankets, and sheets, and of gaol clothing, wai 
ample. 

^o alteration in the aooommodatioii has taken (daoe since the last inspection, 
noTisaDyprojectedyexoeptthe introduction of gas. The chief deftcttwoidi has 
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SoxjTH been commented upon in former Reports, is the inadeanacy of the laundry, 
District, drying-room, and the chapel, and of cells convertible to the requirements of the 
^n^"" - separate system. 

CorkOaioL ^^"^^ attention is very laudably bestowed here upon classification (which is 
extended beyond the prescriptions of the Prisons Act) ; and a considerable 
advance towards *^ separation has been made by the occupation of single cells 
during meal times ana the hours of rest, and by partitioning the tread-wheel, 
laundry, and the rooms in which industrial labour is maintained. But this ap- 
proximation falls far short of the advantages derived from the entire withdrawal 
of prisoners from association with each other. 

Liooking, therefore, to the number of cells which are of sufficient capacity, 
and of those (in the House of Correction for instance) which approach so nearly 
to the dimensions hitherto laid down, that the In^)ectors-General could not 
hesitate to certify them for short terms of confinement, I cannot refrain from 
repeatinjg the expression of the hope, that the only form of discipline which, 
when fairly worked out, has never failed in this country to produce the most 
favourable results, may be established here. 

The lock-up is attended by the head tumkev, and there is a night-patrol 
performed bv three turnkeys on duty. No tell-tale dock has yet been pro- 
cured ; but I was given to understand that an intention exists to provide this 
veiy useful measure of vigilance and regularity. The punishments from the 1st 
of January up to the day of inspection amounted to fifty-six, but do not require 
any special comment.

The preceding schedule represents the actual employment carried out on the 
day of inspection ; and it is but justice to the local authorities to state, that 
praiseworthy energy in maintaining this branch of discipline prevails here. It 
IS, however, to be regretted that a knowledge of handicrafts does not appear to 
be taken as an element of selection among the turnkeys, there not being one 
who was regulariy trained to such trades — ^tailoring or shoemaking for instance — 
as can be turned to the best account within the walls of a prison.

Again, upon examining the averages for five complete ;^ear8, and for 
the portion of the current year up to the date at which my visit is recorded, 
we arrive at a similar conclusion, the figures being as follows: — 1853,222; 
1854, 206; 1855, 170; 1856, 168; 1857, 151 ; and, from the 1st of January 
to the 3l8t of May, 1858, 125. 

Latterly, however, the relative proportions of the sexes, both as to commit- 
tals and re- committals, are greatly altered ; the registry of the females being 
swelled by the constant recurrence of prostitutes and disorderlypersons, while 
the aggregate of the males has experienced a marked decline. The prostitutes, 
referred to above, being under shorter rules of imprisonment than the majority 
of prisoners of the other sex, while they exhibit a considerable preponderance in 
number, do not relatively hold the same position in the daily averages. 

Comparine the past year with the first five months of the present, I am happy 
to observe a Targe decrease in r^-committals, which I can attribute to no other 
cause than to the better state of discipline now established here ; and I feel con- 
vinced that, if the local authorities would supply the prison with proper appli- 
ances for separation and punishment, they would soon reap substantial b^efit 
in the improvement of the order and morality of their city, and in the conse- 
quent reduction of offenders chargeable upon the public purse.

The building was throughout in sound repair, clean, orderly, and adequately 
furnished with bedding, blankets, and sheets ; the ventilation in some of the cells 
is scarcely satisfactory ; but the sewerage is efiective ; and the supply of water, 
which is conducted to baths and lavatories, is sufficient. The stock of prison 
clothing also for both sexes was of the requisite amount. No alteration has 
taken place since the last inspection, and the evils commented upon in former 
reports remain unabated, viz., the want of space and of partitions in the laun- 
diy, the imperfection of the drying-room, the utter inadequacy of the male work- 
room for maintaining discipline during the hours of labour, and the insufficiency 
of cellular accommodation for both sexes, as is shown in the above schedule, but 
especially for the males, for whom no punishment cells, or even the means of car- 
rying out the sentence of solitary confinement, are provided. I had been given 
to understand, or rather to expect, when I had the pleasure of an interview with 
the Mayor on the subject, that no difficulty was likely to be interposed to the 
fulfilment of this huKsvensable object ; and I learned afterwards, with equal surprise 
and regret, that the Town Council had refused to sanction the necessary outlay. 

The present veir limited classification embraces for each sex five classes, viz., 
tried and untried felons, tried and untried misdemeanants, and vagrants or beg- 
gars. Whenever the pressure of inmates upon the accommodation is at all 
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, SeoTB lightened, there is a further subdivision attempted, viz., the separation of the 
DitraioT. ^fgf committfds from the r^-committals, and of iuveniles from the adults.

The Dietary^ which in the daily quantity accords with the amount laid down 
by the Queen's Bench, had been hitherto inverted, t.^., the allowance issued in 
the morning consisted of the food prescribed for dinner, while that usually 
assigned for breakfast was given in the afternoon. I, however, fdt bound to 
urge that the orders of the Ck>urt should be strictly complied with, which was 
at once acceded to. There were no complaints on the part of the prisoners of 
the provisions, which the Chaplains inspect carefully, entering their opinions 
upon each item, the exceptions to which are, I am happy to state, very rare. 

Books and Accounts. 

There are no l)ye-kw8 in force here. The gaol books are generally kept with 
fulness and accuracy, and some, but not all of the forms suggested by my col- 
league and myself are in use. It would be very desirable, lor the sake of uni- 
formity, and for the convenience of comparing the administration of the several 
gaols, that the whole of the tables thus recommended should be observed. 

The Chaplains are not provided with journals, although the 1 1th section of 
Ihe Amended Prisons Act (the 19th and 20th Vic., cap. 68) is explicit in i^ 
teqprement.

The prison throughout was dean, orderlv, well voitilated, and abundantiv 
supplied with water, which is further directed to flushing the sewerage. It is, 1 
#m nappy to state, imnecessary to dwell upon the many defects of die building 
in point of accommodation, some of which — ^viz., the want of a reception-roon^, 
laundry, drying-room, kitchen, bake-house, &c., — ^have been so frequently made 
the subject of comment in former reports, inasmuch as the Board of Superin- 
tendence propose to submit to the nscal body a plan (to be prepared by the 
County Surveyor) for adapting one-half of the prison to the ^^ separate system ;'* 
and I feel convinced, from the experience furnished by similar alterations in 
other parts of the kingdom, that the local authorities wiU be ultimately induced 
to extend to all classes the advanta^ of this most effective form of discipline. 
Jn the meantime i^ is to be hopned wat every effort will be made to mamtain 
approximate separation, by partitioning the tread- wheel and ^* relief" benches ; 
by dividing the woriuheda mto stalls ; and by taking thc^ meals in single cells. 
I would add that the staff is inadequate for the requirements of ^^ separation,** 
not oafy in point of numbers, but in quality ; a higher degree of smartness, 
intelligence, and acquhnementa, than is possessed by the existing turnkeys, being 
indispensable. 

The prisoners were supplied with clothing ; but the stock in store was rather 
scanty. The bedding was sufficient in quantity, and some sheets were in manu- 
f^urture. Many of the blankets, however, were thin and worn. 

There are baths in which all the females are washed on admission throughout 
the year, and the males in summer ; and for daily ablution there are tubs placed 
in every yard. 

At present the males are divided into five criminal classes, and sleep singly, but 
take tneir meals in association. The females are placed in three sectiona, one of 
them consisting solely of known prostitutes, and even this small amount of 
distinctive severance has been found to operate favourably in lessening their 
aumbeam, an4 afibrda an earnest of the benefits to be deri\e«l hereafter from 
^ seoaration,** when established in its int^prity.

Punitive. — Males — ^Tread-mill. Productive Males — Brush-making, ehoemak- 

ing, tailoring, mat-making, weaving, painting, whitewashing, tin work, attending 
bone-mill, garden work, wardsmen, and other prison duties. Females.— Spinning, 
knitting, carding, laundry, needlework, baking bread, wardswomen, and other 
prison duties. 

The considerable diminution in the total aggregate of prisoners has necessarily 
tended to limit the amount of industrial employment, as, after deducting the 
sick and those engaged in various gaol duties, the number of available hands

Schools. 

Schooling is siven for several hours daily to the males, according to the sys- 
tem of the National Board, and some proficiency appears to be attained. It 
would be very satisfactory if the Chaplains, whenever they examine the pupils, 
were to enter short comments in the column headed *•'• Remarks^ in the form of 
refflstry, recommended by the Inspectors-General. 

The females are without any educational instruction, a deplorable want ; and 
I will again suggest that prisoners of this sex should be tausht by the master, 
in the presence of a matron, a practice which has been established with advan- 
tageous results in many of the gaols of the kingdom.

I would earnestly direct the notice of the local authorities to that porti(m of 
our General Report which discusses the constitution and character of Bridewells, 
and to the annexed tabular return of those belongriug to this county, which is 
derived from observations made at their respective visits by the Lispectors- 
General and the Local Inspector ; and I b^ to call their attention to the unfit- 
ness of some of the buildings for places of ctetention, wanting, as they are, in 
almost all the requirements specined hj the Prisons Act, and to the small num- 
ber of prisoners committed thereto'durmg the past year, with the view of their 
taking into consideration the question of discontinuance. 

I have further to remark, that in this eoimty alone has the 25th section of 
the Amended Prisons Act (the 19th and SOth Vic, cap. 68) been allowed to 
remain a dead letter, which constitutes the mag^istrates attending the petty ses- 
sions of any district, in which a Bridewell is situate, the AuxSiary Board of 
Superintendence for the purposes therem declared.

The building was clean and in fair repair, well ventilated, and sufficiently sup- 
plied with water, conveyed hy pipes to the several yards, but not apphed to 
flushing the sewerage, which is consequently imperfect. No proceedings have 
been taken to correct the wants which have been so oflen conmiented upon in 
the reports of successive Inspectors-Greneral, there being no pauper debtors* 
quarter, nor laundry, nor drymg-room, nor covered lavatories ; and the defect- 
iveness of the hospital accommodation, as detailed below under that heading, 
remains unchanged. 

There is only one bath, very inconveniently placed, in which, it is stated, all 
prisoners are washed weekly ; buckets being provided for daily ablution. 

The bedding and blankets were scantjr in quantity, and many of the latter 
were very thin and worn ; some sheets have, however, been ordered since my 
visit. The state of clothing, and, particularly^, of shoes was, as usual, utterly 
inadequate, and the attention of the Board having been called to this omission, 
they came to the resolution of obtaining a supply after the ensuing Assizes. In 
the event, however, of this undertaking not bem^ fulfilled, I sh^ not hesitate 
to exercise the powers conferred upon me by the Prisons Act, which my colleague 
was compiled to put in force in the past year, viz., of peremptorily ordering 
the requisite amount.^ 

The classification, in consequence of the limited extent of accommodation, is 
necessarily abridged. 

The criminal males are divided into four sections, viz., felons, tried and un- 
tried, and misdemeanants similarly placed ; but even this modification is not 
strictly observed, as an attempt is made to separate the juveniles from the adults. 
The females occupy two classes, according to their known or presumed charac- 
ters ; and all prisoners of both sexes take their meals, and sleep singly, as far as 
room permits. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor, and a nightly patrol is furnished 
by three of the turnkeys in succession — a task beyond their strength, as from 
the paucity of their numbers, it is impossible to exempt any of them from the 
discluurge of their daily duties.

JEnqthyment. 

The employment of the males is limited to stone-breaking, firom which no 
profit is denved, and to raising water by means of the tread-wheel — ^the latter labour 
Deing sometimes extended to seven hours daily, a period which appeared to my 
colleague and myself to be excessive, and we accordingly thought it our duty 
to suggest that no prisoner should be thus worked for more than^r^ hours, without 
impeachment to their being engaged during the remainder of the day in trades, 
prison duties, or any other task, which the Board of Superintendence should ap- 
point. We have found, upon experience derived from visiting all the gaols 
throughout the kingdom, that if prisoners, receiving only the ordinary gaol diet, 
which has been placed upon as low a scale as is consistent with the mainten- 
ance of health, are employed on the tread-wheel daih^ for a longer period than 
that stated above, they become so reduced in strength as to render it necessaiy 
for the medical officer to exempt them altogether from this labour, or to order 
them an allowance of extra diet, to the evasion of punitive discipline in either case. 
This suggestion, however, like every other which nas proceeded fix)m the Inspec- 
tors-General for the improvement of this miserable establishment, has been dis- 
regarded by the Board ; and it now only remains for the surgeon to watch the 
physical condition of the prisoners, for whose health he is responsible.

Schools. 

No r^ular schooling is provided for the males ; but the Board authorized the 
Boman UathoUc Chaplain to employ, at a miserable pittance of £10 per annum, 
a temporary teadier, who appears to be frequently changed.. No educational 
instruction whatever is supphed to the females. I was inrormed that the above 
Chaplain occasionally injects when it is in operation ; but I found no record of 
any opinion upon the proficiency of the pupils, and the competency of the teacher.

But while the daily averages of the females appears low, an 
examination of the committals and recommittals, shows the constant recurrence, 
for short terms, of offenders of this sex, and points out the necessity of some 
more deterrent form of discipline. 

There were no lunatics, nor prisoners under rule of penal servitude at the 
above date ; two classes who formerly pressed heavily upon gaol accommodation.

The building was in all its departments in sound repair, clean, free fix>m damp, 
well ventilated, except in the Marshalsea (some of the rooms of which are rather 
dose^, and amply supplied with water, which is conducted by pipes to the yards, 
and 18 applied to flu:ining the sewers ; the school-rooms, the laundry, the tread- 
wheel, and the sheds allocated to stone-breaking, are divided by partitions, so as 
to prevent undue communication ; and a curtain is placed in the chapel, in order 
to intercept the view of each other, by the two sexes, during divine service. 

This approximation to the separate system is, no doubt, as far as it goes, a step 
in the rigbt direction ; and it was my intention to have strongly impressed upon 
the authorities the advantages of establishing throughout the prison (for which 
the construetion of it renders it adaptable with peculiar facility) this admirable 
farm of discipline; but I refrain from urging this topic at the present moment, as 
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South the late fearful Tisitation of floods will naturally disincline the rate-payers from 
Drwifi^CT. incurring any but absolutely indispensable expenditiure. Next year, however, 
Qotufiu of when this pressure, it is to be hoped, will be withdrawn, and if, as is confidently 
^Kerry expected, the recommendation of the Select Committee on the County Rates of 
Chof. Ireland, which reported in the last session of Parliament, should be carried into 
efiect, a considerable reHef in the annual cost of the prison will be obtained by trans- 
ferring to the Consolidated Fund the charee o£ all prisoners ccnvicted by a Jury^ we 
may look forward to the reallzatiou of this important object, in furtherance of 
which, plans for alteration might, in the mean time, be designed and fully con* 
sidered. 

There are no regular layatories, troughs, &c., being proTided for the dailj 
washing of the prisoners; and there is but one bath, which is quite inadequate. 
It wouM be highly desirable to provide one for the use of each sex, in their 
respective quarters, in connexion with reception-rooms, which are also wanting 
here. 

The bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison clothing, were sufficient, with tj^e 
exception of shoes for the females, which are enjoined by the 76th section of 
the Prisons Act. I am satisfied that the notice of this omission will insure the 
due issue of them, and I, therefore, abstain from acting on the powers vested in 
the Inspectors-G^ieral by the 87th section of the above Act

The males are divided into five classes, one consisting of juveniles, both tried 
and untried. But few, however, fall under the latter category, as the great 
majority of the cases are within the scope of the Summary Jurisdiction Act 
The ftimales are placed in four sections, viz., prostitutes, nurses, and two, embrac- 
ing prisoners or all classes, who are separated according to their known or 
presumed personal character, rather than in reference to the offences for 
which thev were committed. All prisoners of both sexes sleep and take their 
meals in smgle cells. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and the night-patrol is furnished by the 
turnkeys, who are not, however, controlled by a tell-tale dock. 

I was happy to receive from the Local Inspector and the Governor a veiy 
favourable report of the conduct of the staff*. 

The punishments from the first of Januar}* up to the day of inspection 
amounted to 18, all of which were inflicted by the sole order of the Governor' 
It would be advisable that the Punishment Book should be laid before th^ 
Bbard for their examination at each meeting.

I beg to call the attention of the Board to the sections of the Prisons Act, 
which define the duties of the extern officers, and to suggest that the number 
of their respective attendances should be totted up, and examined at each meeting, 
in order that, in the event of any default, an explanation should be required. 

Hospitals, 

The hospital, both in the amount of accommodation and in the means of cure 
is imperfect. The rooms, however, were clean and well tended, and happily the 
sanitary condition of the prison has been such as to render these limited means 
sufficient. It would be desirable to attach water-closets and baths to this 
building, as the want of these indispensable requirements might prove a serious 
evil should any epidemic disease occur.

Bridewells. 

I beg to earnestly direct the notice of the local authorities to that portion of 
the Annual Report of the Inspectors-General (for the past year) which discusses 
the whole policy of bridewells; and I would strongly urge them to take into 
consideration the propriety of abolishing many of those in this county, the 
number of prisoners being very small, and the defects of some of the buddings, 
especially with regard to water, being such as lo fall altogether below toe 
requirements of the Prisons Act. To this I will add, that the salaries of the 
keepers are on such a scale as to render it impossible to secure the undivided care 
and constant presence of competent officers. I was unfortunately prevented by 
very severe illness from visiting some of the bridewells ; but the annexed schedule 
is compiled from my own notes, and from the reports of the Local Inspector, who 
regularly visits them in the course of each quarter.

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The condition of this gaol bein^ abnormal, a large number of the committab Sooth 
and re-committals being derived from the Naas district, pending the erection of ^^^tmct. 
a consolidated prison in that locality, it is unnecessary to analyse the nature and Q^f,^ ^j 
amount of crime; and, as the buildmg in question is rapidly progressing to com- KMm 
pletion, when it will become the sole receptacle of offenders, I refrain from reca- Gaol, 
pitulating the many deficiencies of accommodation here, which have so often been ^ ^^' 
made the subject of comment. I confine myself, therefore, to a summary state- 
ment, that on my inspection the establishment throughout was dean and in 
creditable order ; that discipline and classification have been observed as far as 
is consistent with the very bmited means at the disposal of the authorities ; that 
industrial labour has been so actively maintained as to yield a larger net profit 
than was received in the two years immediately preceding; that the provisions, 
against which no complaint was preferred, and which, upon tasting, I found to 
be very good, especially the milk, have been duly examined by the Chaplains ; 
that the sanitary state of the inmates, in spite of the want of an hospital, had 
been very satis&ctory, no epidemic having appeared ; and that the gaol books 
and accounts, and journals, were kept with accuracy. 

The sewerage is effective, the supply of water abundant, and the stock of bed- 
ding, blankets, sheets, and clothing sufficient for existing purposes. The school 
had for some time been discontinued. No alteration has taken place in the staff 
since the last inspection. The meetings of the Board have been r^ular, as well 
as the attendances of the extern officers. The lock-up takes place in the pre- 
sence of the Crovemor, who also makes the circuit of the gaol fr^uentl^ at 
variable hours during the night, there being no patrol or watch. The punish- 
ments frx)m the Ist of January to the day of inspection amounted to nine, and 
were all infficted by the sole authority of the above officer, whose admimstration, 
I am bound to state, has been characterized by a very mari^ improvement in 
many important details.

In examining the records of this gaoL, I abstain upon the same erounds as 
those assigned m my Report of that of Athy, namely, its exceptiontd oonditkin 
pending the erection of the new building here, of both nutituttantt from aay 
anal3rsis of the natnre and amount of crime as indicated by the committals in the 
respective localities ; and I limit myself to a statement that the highest aggregate 
confined at any one time in both mstitutions amounted to sixty-five males, and 
twenty •eight females, forming a total of ninety-three ; as such numbers consdtate 
the only raiable basis for measuring approximatively the full extent of aoeon- 
modaticm required. There were no debtors, convicts, nor lunatics at the period 
of my visit.

The above schedule shows only the exi8t.ing accommodation, but the additional 
works are progressing so rapidly towards completion, as to justify the expectation 
that early m uie ensuing year there will be completed a new wing contaiimig 
ninety •six ceUs fitted for separation, together with many other improvements 
and conveniences, such as stores, turnkey's apartments, &c. I have shown above 
that the highest aggregate confined of both sexes at any one time, nearly readies 
this number ; but it is to be observed that the building in question, as at present 
constructed, is calculated to receive prisoners of one eex only, bemg uncuvided, 
but this objection can be obviated by adopting the proposed plan of tne architect, 
Mr. M^Curdy, to run a partition wall along tiie lower comdor, so as to cut off 
all access between males and females, a plim which could be executed at a v^ry 
inconsiderable expense. It would, however, be more desirable to leave the wing 
untouched, and to adapt a portion of the remaining orij^nal building for the re- 
ception of the females, as being fewer. 

The exercising circle intended to be allocated to the males stands in an open 
yard, commanding an uninterrupted view of tiie entrance gate, the Govamor's 
house and hospital It will be indispensable, therefore, to endose and cut off 
this space by a cross walL To my great surprise, I found that a consorvatory 
had t>een erected opposite to the Uovemor*s house, at his own eaepeMe^ with the 
permission of the Ipoard, as he alleged, though I was unable to discover any 
entry of such permission in the Minute-book, nor do I believe that the power to 
grant it exists in the Board, the ^aol being the property of the county. Further, 
a prisoner was engaged in paintmg the ansh-work, which is in contravention of 
the bye-law, that " the Governors shall not employ any prisoner, under any 

Eretence whatsoever, in any trade or occupation not sanctioned by tiie Board of 
luperintendence for the general benefit of the prison.*^ 

The prison, at my inspection, was as clean and orderly as was consistent with 
its dinnantied condition; and the stock of bedding, blankets, and sheets, and 
dothing, was adequate. The sewerase is effective, and provision has been made 
£Dft an abundant supply^ of water. Chssification, from tne foregoing causes, can 
scarcely be said to exist, but this default is, of ^urse, mere^ t^nporaiy. In 
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July latt, the eacape of two prisoners (militaiy deeerters), took place under cir- Sours 
eamstances, which appear to me to involve very culpable neglect on the part of P^ sraic y. 
the head turnkey, and the subordinate in charge. The matter, however, having Q^^f^ ^ 
been investigated by the High Sheriff, and two members of the Board, these KMart 
officers were declared not to deserve a severe punishnent, and were merely Gait, 
admonished to discharge their duty more carefully in future. «* Mkw. 

The Governor, by whose authority all the punishments (three in number) 
recorded since the first of January, were infiicted, attends the lo(^-up, and one 
turnkey acts as a night-patrol, but without the salutary check of a tell-tale dock.

In consequence of the alterations in progress here, both punitive and i|)dif0ti^ 
labour have been for some time suspended ; the prisoners oeing employed solely 
in deanine the building and dearing the grounos, except ike females, who are 
engaged from time to time in washing and in mending the dothing. Under 
these circumstances, no profit has been derived from the sale of artides diqpoted 
of outside, which, in 1857, produced the sum of £18 1 1*. 8rf. 

It is proper to remark that no tread-whed, as a means of hard labour, is pro- 
vided in the design for the new addition.

All prisoners of both sexes, under twenty -two years of age, and those above 
it, if they specially desire tV, are stated to receive educational iifUtruction ibr two 
hours duly ; the males from a sdioohnaster, who is non-resident, and the females 
from the matron. With regard to the master, his conduct of the school may be 
measured by the fact, that he was dismissed by the Board for non-attendance 
during several months, but was rdnstated upon his undertaking to be more re- 
gular In future ; and the matron's fitness for tuition may be gathered from the 
entry of the females passed the age recorded above, as being ^^ too old to lem^'* 
(sic.) The form of the Registry of Progress is good, but the Chaplains do not 
examine the pupils, and, without such a stimulus, both teachers ana scholars are 
apt to fall into cardessness. It would be very desirable, when the eaol is com- 
pleted, to appoint a zealous and effident master to instruct both sexes, an 
arrangement which was found highly satisfactory in other prisons.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are inspected by the Chap- 
liuns from time to time, but they do not observe the form reconmiended by tne 
Inspectors- General, nor record their comments upon each article of consumption. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

The Criminal Registries, and the books embracing details of Discipline, Consump. 
tion, and Expenditure, are fairly kept. The Chaplains make entries in a Report- 
book, but are not provided with regular journals. The Medical Officer has not 
adopted the form submitted by us, for the issue of Extra Diet, nor is there any 
record of the duration of the visits of the extern officers. The Governor keeps 
a journal, but not the matron ; and both these officers, who are husband and wife 
^a mutual relationship which is very objectionable in the principals of two 
aepartments), have hitherto neglected to enter their names m the Gate-book 
upon leaving and returning to tne prison, although this duty is expressly pre- 
scribed to tne Governor, by an order of the Queen's Bench, and thouch the 
omission of it was noticed by my colleague in his report for last year. I b^ to 
suggest to the Board, that they should procure and cause to be strictly observed 
all the forms of gaol books, which have been clearly laid before them, with the 
view of securing a clear and tmiform system of records throughout the kingdom.

Since the last inspection, the Roman Catholic Chaplain, the Rev. Gerald 
Doyle, has died, and nis successor has not yet been appointed. The head turn- 
key, and a subordinate turnkey, having both been dismissed at difieroit times 
for gross misconduct, the vacancy cauwd by the removal of the first was filled, 
but not that of the latter. The appointment, however, has never been confirmed 
in consetjuence of the want of a Board of sufficient numbers to comply with the 
prescription of the Amended Prisons Act. 

The extern officers receive their salaries half-yearly, and the intern monthly. 
The latter also are on the gaol allowance; and the turnkeys, one of whom only is 
a handicraftsman, (viz., a shoemaker), are supphed with arms and uniforms.

The above return was transmitted to me by the Governor, in the absence of 
the Local Inspector, who is also Chaplain, and who, I regret to state, has been 
labouring under severe indisposition. This circumstance, and the death of the 
Roman Catholic Chaplain, have, of course, materially affected the number of visits. 

I would, however, urge that for the future the attendance of all the extern 
officers shall be totted up, and laid before the Board at each meeting, in order 
that in the event of any default, an explanation shall be obtained.

The sanitary condition of the prison being highly satisfactory, there were no 
patients in the hospital, which contains adequate quarters for each sex, and is 
furnished with baths and water-closets, which latter are not effective, but are 
about to be rendered so.

The Board is convened monthly, but during the current year the assemblage 
of it has been irregular and imperfect, a sufficient number for the legal confirma- 
tion of appointments not having attended. This short-coming has beien produced 
partly by personal causes, which have withdrawn some of the most constant and 
efficient members, and partly from the existence of two gaols in the county. As 
this latter difficulty will shortly be removed by the proposed amalgamation, I 
trust that measures will be taken to select resident gentlemen, whose attendance 
may be relied on, for the uninterrupted discharge of the very important duties 
vested by recent legislation in this body. 

General ObservatioTU. 
In closing mjr last Report on the gaol of Athy, and on that of Naas, in refe- 
rence to the prmcipleof "association. ' which has hitherto existed in both estab- 
lishments, I beg to congratulate the local authorities upon their having provided 
the material requirements for applying *' separation " to all the criminal ola.«»ses 
herealter to be confined in the Countv Consolidated Prison. But such require- 
ments will have been provided, and tlie expense will have been incurred im r«//i, 
if proper means of administration be not adopted, for the practical efficiency of 
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oiNaas, 



80UTH the separate STStem, as a deterrent and refonnatory i^ent, depends upon thi

Ommfyc/ *^*^ "* *^® course of the present year, of the subordinate officers borne on the 

KUcUire strength of this gaol, two were dismissed for fraudulent practices, and two others 

GcmL, were serioudy inculpated for neglect, which led to the escape of two prisonera, 

while the schoolmaster was actually removed for non-attendance from his post, 

to which he was afterwards restored. 

With regard, indeed, to the lower grade of turnkeys, and the assistant matron, 
it is impossible to expect that the services of competent persons can be obtained 
at the present nite of salaries, compared with the prices of the necessaries of Hfe, 
and the general rate of wages outside. 

In his Report for the past year, my colleague took occasion to animadvert 
strongly, but vety justly, upon the unseemly want of co-operation between the 
Locaflnspector and the Governor, and upon the disre^pnectful and intemperate 
conduct of the latter exhibited towards his superior officer ; but although no 
overt aot of such imprGA>riety as that referred to, can be alleged against him dur- 
ing the present year, I fear that the spirit which dictated it still exists, for Ihsfe 
received compbunts from the Local Inspector, who has unfortunately bewi com- 
pelled to absent himself from his attendance by long and serious illness, that he 
IS kept without information of official proceedings and of occurrences within the 
waUs of the prison. It is further to be remarked, that the Grovemor has con- 
tinued to violate the stringent rule of the Court of Queen's Bench, by which he b 
ordered to enter his name in the gate-book, upon leaving and returning to the 

Erison, though this omission was commented upon last year, as well as the bye- 
iw sanctioned by the Executive, forbidding the employment of prisoners except 
for the general benefit of the institution. I am actuated solely by a sense of duty 
in noting these evidences of want of temper and subordination, and of a due 
sense of his proper position, in the highest resident officer, which afford a bad 
example to those placed under his command ; and which, coupled with the absence 
of any experience on his part, in working the separate system — a system requiiinf 
the most constant observation of the condition of mind and body of those subjected 
to it, and great discretion— render me apprehensive as to the successful result of 
this important form of discipline, now about to be inaugurated, unless he shall 
determine to correct these grave defects and to enter upon a new course of 
conduct, which, I trust, it wfll be the pleasing duty of the Inspector-Gfneral 
for the ensuing year to record and acknowledge.

A comparison of the daily averages of prisoners confined here for the pjast year, 
and for the expired portion of the •current year, shows a slight decline in favour 
of the latter, and the very inconsiderable number of re -committals attests the suc- 
cess of the separate system as an effective deterrent. Va^rancy^ formerly a fertile 
source of gaol population, has almost disappeared from Vie registry, and juvenile 
offences have exparienced a marked decrease. Thei^ were, I regret to state, no 
less than nine da&geroUs lunatics (males), and one prisoner ^a female^, under sen- 
tence of penal servitude, in custody, on the day of inspection. With regard to 
the former class, I have only to express the earnest hope that the recommendation 
put forth in the Report of the members of the Boyid Commission upon Lunatic 
Asylums, may be carried out, and that our prisons may be finally relieved of these 
unsuitable inmates, whose presence interferes most disadvantageous^ with the 
maintenance of due discipline.

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South all prisoners are washed upon admission. Since the last inspection a very material 
DisTBicT. improvement in the ventilation of the cells has been completed by the alteration 
Countv of ^^ ^^ windows, the upper half of which has been constructed to turn iip<m a swivel, 
KUksnuy and thus admits a free ingress of fresh air. Another important chance has been 
Gaol, effected, by bringing a greater weight of water to bear upon the pans of the water- 
closets, by which the upward action of the air through the soil pipes has been pre- 
vented so as to render the escape of effluvia almost unpossible. The heating-pipes 
are further in ffood working oixler, but the foul-air flues are in<^>erative. 

The stock of bedding, blimkets, and sheets was adequate, but there was a defi- 
ciency in the clothing, especially in the shoes, of which an immediate supply is 
indispensable. I feel conndent that it is only necessary to call attention to this 
want, and that I shall not be compelled to exercise the summary power vested in 
the Inspectors-Greneral by the 87th section of the Prisons Act. 

''*• Separation ** in its integrity is applied to all the criminal prisoners of both 
sexes, except the lunatics ; the tread-wheel, the crank-*pump, and the laondi^ are 
partitioned, and the meals are taken in the cells, but not in those occupied at night, 
a very salutary arrangement, which the ample accommodation and the paucity 
of inmates render practicable. 

The Governor attends tlie lock-up, and a watchman patrols at night, without, 
however, the check of a tell-tale clock. A male prisoner, a lunatic, in the early 
part of the year, attempted to escape, but was detected and secured. The punish- 
ments from the first oi January to the dajr of inspection amounted only to foor, 
and were all inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor.

The forc^inff table exhibits the nature and amount of labour in which the 
prisoners ofboth sexes were engaged on the day of inspection. The total of net 
profit produced by articles dispc^ed of outside the gaol, amounted in 1857 to £66. 
With regard to punitive emplo3rment, an exception having been taken to tibe 
employment, by the Governor, of prisoners saitenced to hard labour, in attendance 
upon lunatics, and in whitewashing the roofs of the corridors, although both tasb 
are distasteful and not unaccompanied with danger, the Inspectors-General fdt 
it to be their duty, as involving an important question of prison discipline, to 
submit a case for the consideration of the Law Officers of the Crown, from whom 
they obtained the annexed opinion : — 

*' Tt appears to us that the Legislature plainly contemplated the two ^>ecies of 
hibour which have been referred to by the Inspectors of Prisons, as industrisl 
labour and hard labour. In the 104th and 105th sections of the 7th Geo. IV., 
c 74, the^ are both mentioned, and are set in contradistinction to each other. 
Thus, while before trial, the poor prisoner must and the solvent prisoner nmbe 
engaged in industrial labour, neither of them can, even with his consent, be placed 
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on the tread- wheel, the instance of hard labour which then occurred to the mind South 
of the Legislature. On the other hand, the Governor of the gaol is by the 108th ^'^'"^- 
section made responsible for the due execution of every hard labour sentence. Comiiv of 
It is his dutv to see that it shall be exactly carried out, and if he fail in such duty, KUhgimy 
it then devolves on the BoanJ of Superintendence, by observation on the returns, Gaol, 
to notify such failure to the Ji^dge of Assize. 

" It is, in our opinion, no sufficient excuse on the part of the Governor of the 
prison, that it is found economical to devote to industrial labour, men who have 
been sentenced by the judges of the land to hard labour. The public, generallv, 
have a right to expect, that the sentences passed on criminals ^all be honestly 
carried out until mitigated or annulled by competent authority." 

The amount of profit produced bv articles disposed of outside the gaol was in 
1856, JE82 ; and in 1857, £66.

Educational instruction is given for two hours daily to the males by the clerk, 
and to the females by the matron. The form of the registry of progress is satis- 
factory, but there are no records of examination hy the Chaplains, entered in the 
column headed ^^ Remarks." Such examinations, if made at uncertain and unex- 
pected periods, afford a very valuable stimulus to the zeal and diligence of both 
teachers and pupils.

There is no difference in the daily average of prisoners confined during the 
expired period of the current year, as contrasted with that recorded in 1857 
which requires comment. The numerous re-committals of females — offenders of 
this sex consisting chiefly of prostitutes constantly recurrent — attest the utter 
inade>quacy of the system of discipline in operation here (if it deserves the name), 
to repress the repetition of crime. There were two dangerous lunatics, one of 
each sex, and one male under sentence of penal servitude.

No alteration nor improvement has taken place in this miserable establishment, 
nor does there appear to be the slightest disposition to rescue it from the discredit 
of being by far the worst ^aol in the kingdom. 

The building was in fair repair, tolerably clean, and well ventilated in some 
portions of it, but in others close and dark. The supply of water is of excellent 
quality and abundant, and the sewerage is generally effective. Some of the pri- 
vies, however, are very offensive, which is stated to be the case only during the 
prevalence of easterly winds. 

The bedding was sufficient, and some raw material for making up sheets was 
in store, but many of the blankets were worn and dirty. The stock of clothing 
was quite inadequate, and, unless the deficiency be forthwith supplied, I shaU 
without hesitation exercise the summary powers vested in the Inspectors-General 
by the 87th section of the Prisons Act. 

There are only seven cells for males, and jume for females (who sleep in dor- 
mitories), and there is hut one yard for each sex. 

There were neither hospitals^ nor school-rooms^ nor work-rooms^ nor reception 
wardt nor laundry, nor drying-room^ nor lavatories. 

Among the males, the sole attempt at classification consists of a division into 
felons and misdemeanants, there being no separation of the tried and untried 
under these respective categories. 

Moreover, as there is but one yard, prisoners of both denominations are con- 
gregated at labour, being merely placed at opposite sides. 

The females of every age and gradation of offence are herded promiscuously 
together in one aay-room^ in the corner of which stands a privy. 

The Grovemor attends the lock-up, but there is no patrol nor inspection at 
night. 

The punishments from I st of January up to the day of inspection amounted to 
fifhr-one, all inflicted by the authority of the above officer, except those referred 
to below.

Employment, 

Productive labour among the males consists solely of stone -breaking, while 
those sentenced to hard laboiu- are subjected to shot-drilL The females are en- 
gaged in washing for the prison, and in preparing fuel. 

It is needless to state that the nature and amount of those employments are 
wholly inadequate to inculcate the habit of industry, which, in the best ordered 
prisons of the kingdom^ has been proved to constitute an important element of 
reformation. 

Schools, 

1 retain this heading merely to state that it is nugatory, no educatumalinstruc- 
tioH to prisoners of either sex being supplied here.

There were no complaints of the diet ; I tasted the bread uid milk which ware 
both excellent. A mischievous riot had taken place in the month of June among 
the male prisoners, instigated by a hard^ied offender, on the idle ground that 
the stirabout was made of Indian meal, but it was promptly quelled, and the 
ringleaders were sentenced hy the Magistrates to difierent terms of solitaxy con- 
finement, which appear to be quite incommensurate with the amount of violenoe 
and insubordination displayed. 

The Chaplains inspect the provisions, but do not enter thor comments in the 
form recommended by the Inspectors-GeneraL

The Board assembles monthly for ordinary business, but all liabilities, billn, 
contracts, salaries, &c., are discharged at each assizes. 

General Observations, 

I return, for the last time, to the fruitless task, which, in common with my late 
and present colleague, I have so often discharged, of commenting upon the crying 
evils of this institution, and of pointing out the easy and cheap remedy which is 
within the reach of the authorities, namely, an incorporation with the county 
gaol (where there exists ample accommodation, and where the advantaees of the 
separate system are extended to all criminals of both sexes) by entenng into a 
contract for maintaining therein the city prisoners, for which objrrt the Amended 
Prisons Act, 19th and 20th Vict., cap. 68, affords the fullest lacilities. power 
being given thereby to provide compensation for the ofiicers of any gaol, which 
shalfl^ discontinued thereunder. 

I^ould no steps, however, be taken to amend the defects — to even palliate 
which, no attempt has been made — nothing remains for us but to appeal to the 
Judicial Bench and to the Legislature, for it amounts to a mockery of justice 
that offenders should be sentenced to confinement, often for long terms, in a 
school of corruption — for such it must inevitably become — ^wanting, as it is, in most 
of the fno^mof requirements imperatively prescribed by the Prisons Act, and in 
all the moral recjuiioments indispensable far the enforcement of deterrent and 
reformatory discipline, to the violation of that primary and paramount principle 
of prison administration, which the State ii bound to maintain with respect to 
delinquents, namely, that none shall leave a gaol worse members of the comnaauty 
than when they entered it.

Since the termination of the famine, the social disorganization consequent on 
which tended largely to swell the criminal population, the inmates of tnis gacd 
continued down to the dose of the last year to exhibit a steady and progreasiTe 
diminution, but, during the expired portion of the current year up to the day of 
inspection an increase in both sexes is observable, as ihdicated by the table of 
dauy averages, when we compare it with that for 1857. This increase, bowever, 
is derived m>m minor offences, and I trust is abnormal, and will not be found to 
materially affect the yearly aggregate. 

There were no prisoners under sentence of penal servitude, and there was but 
one dangerous lunatic in custody; two classes whose presence has hitherto 
operated disadvantageously upon prison administration.

The building was well ventilated, dry, secure, clean, orderly, and in sound 
repair ; new wmdow frames and sashes, all of which were executed by prison 
labour, having been lately provided. The supply of water is not abundant, 
a want the more to be regretted, as the sewerage is inefficient, but this defect is 
greatly modified, if not corrected, by the introduction of peat charcoal

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females, there being one also allotted to the males, is limited in point of spiM^e, 
and is not divided by partitions, and the diying-room is but a makeshift. There 
are no regular lavatories, except in the portion of the female prison which con- 
tains ei^t cells adapted for '^ separation,"^ troughs and buckets being employed 
for personal ablution ; and there are two baths, one for washing prisoners on 
their admission, and the other for the use of hospital patients. The males are 
arranged in conformity with the requirements of tne Prisons Act, and the 
juyenUes, when in sufficient number to form a class, are placed apart 

The re-committed females occupy the *^ separate cells** adverted to above, 
and the remainder are divided into two sections, according to their known or 
presumed characters, all prisoners of both sexes taking their meab and sleeping 
m single cells. The inadequacy, however, of any system of classification, which 
neces^rily implies a considerable amount of association is so thoroughly admitted, 
that I cannot refrain from expressing*my regret, in common wil£ my late and 
present collea^e, that the whole of this exceUent prison, which embraces suffi- 
cient and easily adaptable accommodation, is not provided with the means of 
carrying out ^^ separation** in its integrity, which has been invariably found to 
frurmsh a certain corrective of crimimd tendencies, in the localities where it is 
administered. 

The Governor and Deputy Governor attend the lock-up every evening, and 
there is a ni£;ht patrol, without, however, the salutary check of a tell-tale clock. 

The punishments, horn the I st of January to the day of inspection, amounted 
only to four, all of which were inflicted by the sole auuiority of the Governor.

The progressive decline in the gaol population, which appears to have been 
almost normal from the culminating point of the famine down to 1855, was then 
arrested ; for if we compare the number of those in custody on the day of inspec- 
tion, and on the corresponding days of the three preceding years, we shall find 
the totals to stand thus :—

And an examination of the daily averages for the years 1855, 1856, 1857, will 
lead us to the same conclusion, the figures being as follows, 124, 90, and 94. 
On the other hand, the daily averages for the first five months of the cturent 
year give evidence of a tendency to diminution ; and the more so, inasmuch as 
at the period of my visit there w^ confined several prisoners who had been 
sentenced to long terms for riot (arising out of the dty election), with the view 
of checking the disposition to this offence, and who therefore keep up tiie 
average to a higher rate, than is proportionate to a similar aggregate of occu- 
pants at other times. Juvenile delmuuendes have fallen in amount; but I 
regret to add that larcenies among females are on the increase. There were no 

{>n8oner8 of either sex under rule of penal servitude. There were, however, no 
ess than eight dangerous lunatics, two males and six females, who are far more 
obstructive to discipline. Awaiting anxiously the Report of the Commissioners 
appointed to examme into Lunacjr and Lunatic Asylums, and earnestly hoping 
that it may lead to such a change in legislation as will relieve the gaols of t h^ 
most unsuitable inmates, the Inspectors-General are determined, as far as in 
them lies, not to recognise these unhappy beings as a distinct dass, requiring a 
special dietary^ but to leave it to the discretion of the medical officers to pre- 
scribe in each mdividual case such an addition or alteration in diet, as he ^laU 
deem indispensable.

I found the building in sound repair, clean, orderly, and secure. The venti- 
lation is excellent, and the sewerage, which has been greatly improved of late, 
is quite effective, being capable of flushing by wat«r, of which there is an 
abundant supply throughout the building, conducted to privies, lavatories, Sec. 
The stock of bedding, blankets, and sheets, and of gaol clothing, was ample. 
No alterations having taken place since the last inspection, there is no improve- 
ment to record. The chief wanta are those of a bath in the female prison, and 
of a sufficient laundry to be partitioned. 

The approximation to the maintenance of the separate system consist of the 
establishment of seventeen cells, adapted to this form of discipline, and of stalls 
on the tread-wheel, in the stone-breaking yards, and in the weaving-room. 

In other respects, although considerable attention is paid to the subdivision 
of classification, and although all prisoners of both sexes sleep singly, yet they 
are associated generally, even at meal times, there being no adequate reason why 
they should be thus congregated in their day-rooms. I have only therefore to 
reiterate my regret, frequently expressed before, that in so well-oiilered a prison 
the advantages of ^* complete separation^' should not be extended to all classes — 
advantages obtainable at an outlay which would be more than repaid by the 
valuable results. 

The Grovemor, a very careful and zealous officer, always attends the lock-up ; 
and a patrol at night is maintained by. two turnkeys, whose watchfulness is 
measured by a tell-tale clock. 

The punishments from the ) st of Januarv' to thediur of inspection amounted only 
to five. These should forthwith, at the time of infliction, be entered in a book 
exclusively allocated to this purpose, which ought to be submitted to the Board 
at each meeting.

The above schedule presents the various forms of employment which prevail 
here ; and by the r^)ort of the Gaol Committee, furnished at the Spring Assises 
of the current year, it appears that the return of prisoners' work since the pre-

The females' work— ^345 lbs. of hemp thread spun ; 25 new shirts, 52 new sheets, 
made; repaired 80 sheets, 70 shirts, 40 blankets, and 25 bed-ticks; and also the 
washing of the bedding and clothing ; supplying the gaol and bridewells with furni- 
ture and bedding firom the raw material."

1856, £25; 1857, £23 2«. 6rf. 

Schools. 

The males, almost exclusively juyeniles, are taught for two hours daily by a 
competent master. The registry of progress is good in form, but less so than 
that recommended by the Inspectors- General, which is adapted to measure 
the low state of proficiency ordinarily found to exist among prisoners on 
their first committal. It is, moreover, a great convenience for the purpose of 
supplying statistical returns frequently called for, that there should be an unifor- 
mity throughout the kingdom. The Protestant Chaplain sometimes examinti 
the pupils ; out it does not appear that the Roman Catholic does so, there being 
no entry of any comments on his part. The female school is a mere nullity, the 
matron having no aptitude for tmtion ; and I would, therefore, again hope tbat 
the master should, as is now very gen^*ally the custom, instruct the ifemafM also, 
of course in the presence of an officer of the latter sex.

There were no complaints of the diet preferred by any of the prisoners iq 
charge. I tasted the ordinary prison bread, which is made of whole meal, and 
found it excellent. The stirabout also, of Indian meal, was ver^ good. My inspec - 
tion falling upon one of the days of the week on which gruel is issued, I haa no 
opportunity of tasting the milk ; but on reference, I found several entries by the 
Local Inspector taking exception to the quality of it, and a report that very 
stale white bread was served in the hospital ; on one occasion no less than six 
days old ; indeed, at my visit, there was in the bread-store only a part of one 
white loaf which had been four days baked. 1 mention these matters with the 
ftill conviction that there will be no recurrence of this neglect. 

The Protestant Chaplain inspects the provisions, and the Roman Catholic is 
said to do so, either in his own person, or by his curate ; but there is no sepa- 
rate record giving a brief opinion upon each item of consumption.

Boohs and Accounts. 
The books relating to discipline and finance are well kept ; but I would sug- 
gest to the Board the policy of at once adopting, without awaiting the order 6f 
the Executive, the several forms submitted by my colleague and myself, which 
collectively conduce to an exact and uniform synopsis of the administration of 
all our prisons. These forms have been carefully considered, upon communica- 
tion witn all the Boards, who give their attention specially to such subjects, and 
are found, when enforced, to be of great value. The rrotestant Ch^lam m 
duly provided with a Journal, but not so the Roman Catholic, although tectioii

None of the latter are on gaol allowance. 

The turnkeys, seven of whom have been instructed in some form of Iiandicrafb, 
are furnished with arms and uniforms. 

Since the last inspection the office of Local Lispector,' vacated hj the Rev. 

B. Jacob, has been filled hj the appointment of Dr. Russell ; and one of the 
turnkeys, David Fitzgerald, who had become infirm, was exempted from duty, 
and permitted to remain on the staff as extra. 

Officers' Visits. 
I regret to remark, as did my colleague last year, that the Roman Catholic 
Chaplain during 1857 failed to give the amount of attendance prescribed by the 
69th section of the Prisons Act, 7 Geo. 4, cap. 74. If the forms referred to 
above were adopted, showing the duration of the visits of the extern officers, and 
if the number of such visits were totted up monthl^r, and lud before the Board, the 
latter would be in a position to require an immediate explanation of any default.

There is no normal or progressiye improrement to be noticed^ if we compare BoTrm 
the total in custody on the day of inspection, and on the corresponding days of Disteh^p. 
the three preceding years ; nor do the daily averages for the years 1856 and 
1857 evidence any diminution of the criminal population — ^the numbers beins 
respectively 1118 and 117*5; but, during the currentvear, there is a marked 
tendency to decline, the average having fallen to 96. This amelioration is found 
to affect only male adults of an age to enlist, and juvenile vagrants of the same 
sex, the permanent staff, if we may so call them, of pilferers and pickpockets, 
remaining unchanged, as is also the dass of dissolute women, who return again 
and again to this prison — a result not to be wondered at, wanting as h is in all 
effectual appliances, both deterrent and refonnat(^.

. The building was throughout in fair repair, clean, well ventilated (many of 
the windows, indeed, being left purposely without glass to an ext^it whici, I 
fear, in very cold or damp weather might prove prejudicial to health), and 
abundantly supplied with water. The sewerage is now effective. The locks 
were reported to me as good ; but, in one locality at least, whence an escape 
lately took place, the prison is very insecure. This defect may be remedied, or 
at least lessened, by the erection of a revolving chevaux-de-frize in the accessible 
quarter, viz., the vagrant yard, and by removing a cross wall connecting the gaol 
with an adjoining brewery in Newgate, which seems to be an encroachment, and 
which undoubtemy affords tempting facilities to prison-breach. 

There are baths, in which prisoners of both sexes are stated to be washed on 
admission, and once a month afterwards, during their term of confinement. 
There beini; no covered lavatories, tubs are provided for daily personal ablution. 
There are no reception-rooms, nor fumigating-room, and no dryinff-room — the 
latter want being a great eviL The laundry is inconvenient, and not divided 
by partitions ; and there is but one yard in common for master and pauper 
debtors. Many of the bed-ticks and blankets were much worn, and ought to h% 
replaced forthwith, and the supplv of these, as well as of sheets, was very scanty. 
The stock of clothing, especially for the females, was so utterly inadequate that, 
if immediate measures are not taken to make good the deficiency, I shall deem it 
my duty to exercise the summary power vested in the Inspectors-General by the 
87th section of the Prisons Act. 

The classification is necessarily imperfect, and fidls far short even of the 
prescriptions of the Prisons Act.

The females are in three sections, according to their known or presumed ante* 
cedents rather, than in accordance with criminal classification. The above 
schedule shows the insufficient amount of cellular accommodation, in consequence 
of which, even when the numbers are low, and each prisoner can be provided 
with a single bed, the majority are congregated in apartments. In tact, the 
females are kept in constant association, as are also the males, except when 
employed in the separate sheds for stone-breaking, and on the tread- wheel, which 
is fitted with stalls. They, further, take their meals in their cells, as far as the

It has been so often the painful du^ of my colleague and myself to comment Kt 
large upon the evils, which impede the proper administration of this gaoL, the 
structural defects being such as to render it impossible to devise alterations 
sufficient for adaptation to the separate system, that I have but to recapitulate our 
former opinion that one only mode of solving the difficulty remains, viz., the 
abandonment of the present building, and an incorporation of the establishmeni 
with that of the county prison.

Educational instruction is given, for two hours daily, to prisoners of both sexes, 
by the Clerk and Assistant Matron, who, though neither of them were originally 
appointed for the purpose of tuition, are competent and efficient teachers. Hie 
pupils are taken from those who are sentenced to above one month's imprison- 
ment, and who do not exceed twenty-five years of age. Here, as in die case of 
productive labour, the shortness of the terms militates much against substantial 
progress ; and, further, the almost incorrigible class of juvenile pickpockets is 
very unwilling to learn. The Registry of Progress is that recommended by the 
Inspectors-General.

There were no complaints of the diet preferred by any of the prisoners in 
custody.

The books are kept with great fulness and accuracy, and are creditable to 
those, in whose charge they are j)laced. The Local Inspector, the Chaplains, and 
the Governor are all provided with journals, and many of the forms suggested by 
the Inspectors-General have been put into operation. It would be very desirable 
that the whole should be adopted, in order to secure uniformity. of administration 
throughout the kingdom, and the means of comparing the several gaols one with 
the other.

Since the kst inspection the Very Rev. Dr. Butler, p.p. of St. Ma^'s, has 
be«i appointed Roman Catholic Chaplain, in the room of the Rev. John Bndian, 
resigned ; and a vacancy which occurred among the turnkeys (also by resigna- 
tion) has been filled. 

I regret to state that the very zealous and careful Local Inspector was unable, 
from illness, to meet me at my inspection ; but I had the aavantage of being 
accompanied by the High Sheriff, Dr. Kane. The infirmity of the Governor, 
who is very deaf, and is occasionally attacked by so severe an affection of the 
head as to be entirely incapacitated irom the discharge of any duty, has, after 
many years of service, some of them very arduous, fairly entitled himself to a 
superannuation allowance ; and I trust that the fiscal body wiU not, from a 
mistaken sense of economy, in a matter of such importance as the effective 
superintendence of the prison, withhold this just concession from an officer worn 
out in their service. 

It is much to be lamented that so useful an officer as the Clerk and School- 
master should have plaeed himself in the position of undergoing a severe repri- 
mand for intoxication, with the further assurance that a rei)etition of the offence 
would lead to immediate dismissal. 

The turnkeys, who are furnished with arms and uniforms, and the assistant, 
receive their salaries weekly, the matron monthly, and the higher ofiiccrs hcdf- 
yearly. None are on prison allowance.

The number actually in custody on the day, which I have selected for th«raoord dt 
my inspection, is leas than that returned on the corresponding days of 1 856 and 1 867 ; 
the total being, respectively, 52 and 55 ; and an examination of the averagw 9i 
the three last years, which stand thus, 1855, 79 ; 1856, 61 ; 1857, 51— ^eads we 
to the same gratifying conclusion. There were two dangerous lunatics (one <A 
each sex) and two deserters, but no debtors nor convicts under rule of penal fari- 
tude. The aggregate of juvenile malefactors has diminished, as well as workhovM 
offences and vagrancy, two classes of delinquencies which hitherto tended larg^ 
to swell the population of gaols. A. large reduction has, of late years, beeti 
observed in the females, whiui is, doubtless, to be chiefly attributed to the main- 
tenance of separation in its inte^t;^ among prisoners of this ses; by cutting 
off the supply of those who were mitiated, but too often, in skilled crime within 
the walls of a prison by their more experienced associates. One woman, indeed, 
who was recently discharged, and who had formerl^r been confined here when 
^^ association*^ existed in uie female quarter, on leaving the gaol, deduced her 
intention never to enter it agam, as she had now no opportunity of making 
" apprentices ;** thus involuntwily offering the strongest testimony to the efficacy 
of the separate system.

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Sooth The building was throughout clean, orderly, and in sound repair; with the 
Di stric t, ^j^q exception of the cupola of the clock-tower, which is about to be standied. 
Quern's ^^ ^ proposed to substitute perforated zinc for the glass panes in some of tlie 
County windows, and to introduce gas. Water, which is abundant, is pumped by the 
Gaol. tread- wheel, and conducted to the several sections. There are baths, in whu^ 
prisoners of both sexes are washed upon committal, but not subsequently, unless 
Dy medical direction. Lavatories are provided for the females, wnich, however, 
require to be partitioned, in order to sustain the principle of non-communicadon ; 
and tubs are furnished for the dail^ ablution of the males. The sewerage is 
effective. The stock of prison clothmg was ample, as was also that of the bed- 
ding. Some of the tickens and blankets, however, were much worn, but a partial 
supply of the former had been ordered, and it is intended to replace the latter 
witn new ones before the winter. 

The females, as stated above, are subjected to strict separation; and among the 
males classification is carried out, according to the provisions of the Prisons Act. 
Further, the juveniles are kept apart from the adults, and all sleq) singly, and 
take their meals in their cells; and when employed on the tread- wheel and in 
the stone-breaking sheds, are prevented from holding intercourse by stalls and 
divisions. At other forms of labour, though under the supervision of turnkeys, 
they are congregated. In conclusion, I cannot refrain from expressing a hope 
that the local authorities, relying on their experience of the practical effects 
produced by the only form of discipline, which renders contamination impossible 
and reformation probable^ will adopt it universally throughout the criminal 
classes; — a result attainable at an mconsiderable cost, as compared with the 
benefit to be derived — ^the accommodation for the males far exceeding the 
existing requirements, and being capable of easy adaptation. 

The Governor or his deputy attends the lock-up; and the regularity and 
vimlance of the night patrol are tested by two tell-tale clocks, placed apart. 

The punishments in 1856 amounted to 17, inflicted on 13 individuals ; in 1857, 
to 23, on 19; and during the current year, up to the date of inspection, to but 1. 

The punishment cells are eight in number, four which are provided with windows 
looking on the vards annexed to them, and four, which are darkened by the 
erection of a wall opposite the windows, and divided from them by a short in- 
terval. Some of tliese cells, in consequence of the paucity of punishments, 
especially since the establishment of the '•'' separate system** among the females, 
whidi here as elsewhere has been proved to conduce strongly to the maintenance 
of order, have been disused. It has, however, been found necessary to retain, as 
places of correction, some of the darkened cells; confinement in those, which are 
thoix>ughly lighted not being regarded as a punishment by such old offenders as 
are usimlly designated ** gaol bii3s." I thus particularize them, because the Gaol 
Committee, appointed at the Spring Assizes of this year, thought fit, inter aUoy to 
c»ll the special attention of the Board to the " cases of Robert Byrne and 
Thomas CfardifT who wore confined on several occaaons in the black cells, aa we 
think the punishments inflicted may have been severe in proportion to the oflfences 
registered against them.*' It is to oe observed that the Committee arrived at thk 
conclusion without examining the superior oflicers, or giving them any oppor- 
tunity of explanation ; and that the eases referred to were not of recent 
occurrence, Cardiff having been discharged so far back as July, 1856. 

The Board, accordingly, an administrative body to whose high character for 
ability and experience my colleague and I feel bound to bear witness, met for 
the purpose of holding a fnU investigation into the matters charged, and passed 
the annexed resolution, which appears to be perfectly satisfactory.

the state of mind of prisoners on their release from solitary confinement ; who both r~ — ^ 

state that thej have never, in all their lengthened experience, seen any man a**^ 

whose mind appeared to be in the slightest degree injuriously affected by such •f'fV 
confinement." 

While giving full credit to the Committee for a sense of duty and of humanity 
towards the prisoners, I must urge on the other hand, in behalf of justice^ the 
necessity of considering that in every ^aol there are to be found criminals of the 
most hardened and desperate dispositions, whose refractoriness and violence are 
only to be subdued by tne enforcement of the sternest discipline consistent with 
the absence of injury to health ; and I confess that I am at a loss to devise any 
form of effectually ;>«7ia/ treatment less liable to the imputation of undue severity, 
than that to which the individuals above named were subjected. If, therefore, 
the Grovemor, who has shown since his appointment not only zeal and efi^ciency 
but lenity, as attested by the paucity of the punishments inflicted under his 
sole authority, is to be leu unsupported in. the exercise of that authority, and is 
further to be exposed to reprehejision witJiout inquiry ^ he will shrink from the due 
maintenance of discipline, when it leads to such embarrassing results ; while, as 
a necessary consequence, prisoners of the character above described will soon 
become aware of their impunity, and the whole institution will fall into laxity 
and disorder. 

In this particular instance, the diflSculties of the Governor were further ag^- 
vated by the fact, that the cases impugned occurred at such a distance of time 
that it might have been impossible to ascertain all the circumstances. In order, 
therefore, to prevent the recurrence of such a proceeding, I would sijKgest that 
the Punishment Book should be examined at each meeting of the Board, and 
signed by the Chairman. Thus every case, which might appear to require inves- 
tigati(»i, would be dealt with at once, while all the witnesses were producible, 
\pd the facts were fresh in their recollection. 

Pwmhments for Prison Offences. 



The great diminution in the number of available hands for industrial labour 
has, of course, here, as elsewhere, materially affected this branch of prison discip- 
line, which, however, is maintained as far as is consistent with the means at 
the disposal of the local authorities. It is to be noted that there are several 
handicraftsmen among the turnkeys, but the additional buildings and alterations 
having been completed, the services of some of them, the masons for instance, 
can no longer be brought into action. In the event of a vacancy occurring, it 
would be desirable to select an officer competent to teach tailoring; a trade 
which is very usefiil within the walls, and can be afterwards turned to account 
by prisoners on their discharge.

There were some complaints of the bread, as being iU-baked; and upon tastiiig 
it, I found it to be sweet, but rather heavy. Occasional exceptions to the milk, 
also, as being thin, were taken in the reports of the Chaplains, who inspect the 
provisions regularly, but have not as yet adopted the tabular form suggested by 
iny colleague and myself. 

Books and Accounts. 

The books relating to matters of discipline and finance are kept with laudable 
neatness and accuracy. The Chaplains and the Governor are provided with 
journals, and the Surgeon initials ail medical orders. I was given to understand, 
I trust correctly, that it is the intention of the Board to put into operation the 
whole of the forms which the Inspectors-General submitted last year, with the 
view of establishing an uniform system of records throughout the kingdom, and 
of thus facilitating a comparison of the administration of the several gaols one 
with another.

I feel bound to remark that the Roman Catholic Chaplain and the Surgeon 
during the past year (1857), have failed to fulfil the amount of duty requirwl of 
them by the Prisons Act. I beg, therefore, to su^sest that the visits of the 
extern officers should be totted up monthly, and laid before the Board at each 
meeting; in order that in the event of any default, an explanation may be 
demanded. 

Hospitals. 

The Quarters for the sick of both sexes are ample in size, well ventilated, and 
provided with baths and water-closets. The sanitary condition of the prison 
had been highly satisfactory ; and there were but three patients on the day of 
my first visit. Indeed, the continuous health of the female prisoners, who are 
kept in strict separation, afibrds the best answer to those who object to this form 
of discipline, that it tends to affect injuriously all who are subjected to it.

Bridewells. 

I would earnestly call the attention of the Board to the extract from our 
Report for the past year on bridewells. The bridewells in this county are very 
detective in point of accommodation, there being in all of them but one yard for 
the reception of both sexes ; but one privy in that of Abbeyleix ; and in those of 
Stradbally and Borris^ but one room allocated tofemtj^lesfor all purposes. Further, 
two of them (Stradballv and Abbeyleix) are within a very short distance of 
Maryborough, and the third (Borris) is accessible by railway, so that the trans- 
mission of prisoners from these localities directly to the county gaol would be 
neither long nor expensive. As a matter, therefore, of economy, as well as of 
better discipline, I wonld urgently advocate the abolition of them. The accom- 
modation 01 the gaol is far beyond the present requirements, and prisoners sent 
there are sure to be subjected to a mode of treatment at once deterrent and 
reformatory. If the Board and Grand Jury concur in this view, it would, of 
course, become necessary to discontinue holding criminal sessions previou^y to 
the abolition of the bridewells.

And a oomparison of the daily ayerages during the three last years tends, 
although in a less degree, to the same conclusion — ^viz., 1855, 120 — 3 ; 1856, 
120—1 ; 1857, 95. 

The committals and re-committals, especially for the expired portion of the 
current year, exhibit a small but steady improvement. Vagrancy has fidlen to an 
aggregate of trifling amount, and juvenile offences have experienced a consider- 
ab& decline ; but I lament to state that some of the graver crimes a{^)e«red in 
the caol records, two male prisoners (since executed) being under aeatences of 
death at the time of my inspection. 

No less than fifteen lunatics — eleven males and four females — ^were confined 
here on the above day ; but I entertain a strong ho^ that the Report of the 
Commission on Lunacy will lead to such a change m legislation as to rdiete 
prisons of this unfortunate class.

The whole gaol was in a creditable condition of repair, order, and deanlineas. 
well ventilate^ and plentifully supplied with water, which is diz«cted to flusIuBg 
the sewerage ; and there are baths and lavatories annexed to each section. 

The stock of bedding, sheets, and prison clothing was ample. 

No change has taken place in the acoonunodation, which is more tJian sufficient 
for present requirements ; but it is intended to divide the laundry with partitaoos 
in order to maintain the separate system, which the last Grand Jtiry and the 
Visiting Conmiittee have reconmiended to be applied to a portion of the building, 
several of the cells being of adequate capacity and already artificially heateS. 
My colleague and myself look forward witn great pleasure to the establishmoit 
of this form of discipline, even partially, here, where an excellent administraticHi 
prevails, and with the conviction that a short experience of its efficacy will induce 
the local authorities to extend the benefits of it to every prisoner within the 
walls. 

At present there are five criminal classes of males and four of fenudes— 4he 
latter being subdivided according to their known or presumed character ; but 
the necessity of attending so large a number of lunatics of both sexes matenaDy 
infiinges upon the regularity of their classification. 

All the piisoners/subject to this exertion, take their meals and sle^ singlj in 
their respective cells. 

The Governor or the Head Tumkev attends the lock-up; and there is a 
ni^tly patrol, without, however, the salutary check of a tell-tale clock.

No change has taken place in the staff since the last inspection. Seven of the 
turnkeys are handicraftsmen ; and they, as well as the matrons and other inferior 
intern officers, are paid monthly, and each receive daily rations of two pounds of 
white bread and one quart of new milk. 



It is to be observed the number of attendances on the part of the Protestant 
Chaplain falls below the requirements of the Prisons Act. 

Hospitals. 

There is ample accommodation for the sick of both sexes, and water-closets 
are about to be erected in the hospitab. There were eight patients, all males, 
five of whom were dangerous lunatics. 

The general sanitary condition of the prison had been highly satisfactory.

I have to congratulate the local authorities of the South Riding upon a marked 
decline in the aggregate of prisoners during the present year, as contrasted even 
with those which immediately preceded it. 

The numbers in charge on the day of inspection, and on the corresponding 
days in the three previous years, stand thus—

while the daily averages fully sustain this favourable view; the figures being 
respectively as follows:— 1855, 238-7; 1856, 159-5; 1857, 157-5; and up to 
the date of my visit in 1858 (a period of eight months and a-half), 117. 

This reduction embraces all classes of criminals, and, I am happy to state, 
specially affects juvenile offenders. The return of re-conunittals, however, must 
be taken as an exception to this improved condition, exhibiting, as it does, a 
considerable proportionate excess over the past year. , 

There were no prisoners under rule of penal servitude, but there were no less 
than twelve dangerous lunatics, seven males and five females, in custody. 

Although, I am bound to state, remarkable humanity and care, as far as is con- 
sistent with the limited means applicable in a prison, are evinced towards these 
unhappy beings, a male contrived to inflict a mortal wound upon himself, of which 
he died, after lingering for some weeks. 

It is earnestly, therefore, to be hoped that the suggestion set forth in the 
Keport of the Commissioners of Inquiry into Lunatic A^ums may be carried out, 
and that the prisons may be finally relieved of these unsuitable inmates.

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Sddra "r^e building was in il sound conditimi (no repairs, except some plumber's work, 
Disrrfticr. which was in progress of execution, being required), secure, clean, airy, and amply 
r "^ i^ supplied with water, which is conducted by j4pes to the baths, lavatories, and 
y^^mrJ to die several yards, &c., and is applied to tlK>rough-flu8hing the sewers. 
7so^^ Since the last inspection an addition to the laundry, an ironing hall, and a 
kidifuf) drying-room, have been completed ; and two new baths, one in the old gaoL, and 
Oaou one in the female prison, have been provided. The laundry, however, is not fur- 
nished with partitions, which are indispensable to the prevention of undue inter- 
course. 

On the male side, taking collectively the old gaol, and the old House of Cor- 
rection, the number of cells, of a size fit for the establishment of separation^ far 
exceeds the present or probable future reauirements, without enumerating those 
of the new House of Correction, which wll below the prescribed minimum of 
capacity, as well as those of the whole female prison ; but it is to be borne in 
mmd, tiat under the system referred to, the day-rooms would be no longer re- 
quired, and would be divisible into adequate cells, while by removing the party- 
walls between the cells of lesser dimensions, a sufficiencnr of accommodation tor 
both sexes would be attainable, at an outlay which would be more than compen- 
sated by the consequent advantages. At present the males follow the classinca- 
tion laid down in the Prisons Act, and work on the tread- wheels and at stone- 
breaking in stalls, but are associated, involving an intermixture of classes, wh^i 
6mploy^ in purely industrial labour. The females, on the other hand, are not 
subjected, from want of proper accommodation, to the same amoimt of classifica- 
tion. The prostitutes, however, both tried and untried, are placed in a section 
apart. 

All prisoners, of both sexes, except the lunatics and nurses^ sleep and take 
iheir meals in single cells. 

Having thus stated the actual condition of this brandiof adminifitration, I re- 
sume, as 1 have frequently done before, in common with my former and present 
colleague, the advocacy of ^^ separation;" and the Board having, in consequence 
of some observations in this sense, which I submitted at the period of my inspec- 
tion, expressed a desire to the effect that the benefit likelv to ensue from it should 
be more fully stated, I have supplied them with testimomes from the local authori- 
ties of some of our gaols, who have had experience of both systems, the "separate" 
and the "associat^*' and I beg to recapitulate a portion of one of our annual 
reports, in which the whole subject is fully discussed. 

Classiftcation, as prescribed by the Prisons Act, even when carried out strin- 
gently, founded as it is exclusively upon the character of offences, for which pri- 
soners are actually under committal or sentence, has long been felt by those who 
have devoted their attention to prison administration, to be wholly unequal in its 
operation, and inadequate to prevent intercommunication, despite the most active 
and careful supervision; indeed, it is a matter of admitted experience that all 
gaols desiifned on the principle of association become necessarilv more or less schools 
of corruption, and tend to the propagation rather than to the diminution of cri- 
minality; gross injustice being thus done as well to the prisoners themselves as 
to the community at large, when they are turned loose, after the expiration of 
their sentences, in a more debased and dangerous condition than before. 

On the other hand, the simplicity of the separate system, and its certainty in 
protecting the less depraved from further contamination, and in debarring the 
more guilty from spreading their own taint, have never failed to secure the advo- 
cacy of those who have tested its appHcation, even if we do not take into (^cula- 
tion t^e (^portunities of self-exammation and of receiving uninterruptedly moral 
and religious instruction, which it alone affords. 

We speak of opvortuniHes only of self-improvement, without hasarding the 
assertion, that in tne maiority, or that even m a larger proportion of instances, 
such opportunities are fuUy turned to account; blamdess conduct during confine- 
ment bemg, we fear, too frequently the result of long experience, which teaches 
the habitiml inmate of a prison that insubordination inevitably leads to an abridg- 
ment of the small amount of comparative indulgence incident to his condition, and 
that the assumption of a penitent tone and demeanour is likel;^ to produce a miti- 
gation of punisnmenil) for ihe sole test of sincere and pr»ctical repentance and 
reformation is his persistence in a conrfte of honesty and virtue, when a restora- 
tion to freedom again exposes him to the temptations and* trials under whidi he 
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formerty saccumbed ; but thifi test it b impoMible to appl)[ to every case, from .^„.„ 
the absence of an universal and sTstematized supervision, which hitherto, at least, DisTiuor. 
has been deemed to be repugnant to our principles of domestic politj. 

"Separation," however, at least insures the establishment of that primary and ,^|*^^ 
permanent principle, which we hold it to be the duty of the State to enforce — ^K^i^ 
namely, that none shall lecme a gaol worse members of the community than they enter R^^) 
it : and it thus tends, as il necessary consequence, to the reduction of ofienders by Qom. 
severing aD commimion between master and pupil, and by checking the success 
sion of instructed adepts in the various branches of skilful crime pursued by pro- 
fessional law-breakers. This desirable result we believe to be fully attamable, 
without incurring the evils which are frequently attributed to ^^ separation," 
inasmuch as the observance of it, when fully carried out, is found to be c<MnpatibIe 
with a considerable amount of punitive and industrial labour, and with the main- 
tenance of health, both bodily and mental — nor is this opinion speculative; for 
we fearlessly appeal to the experience of the working of this system at Belfkst 
^aol, where, in tnis kingdom^ it has been in operation sufficiently long to affimi a 
just estimate of its efficiency^ and where the moral advantages have b^ obtained 
without infringement of the rule of seclusion, of hard work, and of low diet; the 
sanitary condition of the prisoners, who are universally subjected to this form of 
disciplme, beinfij such as to render any material relaxation unnecessary. 

We, therefore, again put forward an extract from the Report of the Inspector- 
General, upon this prison for the year 1855, which is frilly sustained and confirmed 
in every particular by the returns for the past year, as to the decrease of crime 
and its presumed causes in that locality : — 

*^ When it is taken into consideration that this decline has steadily progressed 
"in the face of the rapid, but normal, increase of the population of JBe&ast, it 
" becomes necessary to look deeper than the ordinary causes which have favour- 
" ably affected the criminal status of other localities, such as enlistment and em- 
"ployment; emigration having almost ceased to supply the means of depletion. 
•' Employment, moreover, can scarcely be admitted to nave exercised a paramount 
^* influence, inasmuch as the enormous rise in the prices of all necessaries of life 
"fuUy counterbalances the advantages of high wages; and we must, therefore, 
" seek another solution. That solution, I firmfy believe, and my belief is corrobo- 
" rated by the opinion of those who have attentively and anxiously considered the 
" contrast, is to be found in the establishment and in the maintenance of the 
" separate system, strictly and humanely administered throughout several years — 
^* for it is idle to expect immediate results of great magnitude from any system of 
*' discipline, however rigid. Time was required to exhaust the capital stock, or 
" rather the standing force of offenders, who were already in existence at the 
"commencement of the experiment; and there being, in consequence of the isola- 
" tion observed here, no opportunity given for the propagation of crime, as in 
" gaols conducted upon the associated principle, the supply of recruits has been 
" cut off*; and thus the local authorities, who founded and have supported this 
" excellent institution, are now reaping the benefit of their provident philanthropy 
" in the improvement of public morahty." 

I consequently conclude with the earnest hope that the example which has been 
set elsewhere may be followed here, and with the remark, that in all probability 
two great boons will shortly be oonferred, which will materially lighten the ex- 
penditure of prisons, viz., the removal of lunatics, alluded to above, and the ful- 
filment of the recommendation of the " Select Committee on the County Rates of 
Ireland," which reported, during the past session, in favour of extending to this 
country the advantage already enjoyed in England, viz., that of trani^erring 
from the local rates to the Consolidded Fund the chargeabUity of all offenders 
convicted by ^ /tcrv. 

The amount ofclothing was sufficient, as was also that of the sheets, bedding, 
and blankets— the latter were thin and worn, but the stock being large, a double 
issue can be made for winter use. 

The lock-up is attended by the (xovemor and the deputy, and the regularity 
and vigilance of the night-patrol are measured by three teU-tale clocks. 

The punishments since the 1st of Januarv amounted to eleven only. It is 
deorab^ that the Puni^iment Book should be examined by the Board at each 
meeting, and signed by the chairman, in order to record their sanction.

Educational instruction is given for two hours daily to the males by a tumkej-, 
and to the females, by a matron. The Registry of Progress is not satisfactory; 
and I would, therefore, suggest that the form recommended by us, which is dear 
for the purpose of reference, and well suited to the average intellectual condition 
of prisoners, should be adopted, and that the Chaplains, who occasionally visit 
the schools, should enter their opinions in the column headed ^^ Remarks.**

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regularly examined by 
the Chaplains, who do not, however, record their comments m a book exclusively 
set apart for this purpose. 

Books and Accounts. 

The registries and the books, embracing criminal statistics, discipline, expendi- 
ture, and the sanitary condition, are kept with very praiseworthy care. Some 
of the forms, however, submitted by my colleague and myself, who are very de- 
sirous that an uniform system of record should be established throughout the 
kingdom, in order that the several gaols may be compared one with another, 
have not yet been put into operation. 

The Local Inspector, the Chaplains, the Medical Officer, and the Grovemor, 
are all provided with journals. 

The ijocal Lispector, a very experienced and active officer, keeps also a full 
summary of the state of the bridewells of the riding, which he visits regularly.

The normal decline of crime in the County of Waterford is, I am happy to South 
state, proved satisfactorily by the foregoing tables. Thus, if we examine the num- i>i8TRicr. 
bers in custody on the 13th of September (the date at which I have recorded my 
inspection), during a term of four years, we find the figures to stand as follows : — 
1855, 81 ; 1856, 66 ; 1857, 64 ; 1858, 38 ; and if we turn to the daily averages 
for the three first-named years, and for the expired portion of the current year, 
we arrive at further evidences of this progressive reduction ; the totals beiu^ 
respectively^, 1855, 72-9; 1856, 59-6; 1857, 52-5; and 1858, 41. 

The diminution has embraced every class of offences, both those of a moitj 
heinous character, and the lesser delmquencies, such as vagrancy. Some lew- 
cases of the latter have recently appeared on the registry ; but, doubtless, tbo 
enforcement of the 29th section of the Amended Prisons Act (the 19 & 20 Vic, c. 
68), which declares any money found upon the person of a vagrant to be applicabk* 
to ^e discharge of the cost of mmntenance, will soon abate this social nuisance. 

A greater decrease is observable in the daily average of the males than in that 
of the females during the present year; but there is nothing in the aggregate 
of either sex to demand a special notice.

The buildix^ was clean and orderly, in sound repair, and abundantly supplied 
with water. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and clothing was ample, 
and it is only iiistiee to the superior officers to state, that, in all matters depen- 
dent upon their zeal and experience, there is nothing to be amended ; but the 
material defects of the prison are such as in a great measure to nullify the advan- 
tages of administration, however excellent. 

I had entertained the confident hope that by this time the project, long enter- 
tained, and too long delayed, of amalgamating the county and city gaols, and erect- 
ing one suitable building for the reception of criminals and debtors, committed 
from both jurisdictions, would have progressed towards completion; but this 
desirable object has been suspended for the present, the two Grand Juries at the 
Spring Assizes having rejected the plans designed by the county surveyor, at an 
estimate of £21,000, which they had previously adopted, and which, after due 
examination by the Board of Works, had been approved by his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, upon the report and recommendation of the Inspectors-General. 

Such rejection, however, naving been exclusively grounded upon the great 
decrease of prisoners, and upon the excess of the pLuQS in point of extent and 
outlay over existing requirements, both Grand Junes arrivea at the conclusion 
of submitting a mcxlification of the same plans at the lesser cost of £ 14,000 ; and 
I earnestly trust that no further impediments may arise to delay or obstruct the 
realization of this vital improvement, the more so, as the plans in question are 
capable of easy expansion in the event, the occurrence of which is highly improb- 
able^ of a return to the former average of offenders, the wtfaUing result as evidenced 
dsewhere, of the application of the separate system being to mminish criminality. 

In the confident expectation, theretore, that both jurisdictions will adopt them, 
my colleague and I have placed ourselves provisionally in commumcation with 
the architect of the Boai-d of Works, and are in position to state that we shuU 
be ready f o recommend them to the Executive as soon as they come before us in 
due official course. 

At present the cln^*«ification of the males is in accordance with the old Prisons 
Act, the juveniles being placed in a section apart, but the females are necessarily, 
from want of proper accommodation, herdeo almost indiscriminately together, 
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South tliere being but one yard and one priTy common to all, debtors included. The 
DinBicT. meals are taken in the day-rooms, andf as ^eu* as the number of cells permits, 
fi^^ ^ both sexes sleep singly. 

W<adSfwd "^^^ Governor or the deputy attends the lock-up, and a nightlv natrol is 
GwA. maintained, without, however, liie indispensable check of a tell-tue dock, whidi 
ou|^t to be supplied. 

The punishments from the Ist of January up to the day of inspection, amounted 
only to four, and were all inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor.

Both prisons were tolerably clean and orderly, and sufficiently supplied with 
water and sewerage. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and clothing was 
also adequate, there being in store at the House of Correction raw material for 
working up according to requirement. 

Classification in the City Gaol, in which no females, except the debtors and the 
sick are confined, is maintained by placing in four separate quarters (to which 
yards are attached) debtors, druci:ards, untried, and convicts ; and lastly, those 
sentenced to hard labour. 

In the House of Correction the males are aU congregated together^ while the 
females are placed in three sections, according to character ; the prostitutes, when 
not too numerous, constituting one division. The meals are taken in the day- 
rooms. The Governors of both prisons attend the lock-up, but the stafis are 
inadecjuate to iumish a night patrol, though the insecurity of the buildings, 
especially the House of Correction, renders such supervision mdispensable. 

The punishments from the first of January to the respective periods of my 
inspection, amounted in the City Gaol to one, and in the House ofCorrection to 
nineteen ; all of them having been inflicted by the sole authority of the Grovemors.

No indus- 
trial employment is supplied for the former sex, and the latter are engaged only 
to a partial extent in spinning and knittins.

The Board assembles in each month and discharges all liabilities, except the 
salariesof the superior officers; and the whole expenditure is examined and reported 
upon at each assizes by a Finance Committee. 

General Observations. 
I bee leave to repeat some observations which already appear in my Report 

rn the County Prison, as they are applicable, and in a stul greater degree, to 
institutions of the City. 

^* I had entertained the confident hope that by this time the project, long enter- 
tained, and too long delayed, of amalgamating the county and city gaols, and erect- 
ing one suitable building for the reception of criminals and debtors, committed 
firom both jurisdictions, would have progressed towards completion; but this 
desirable object has been suspended for the present, the two Grand Juries at the 
Spring Assizes having rejected the plans dngi<]^ned by the County Surveyor, at an 
estimate of £21,000, which they had previously adopted, and which, after due 
examination by the Board of Works, had been aj)proved by his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, upon the report and recommendation of the Inspectors- General. 

"Such rejection, however, having been exclusively grounded upon the great 
decrease of prisoners, and upon the excess of the pms in point of extent and 
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South outlay over exiBting requirements, both Grand Juries arriyed at the oondu _ 
1^^*'^^*' of submitting a modification of the same plans at a lesser cost of £14^000; axkd 
^Z^Tf I earnestly trust that no further impediments may arise to delay or obstruct the 
WcSr%rd ^^^e^^^zadon of this yital improvement, the more so, as the plans in question are 
QaoL capable of easy expansion in the event, the occurrence of wnich is kighh/ iwprch- 
able, of a return to the former average of offenders, the unfatUnf result as evi- 
denced elsewhere, of the application of the separate system b^ng to dlTnini^ 
criminaHty. 

*^In the confident expectation, therefore, that both jurisdictions will adopt them, 
my colleague and I have placed ourselves provisionally in communication with 
the architect of the Board of Works, and are in position to state that we shall 
be ready to recommend them to the Executive as soon as they come before ns in 
due official course." 

If this expectation should, however, prove to be erroneous, and if the rate- 
payers of the city of Waterford should persist in their refusal to correct the cry- 
mg evils which reflect discredit upon tnis important locality, my colleagize and 
myself will abstain from the thankless and fruitless task of pointing out^defota, 
and suggesting remedies, and will be driven to appeal to the Judicial B^ch ami 
to the Legislatiire, as it is a cruel mockery of justice to sent^ice delinquents 
to a gaol which is a mere school of corruption, which is wanting in many of the 
material requirements impatitively prescribed by the Prisons Act, which 
contains neither a school-room, nor a workshop, nor a laundry, nor a diying- 
room, nor a covered lavatory, nor a reception-room, nor cells deserving the name, 
they being inferior to those of any ffaol of the kingdom, and, indeed, of the betts* 
description of bridewells, and which fiirther is equally wanting in all the moral 
rec^uirements essential to discipline and improvement, such as the means of sepa- 
ration, or even due classification, and of educational and industrial instructioD ; 
which, in fine, is so wholly unprovided with any deterrent and reformatory ele- 
ments, thus violating the primary and paramount principle which the State is 
bound to maintain with respect to ofienders, namely^ that none shall leave a gaol 
worse menders of the community than they entered it.

The decrease in crime in 1856 as compared with 1855, was noticed in the last 
report as remarkable ; and, though the statistical returns for 1857 show but a 
ahght decline from the previous year, I have to congratulate the county upon 
the very considerable reduction which characterizes the present year, up to the 
day of mspection — a period of nearly six months ; and I would specially point to 
the fact that both in committals and re-committals the females, who are not in 
separation, maintain more than their due sexual proportion. There were no 
prisoners imder rule of penal servitude ; but the presence of a large body of 
lunatics continues to be tne prominent evil of this establishment, affecting, as it 
does im&vourably, the probability of cure on the part of these imhappy beings, 
and the discipline of those to whose charge they are necessarily confided. Juve- 
nile delinquencies have also undergone a diminution, and vagrancy and work- 
houses have disappeared before the advancing prosperity of the country.

GaoK '^^ sewers of the new prison arc effective ; but there are none in the cdd gaol 

(occupied by the lunatics) ; an original defect^ which it would be very difficult to 
remeciy. 

The stock of prison clothing, bedding, blankets, and sheets was ample ; but 
the latter are not issued to some of the lunatics, whose habits are disgusting^ 
and incorrigibly filthy. 

Sixty-six cells have been fitted with all the requirements for carrying out the 
separate system among the males, and it only remains that partitions should be 
introduced in the lavatories and school-rooms ; and that stalls should be erected 
for those employed on the crank-mill, in order to maintain unbroken the prin- 
ciple of non-communication. 

There are fifty cells for females, artificially heated, and wanting only the ad- 
dition of bells to be adapted for extending to them also this salutary form of 
discipline, subject, of course, to a due provision of lavatories and water-doMis, 
and to the introduction of partitions in the laundry. 

All criminal prisoners of both sexes are at present placed in approximatire 
separation, sleeping and taking their meals singly, and are only associated in the 
scnool, with the exception of the lunatics and of the class of nurses among the 
females — a relaxation of the rule in the case of the latter for wMch there does 
not appear to exist any adequate reason. 

There is sufficient accommodation for debtors ; and the drying-room, the storei, 
and workshops are well adapted to their several purposes. £i connexion with 
the kitchen department there is a good contrivance for the supply of food without 
incurring the risk of any intercourse between the sexes. The provisions being 
placed in an ante- room, the door is locked on the male side, when another, for-* 
nished with a different lock, is opened in the female quarter, and thus no contact 
canpossibly take place. 

Trie Governor (who not onljr is very attentive to his duty, but has shown a 
landable anxiety to improve himself by visiting other institutions), attends the 
lock-up; and a patrol b maintained at night by one turnkey, without, howereTf 
the check of a teU-tale clock to measure the regularity of his circuits.

~ The foregoing schedule exhibits the actual amount of employment on the day 
of inspection ; but this branch of discipline is necessarily afiected, not only by the 
great reduction of the aggregate of inmates, but by the condition of those in 
custody. ' Thus on the &y in question there were, as recorded above, sir debtor* 
and no lees than sixteen dangerous lunatics, all' requiring tiie atteodanoe of sto^ 
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fellow-prisoners, who were consequently withdrawn from their ordinary duties South 
for thb indispensable object, and leaving the carding- machine, hitherto a source P'^tbict 
of considerable profit, unworked.

Educational instruction is given daily by a master to the males, for five hours 
and a-half in summer, and for four hours and a-half in winter, and to the females 
for three hours in both seasons — ^the latter, of course, being taught in the presence 
of an officer of their sex.

No alteration ha^ taken place in the prison since the last inspection by my 
colleague, except by the introduction of gas. The boiler for heatmg the female 
prison, which was noticed by him as being out of repair, was stiU, I regret to 
report, unfit for use. In other respects the building was in sound repair, clean, 
orderly, and abundantly supplied with water and sewerage, which is kept clean 
by flushing. The stock of bedding, blankets, and prison clothing was also 
aaequate. 

I have further to lament that separation in its integrity is not carried ou^ here. 
In some other localities the fiscal bodies have shrunk from the outlay requisite 
to establish this invaluable system, but at Wicklow, almost the whole expendi- 
ture has been already incurred. The male quarter has been fuUy provided with 
all the requirements prescribed by the ^^ Separation " Act, and a code of Bye- 
laws applicable for this object has been sanctioned by the proper authority for 
prisoners of this sex, while in the department allocated to the females, there 
are wanting only lavatories, water-closets, and partitions for the laundry, to 
enable the Board to extend to the latter similar advantages. At present a 
mixed classification of the males in three divisions, who, however, sle<^ and take 
their meals singly, is unaccountably permitted to exist ; but the females, who 
are placed in two sections according to character, are associated during meal- 
times and while engaged in industrial work. 

I venture, therefore, to express an earnest hope that these smaU deficiencies 
will be immediately supplied, that the Bve-laws will be framed to embrace both 
sexes, and that the sole form of discipline, which has been found to combine 
deterrent and reformatory elements will be stringently enforced throvghout. 

The Grovemor or his Deputy attend the lock-up, and a patrol at night is main- 
tained by one turnkey in rotation, without, however, the salutary check of a tell- 
tale clock. 

The punishments from the first of January to the day of inspection amounted 
to seventeen, which were inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor.

The committals in 1856 were— males 799, females, 811 ; so that in the last 
three years the decrease under this heading, and with regard to both sexes, hai 
been very considerable. 

There has been a material reduction in the re-committals of both sexes b 
1858 as compared with 1857, but no change in the "Daily Average" The 
amount of crime in this metropolitan county — the inhabitants of which are 
necessarily exposed to the evil influence of the criminal population of a large 
city — is certamly now verj' small ; and it is a gratifying fact that the largest 
number in custody at any one time in 1858, waa, males 74, females 61 ; whilst 
on the 21st February, 1852, there were in this gaol 213 males and 108 fbnaki; . 
and on the 19th March, 1653, 148 males and 116 females. 

The above returns show a very large diminution in vagrancy, and also a con- 
siderable reduction in drunkenness in both sexes durine 1858. Juvenile offenders 
have also much diminished, and the committals of mues for felonies, larcenies, 
and misdemeanors, have materially decreased.

The County of Dublin, with great liberality, presented a sufficient sum for 
building a new win? to the male prison. A prize was offered for the best plan, 
which was competed for by several architects, and gained by Mr. M'Curdy. This 
plan was approved by the Grand Jury and the Lord Lieutenant, and the works 
K>r carrying it out were commenced last spring, and have proceeded very actively 
ever since. 

The greater part of the male prison has been pulled down, and the boundary 
wall removed on the east side and front, so as to include sufficient space for the 
erection of a building which will contain such a number of cells, on the separate 
system, as will accommodate all the males, tmless crime should much increase, 
which is not probable. So soon as this building is completed, a portion of the 
old male prison will be added to the female side, so as to enable improved classi- 
fication to be applied to this sex, for whom the accommodation is at present 
miserably inadequate. I entertain a confident expectation that at no distant 
period the principle of separation will also be apphed to females, upon whom, 
experience has shown, it operates with peculiar efficacy. The pnvies of the 
female prison are bad and offensive ; but new ones are to be shortly erected. 
^ So ho'ge a portion of the gaol having been dismantled, it has been necessary 
to remove a considerable number of prisoners from time to time to Richmond 
Bridewell, under the powers given to the Lord Lieutenant by the 36 sec. of 1© 
^. 20 Vic, cap. 68. 

The classification of the males has necessarily of late been restricted to three 
divisions — debtors, tried, and untried. 

The females are merely in two classes, the vagrants and prostitutes being, as 
far as practicable, kept apart from the others. It is obvious that contamination 
must ensue when young and old, tried and untried, the hardened offender and 
novice in crime are thus associated ; but this evil will in great measure be reme- 
died, so soon as the completion of the new male wing leaves the old male prison, 
which is contiguous to the female, at the disposal of the authorities. 

All of both sexes, whenever the accommodation will permit, sleep in single cdls. 
The males always, and the females in summer, take their meals in the cells. 

The Governor attends the lock-up. One turnkey is on patrol at night, and 
his regularity is tested by a tell-tale clock. «

Only juveniles receive educational instruction from the schoolmaster, and tbcir 
numbers having much diminished, theiv is now very little occupation for the 
teacher. - All prisoners, except such as are too old to learn, might with advan- 
tage be admitted to the school. The young females are taught by the assistant- 
matron in the day-room in the presence of the other prisoners, so that their at- 
tention is distracted and very httle progress made. It is to be hoped a school- 
room for this sex will be provided. A satisfactory registry of progre*^ is kept, 
and the Chaplains occasionally visit the schools, and enter observations upon 
them in their journals. It is desirable that they should from time to tune 
examine the Registry, and record the result of their examination in the column 
beaded ^^ Remarks."

Since the last inspection Mrs. Boone has heen appointed assistant-matron, 
vice Miss Beveridge resigned. The extern officers and the Governor receive 
thdr salaries quarterly ; the other officers monthly. The second class turnkeys 
and matrons get rations, and all the turnkeys are supplied with uniforms. The 
Deputy Governor's salary seems low, considering that he receives neither uniform 
nor rations. 

Mr. Flewett is unremitting in his attention to his duties, is deserving of the 
greatest credit for the admirable condition of the books, the greater part of 
which are kept entirely by him, and is recommended in the strongest terms oy the 
Local Inspector and Governor ; and I have no doubt his case will receive the 
favourable consideration of the Board and Grand Jury.

Under all the above headings a very gratl^ing decrease in crime in the year 
1858 is indicated. In the committals of " criminals" — t.e., those committed lor 
felonies, larcenies, and misdemeanors — during the year 1858, as compared with 
1857, there was a decrease of 454, or of nearly one-fiflh ; "vagrants' decreased 
by 177, or upwards of two-thirds ; and "drunkards" by 131, or one-fourth. 

In the re-committals, also, there was a larj?c reduction ; and in the daUy 
average, the surest test of the rise or fall of crime, a similarly satisfactory 
decrease is apparent— that for 1858 being less than that for 1857 by 44, or no 
less than 16 ^er cent. 

Moreover, it will be found that the highest number in custody at any one time 
in 1858 was only 284; whereas, on the 13th of March, 1852, there were 628 
prisoners in this gaol ; so that the reduction in crime in the city of Dublin, during 
the last six years, may fairly be said to be enormous. 

Durinj? the last quarter of the year there had been an increase in the number 
of juveime offenders ; but it may confidently be anticipiated that the reformatories 
recently established imder the new Act will provide a remedy for this evil by 
retaining in custody destitute boys (who were constantlpr returning to prison^ for 
such a kngthened period as ma^r wean them from their bad practices, and^ by 
teaching them such honest and industrial habits as may enable them to gain a 
livelihood, either in domestic service or in some trade or handicraft, when once 
more launched upon the world.

I have frequently visited this prison during the year, and have always found it 
dean and orderly. The buildins is in good repair, sewerage efiectiye, v^itilatioo 
eood, and supply of water abimdant. The bedding and dothing, however, were 
msuffident. Adequate sheets are supplied to each bed, but the greater part of 
the blankets were too thin and worn for winter use, the rugs or coverlets were 
ragged and disreputable, and the jackets miserably thin and utterly unfit for use 
in cold weather. The Board, having had their attention caUed to this subject, 
ordered a fresh supply of the artides above excepted to ; but, at a visit made 
some time subsequent to the date of their order, I round some boys, upon a Terr 
cold day, still dothed in the miserable jackets reported against, and evident^ 
suffering from cold. 

I consider much blame attaches to the Grovemor for having ne^ected to cany 
out the order of the Board upon this subject.

176 cells, with a suffident number of water-dosets and lavatories attadied, are 
now fitted with bells and heated with hot water, and may be used for carrying 
out the separate system in its entirety so soon as the bye-laws, which have bees 
referred back to the Board for alteration, shall have been finally approved by 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

I would, however, urge upon the authorities the expediency of lighting every 
cell with gas : for, in the first place, it is almost crud to confine a w^-conducted 
prisoner in his cell for fourteen or fifteen hours in darkness, as is now the case is 
the winter months ; and the introduction of gas would enable the prisoners to 
employ many of the hours now passed in gloomy idleness in working or reading 
in their cells. 

It must be borne in mind, moreover, that in all prisons constructed for carry- 
ing out separation, such as Belfast, Armagh, Dundalk, &c., all the cells are sup- 
phed with gas as recommended ; and that the amount of work executed in these 
prisons could not be performed unless the prisoners were able to woric in winter 
after daylight. 

The chapels, kitchens, laundrv, &c, are all that can be desired ; and there are 
goo<l baths in which all are washed on admission. 

Tubs are also provided in the yards, in addition to the lavatories, in which 
prisoners are required, from time to time, to wash their feet, &c ; but, I regret 
to state that, on one occasion, on a cold, frosty day, I found some boys were 
thrusting their wet feet into their shoes, proper towels not being furnished to 
them to dry them with, although a turnkey was at the time superintending them, 
and could not but be aware of what was going on. 

I trust that such dangerous and cruel neglect may never again occur. 

Great attention is paid to classification, there being no less than Mt&esi diri- 
tions, and all, except those in hospital, sleeping and taking their meala nn^yis 
the cells. 
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So 8oon as the b)re-law8 have been finally sanctioned, as many as the cells will DvBLni 
aoconimodate will be subjected to strict s^iaration. At present the greater Distbict. 
portion of the work is earned on in the cells, and the treadwneel is partitioned. dZZZi^ 

The lock-up is generally attended by the Grovemor. Four warders are on BriUvM, 
guard at night, and the watchman comes on duty at 10 30, p.bi., and patrols 
untO 6, A.M. Three tell-tale clocks have been put up during the past ^rear to 
test the r^ularity and vigilance of the patrol ; but, with ref&ence to this sub- 
ject, I must express the great surprise of my colleague and myself that the 
Governor should, in 1856 and 1857, have informed us that these tell-tale clocks 
were in use, and allowed us to mi^e such a statement in our reports, whereas^ 
in &ct, no such clocks were put up until the summer of 1868.

The punishments in this prison are extraordinarily numerous, if we compare 
them with those of any other gaol in the country. It is true that a misappre- 
hension, lately rectified, as to the amount of bread to be allowed to prisoners 
under punishment had probably increased the number of punishments ; but I feel 
bound to express my opinion that not a few of these punishments were unneces- 
sary. I had the advantage of conferring with the Board upon this subject, and 
I am satisfied that their determination to examine the Punishment Book most 
carefully at each meeting cannot fail to produce a sood effect ; and it is also 
desirable that a short abstract of the general rules which prisoners are required 
to observe should be compiled and hung up in each cell, and read by an officer 
to such prisoners as cannot read ; f(n> it is within my knowled|;e that prisoners 
have been punished for a breach of rules of the existence of which they were not 
aware.

Of the above 855 prisoners, 16 are from the county, transferred under warrant of 
Lord Lieutenant. 

This departmoat is conducted with very creditable activity. The medical 
officers having reported that the large issue of extra diet, adverted to in my 
colleague's report of last year, was in great measure rendered necessary^ by the 
exhaustion produced by working upon the treadwheel, the number of hours per 
day during which hard-labour prisoners are to be so employed was reduced mm 
7 to 4^ ; and tlds alteration, accompanied hy a more careful restriction of the 
issue of such diet to those who positively require it for the maintenance of their 
health, has very much diminished the amount of such extra diet without prejn- 
didng the sanitarv condition of the prison. 

The return of the employment of prisoners on the day of inspection represents 
pretty accuratdy their general occupations. 

Great attention is paid to the instruction of the prisoners in useful handicraft ; 
bat the want of officm competent to instruct is sensibly felt

Under all the above headings a very considerable decrease in crime during the 
cast year is shown. If we take the numbers in custody on the 18th of January 
wr the last four years, we find a reduction from 330, m 1856, to 21 1, in 1869 ; 
the committals, which fell from 7,373 in 1856, to 5,284 in 1857, have decreased 
in 1858 to 4,250 ; there-committals, which had nsen firom 871 in 1856, to 1,007 
in 1857, have fallen in 1858 to 698 ; and the daily average has progressively 
dimimshed from 292 in 1856, to 261 in 1857, and 240 in 1858. 

This ereat reduction in crime is very gratifying, and is the more striking when 
we consider that the highest number in custody at any one time in 1858 .was 
276, whilst on the 22nd of February, 1654, there were 611 prisoners in this gaoL 

It will also be observed that the decrease during the past year applies to all 
the classes except lunatics, but that the largest proportional reduction has been 
amongst the vagrants. An examination of these returns cannot fail to show a 
vast improvem^it in the morality of the inhabitants of the city of Dublin ; and 
the dimmution of vagrancy is the best proof that poverty and destitution are 
rapidly disappearing under the influence of abundant employment, extended 
boievolence, and amended legislation. Another gratifying fact is the decrease 
in juvenile offences, which it ma^ confidratly be anticipated will become still 
m(nre striking, so soon as the Reformatories which have just been opened under 
the Act passed during the 4ast session shall have had time to operate effectually. 

Whilst, however, this prison has been relieved of so large a number of its criminal 
inmates the great pressure and inconvenience arising frmn the presence of danger- 
ous lunatics has increased. There were no less than 48 dan^^erous lunatics in the 
prison, and of these some had been in for many months, owing to there being no 
room for them in the asylum. The poor creatures appear to be treated with 
great care and kindness ; but it is obvious Uiat a gaol is not furnished with the 
means of applying proper treatment to the insane ; nor are the few officers who 
can be spared to attend upon them qualified to deal with them as thdr sad con- 
dition requires ; moreover, the presence of so many, and sometimes noisy and 
violent lunatics, interferes very serioushr with the discipline of the prison, hf 
occupying the exclusive attention of officers attached to the criminal classes, 
whicn are thereby deprived of the constant supervision so necessary to the main- 
tenance of order and prevention of moral contamination. The attention of the 
Government has been directed very particularly to the evils resulting from the 
detention of the insane in prisons, and a Bill has been introduced whi(£ proposes 
to relieve the prisons entirely of the presence of those unfortunate beings.

The supply of water is good, and the sewerage is efiectiye, a new sewer haTing 
been lately constructed in the laundry. 

The ventilation of ranges 4 and 5 is very defective, so much so as to render 
the cells very close and onensive ; and it appears to me that this great defect 
can only be remedied by inserting a pane ofperforated glass or zinc into eveay 
window. The heating of these same ranges has also on sevend occasions been 
found to be defective ; but I clearly ascertained that this was attributable to tbe 
neglect of the person in charge of the furnace, and I trust that more attention 
wiU in ftiture oe paid to keeping the pipes at a proper d^ree of heat. 

No change has been made in the accommodation since 1856, except thai 
twenty-six additional cells have been heated and furnished with bells, miJrmg 
in all 121 cells so fitted. 

Fomale Reformatories, under the Act of last Session having been estabHdied 
in Dublin and its neighbourhood, I pressed upon the Board the necessity of 
making arrangements K)r keeping in strict separation during their prelimmary 
period of imprisonment such girls as might be sentenced to these ReR>iinatorieB» 
and consequently water-closets and lavatories have been erected in one range 
for this purpose. 

I trust that this step is merely the prelude to the entire prison being adapted 
to separation, the advantages of which system, more especially with regard to 
fenudes, have been often stated by the Inspectors-General, and are fuUy recog- 
nised by the Board, whom I have had the honour of meeting on several occa- 
sions, and who isxhibit the most anxious desire to improve the condition of 
their prisons. At no distant period the convicts will be removed from Grange- 
gorman, and the Government will hand over the portion of the prison occupied 
by penal servitude females to the city, and it will then be easy, with the 
extended accommodation thus afforded, to establish the separate system in its 
int^rity for all criminal classes of females. 

There are good baths, in which all are washed on admission, but, with the 
exception above stated, there are no covered lavatories, tubs in the open yard 
b^g the only means afforded to the prisoners for their daily personal ablution. 

AM^ except those employed in the laundry, are kept in approximative separa- 
tion, Le. work, take their meals and sleep in their cells, out are associated at 
work and at school, and first committals are carefully kept apart, imder all 
circumstances, from re-committals. 

The unrestricted association of so many women in the laundry is a great 
evil, but it is one which cannot be remedied until separate stalls for washing, as 
at Belfast, be erected ; and this cannot be done until additional space be at the 
disposal of the authorities. 

The Matron, or her head assistant, always attends the lock-up. Two matrons 
are on duty till nine p.m. ; and two watchmen, whose vigilance is tested by a tell- 
tale clock, patrol outside from nine p. m. imtil six a.m.. It is desirable, how- 
ever, that one Matron should be on duty during the entire night 

Discipline is strictly but tmperateJy enforced, and the Matron shows great 
firmness as well as discretion in ner mode of dealing with incorrigible offenders 
of the most abandoned class, who return again and again to the prison, and as 
fi^qneotly are instibordinat^ and re&actory.

A misconception, which has lately been rectified, had prerailed as to the amount 
of bread to be ^ven to prisoners under punishment for prison offences ; and 
doubtless this mistake, wliich gave a prisoner under punishment more bread 
per day than a well-conducted prisoner, increased the number of punishments.

The school is under the charge of a competent schoolmistress, but she is 
not sufficiently careful in classifying the prisoners according to their state of 
education, some of the pupils being in a class for which they were unfit, and 
others being quite fit for a higher class than that in which they had been 
placed. The school is under the supervision of the National Board, and is also 
from time to time visited by the cnaplains, who occasionally enter their com- 
ments as to the progress made by the pupils, &c., in their journals. A satis- 
factory registry of progress is kept

mimUiarp In consequence of the attention of the Medical Officers having been called to 
Oram^^r- the excessive amount of extra diet issued, a great reduction hi» been effected 
" during the past 3rear, without prejudicing in the slightest degree the health of 
the prisoners. 

Books and Accounts. 

The various registries, books, journals, and accounts, are kqyt with very 
praiseworthy regmarity and accuracy. AU the forms recommended in the 
*^ Approved Forms** have been adopted, with the exception of the ^^ Daily 
Employment of Prisoners Book.** 

llie Chaplains* and Medical Officers* Journals are duly kept, and submitted 
to and initialed by the Board at each meeting, and those of the Local Injector, 
Crovemor, and Matron are also ouite satismctory. The^ Extern and Intern 
Officers* Gate-books are carefully kept, and show the hour at which they enter 
and leave the prison. 

The state of the books reflects great credit upon the defks, whose duties are 
very onerous.

In the upper yard there are thirty-seven rooms, three of which are occupied by 
the chief hatchman, who resides in the prison ; and one by the hatchman on duty, 
whidi is furnished by the Grovemment. The old ^uard-room facing the entrance 
to the prison having been fitted up, is now occupied by the ni^ht watchman, and 
the room vacated by him has been appropriated to the use of the prison servants ; 
two (or a double room), by a prisoner under the old rule, who pays no rent ; 
seven by prisoners paying Grovemment rent of 2s. 6d. weekly ; and three by 
prisoners under remand, leaving twenty rooms available for first class debtors — 
six of which are small inner rooms, accessible only through the outer rooms. 

Seven of the prisoners in this yard have the furniture and attendance supplied 
by Government, for which they pay 5s, 6d. per week each, and four only have 
their own furniture— three of whom had it previous to the Government furniture 
bein^ issued in September last. There are at present fourteen rooms furnished 
in this yard, and there is a sufficiency of furniture in store for twelve rooms more, 
whenever it may be necessary to issue it. 

Lower Yard, — ^There are four common hall rooms, two of which are furnished 
by the Grovemment, and contain four beds each. In these rooms there are six 
male prisoners who pay 4*. each, per week, for furniture and attendance ; one 
room IS occupied by a male prisoner who has his own furniture, and one is used 
as a visiting room for females to pauper debtors. There is furniture in store for 
two more rooms, of four beds each, for this class, which can be taken into use 
when required. 

The pauper building consists of six rooms, one of which is a store-room for 
this class; one is at present used as a carpenter^s shop; the remainder are 
furnished to accommodate six men in each, and are partly occupied. 

Letter £, or the Hospital Department, consists of^six rooms, of which two ar« 
occupied by hospital patients, and two by the matron and her family. One erf" 
the lower rooms is used as a churcli, and the other (which was a laundry) has 
been converted into a store-room 9br the spare furniture, bedding, <&c., of the 
upper yard. 

Letter F, or the Female Ward, consists of six smaU rooms, one of which is fitted 
up and used as a dispensary, having a door leading to the hospital; one is 
occupied by two female pauper prisoners ; one by an hospital pati^it ; and the 
other three are vacant, and can be appropriated as a female common haD, or 
used for female pauper prisoners when required. 

Hie Roman Catnolic Chapel stands in this yard acyaoent to the paiqwr 
buHdiiig and hospital wards. 
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Oovemment Allowances to Pauper Prisoners and Resident Officers. Dublui 

Each pauper prisoner receives 2 lbs. of first quality bread, and 1 J pint of sweet __. 
milk daify, and 2 oz. of soap and I candle (four to the pound) weekly. Their Pomr 
bedding consists of three single blankets, a rug, two linen sheets, and a bed-tick Ckmrit 
and bobter filled with straw once a month. The allowance of coal during the ManhaUea 
winter half-year is 2^ cwt. weekly to each room where pauper debtors lodge, and 
\\ cwt during the summer half-year, fix>m Ist May to 1st November — this 
supply is sometimes increased in the month of October when specially ordered. 

llie Marshal receives 3 tons of coals yearly for his office ; the deputy marshal 
10 tons ; the chief hatchman in charge of the pauper department, the matron, 
the watchman for the guard-room, receive each 5 tons yearly. Five tons are also 
allowed for the hatchman^s sleeping room. 

There is a further allowance of 1 J lb. of candles weekly during the winter 
half-year, and ^ lb. in the summer half-year to resident hatdmien. 

Report of the Medical Officer. 

During the year 1858, the number of persons requiring medical or surgical aid was 
122, for whom I prescribed 1,189 times. 

The following were the principal diseases calling for my assistance : — ^Bronchitis, 
phthisis, asthma, water in the chest ; softening of the heart ; dyspepsia, diarrhoea, 
constipation, diseased liver, hoBmorrhoids ; nervous affections, insomnia; prurigo 
senilis, luticaria, anthrax, ulcers of legs; gonorrhoea, syphilis, stricture, enlarged 
prostate; ophthalmia; gout, rheumatism, lumbago, sciatica ; and some slight injuries 
received in the racketcourt. Most of tbese complaints were chronic, and brought 
in with the patients, who were frequently persons of broken health, or whose consti- 
tutions were injured by previous intemperate habits, privations, and anxiety. 

Only one death occtured during the year. 

No case of cholera, typhus fever, or dysentery, presented itself, nor of any other 
affection which could be attributed to unhealthfulness in the prison, or to any tiling in 
the locality or management. The prison stands on high ground, has good sewerage, 
and plenty of good water, so that, notwithstanding the long list of maladies and of 
patients as given above, the sanitary condition of the prison must be considered very 
satisfactory.

No change worthy of notice has taken place in either the number or class of 
prisoners committed to this prison during the past year. The punishments have 
been few and not such as to require any particular comment. I have found the 
Marshalsea, on the several occasions I have visited it dmin^ the past year, in a 
veiy creditable condition of order and cleanliness ; the beddmg dean and good, 
and provisions of good quality. The amended code of bye-laws has been strictly 
and carefully enforced, and a vast improvement in the general conduct, discipline, 
and comfort of the prison has result^ therefrom. The debtors are now provided 
by the Government with good clean fumitiu^ and bedding, at a lower rate than 
^hey formerly paid for the dirty miserable articles supplied by brokers; and 
respectable servants, selected by the Local Inspector and Manhal, have been 
substituted for the irresponsible hangers on, who were the cause of much of the 
irregidarity noticed in former reports. The strict enforcement of the Rules 
above alluded to has nearly put a stop to dnmkenness, but cases of inebriety 
still sometimes occur ; and with reference to this subject, I would recommend the 
Medical Officer to confine his orders for wine and spirits to cases absolutely 
requiring such stimulants for the maintenance of healtn, and on sudi occasions 
to limit the quantity to be admitted on any one day to what is sufficient for that 
day's consumption. 

It is necessary that I should mention that the pumps are out of order, and that 
a filter has been put up in the lower yard for the purpose of making the pipe- 
water fit to drink. 

The building has been put in a much better state of repair, but all the wood- 
work requires paint.
